EMPEROR  PRESERVES 
AUTOCRATIC  POWER 

Many  Restrictions  Are  Placed  on 
New  Russian  Parliament. 


St.  Petersburg,  Aag.  19.— The  text  of  the 
document  constituting  a  Russian  parlia- 
ment discloses  many  points  of  special  in- 
terest to  foreigner's  enjoying  constitu- 
tional government.  Safeguards  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  autocratic  power  of 
the  emperor  crop  out  continually  in  the 
course  of  tlie  lengthy  document.  Al- 
thouRh  the  members  are  to  be  elected 
for  a  five-year  term.  Paragraph  3  pro- 
vides that  the  douma  "can  be  dissolved 
by  the  emperor  before  the  expiration  of 
the  term  of  five  yearri  and  new  elections 
ordered  by  imperial  ukase." 

Paragraph  4  sets  forth  that  the  length 
of  the  sessions  of  the  douma  and  its  ad- 
journments during  the  year  shall  be  de- 
termined by  the  emperor.  Paragraph 
ten  orovides  that  the  president  ot  the 
douma  shall  report  to  the  emperor.  Other 
parasrapiis  provide  that  in  case  of  dis- 
Dute  between  the  cabinet  ministers  and 
the  douma  in  regard  to  bills,  the  emperor 
shall  have  the  final  word  as  to  the  dis- 
Dosltion  thereof. 

The  oath  to  be  taken  by  the  members 
is  as   follows: 

••\Ve  promise  to  perform  our  duties  to 
the  best  of  our  knowledge  and  ability,  in 
all  loyalty  to  his  majesty  and  mindful 
onlv   of  the   welfare  of  Russia." 

Members  of  the  douma  can  only  be  de- 
prived of  their  liberty  therein  by  order 
cf  the  judicial  power  and  they  may  not 
be  arrested  for  debt.  Their  payment  is 
t-rovlded  for  at  the  rate  of  ten  roubles 
(about  $5)  per  day  during  the  session  and 
members  will  receive  for  travelling  ex- 
nenses  5  kojiecks  per  verst  twice  yearly 
LO  and  from  St.  Petersburg.  The  usual 
provisions  are  made  for  the  removal  or 
tiispositlon  of  disorderly  members  and  for 
holdins:  executive  sessions.  Paragraph 
41  debars  the  public  from  admission  to 
either  the  general  or  sectional  seseiona, 
but  gives  the  president  of  the  douma 
the  right  to  admit  representatives  of  the 
press  to  the  open  sessions.  Another 
clause   provides   for   the   preparation   by 


sworn  stenographers  of  reports  of  all  slt- 
linKS  of  tlie  general  session  ol  the  douma 
with  the  exception  of  the  executive  ses- 
sions. Tliese  reports  may  be  made  public 
with  the  approval  of  the  president  of  the 
douma.  The  electoral  scheme  debars  gov- 
ernors, vice-governors,  police  prefects  and 
their  suborSinates  from  the  voting  places 
in  the  districts  where  they  exercise  their 
functions.  The  elections  will  be  held 
under  the  general  supervision  of  the  min- 
ister of  the  Interior,  governors  and  police 
prefects,  while  each  electoral  ward  in  the 
principal  clLies  will  have  an  electoral  com- 
mission consisting  of  a  president  and  two 
members  chosen  by  the  mayor  from 
among  the  possessors  of  the  franchise. 
Civil  fun'.tiorarl^s  may  not  be  elected 
to  the  douma  unless  they  resign  their 
posts,  nor  may  any  one  be  elected  wiio  is 
not  acaualnted  with  the  Russian  lan- 
Kuaee. 

The  emperor  lost  no  time  in  start- 
ing an  invesigalion  into  the  best 
manner  of  securing  representation  in 
the  national  assembly  of  Poland  and 
other  districts  not  provided  for  in  the 
manifesto,  which  refers  to  them  as 
"Some  regions  wherein  special  con- 
ditions obtain." 

An  imperial  decree  Issued  this 
morning  appoints  a  commission  under 
presidency  of  Count  Solsky,  president 
of  the  economic  department  of  the 
committee  of  ministers,  to  discuss  the 
procedure  to  be  followed  in  elections 
for  the  douma  in  Poland,  the  Ural  and 
jTurgai  districts,  Siberia,  Turkestan, 
i  the  Caucasus  and  among  the  Nomadio 
tribes. 

The  commission  is  also  instructed  to 
arrange  for  the  revision  of  the  esti- 
mates of  the  different  mlnisteries  and 
the  state  budget  as  well  as  the  grant 
of  credits  not  provided  for  by  the 
douma  regulations.  All  questions  ris- 
ing from  the  establishment  of  th« 
douma  are  to  be  settled  as  exp«dl^ 
tiously  as  possibl«t

entrenched  it.self.  The  first  line  of 
skii-mishers  thrown  out  dug  very  shal- 
low trenches.  The  second  line  cccupiea 
them  and  then  moved  forward.  The 
third  dug  them  still  deeper,  and  the 
fourth   completed    them. 

But  in  trenching  the  Japanese 
showed  a  new  trick.  They  dug  their 
trenches  as  if  they  were  preparing  to 
bury  huge  telegraph  poles,  each  bear- 
ing as  many  crossarms  as  possible. 

The  trench  in  which  the  pole  was  to 
lie  ltd  back  to  the  ammunition  carts 
and  the  reserves.  The  transverse  or 
arm  trenches  extended  parallel  with 
the  front  of  the  Russian  positions.  The 
ammunition  servers  pjissed  through 
the  long  trench  and  were  never  ex- 
rostd  to  rifle  fire  at  all.  Shrapnel  fire 
might  reach  them,  but  did  not  very 
often. 

After  having  constructed  the  elabor- 
ate intrtnchments  in  the  face  of  the 
enemy's  fire,  the  Japantse  were  ready 
to  show  another  trick.  That  was  to 
fall  back  from  their  trenches  nearest 
the  enemy  and  thus  invite  them  to 
chan?e  forward,  only  to  be  met  by  the 
whole  strength  of  the  organization 
making  the  attack  in  the  last  trench, 
into  which  machine  guns  and  moun- 
tain guns  had  been  hurried  as  som  as 
it  was  completed.  When  the  Russians 
reached  the  last  trench  the  galling  fire

PERSECUTION  OF  JEWS. 

A  (  orrespondent  whose  communication  appears 
in  another  column  asks  The  Herald  to  discuss  the 
treafn  ent  of  the  Jews  in  Russia.  It  does  so  with 
the  greatest  of  pleasure,  and  it  only  wishes  that  .t 
could  exert  the  influence  necessary  to  induce  the 
czar's  government  to  accord  humane  treatment  to 

this  people. 

As  the  correspondent  says,  though  thousands  ot 
loyal  lews  are  shedding  the  blood  for  the  country 
in  the  war  with  Japan,  it  is  not  hkely  that  the  Jews 
will  Ic  given  a  voice  in  public  affaire  in  the  new 
order  of  things  the  czar  has  just  promised  his 
people.  The  reports  at  hand  so  far  do  not  settle 
this  loint  definitely,  but  they  do  show  that  the 
suffrage  is  to  be  based  on  property  qualifications. 
Many  Jews  in  that  country  could  qualify  in  this 
respect,  and  it  remains  to  be  seen  whether  they 
will  be  permitted  to  vote.  In  view  of  the  policy  of 
the  country  in  the  past  there  is  little  doubt,  how- 
ever, that  they  will  be  discriminated  agamsf. 

There  can  be  no  defense  of  the  policy  of 
oppressing  the  Jew  because  he  is  a  Jew.  Many 
nations  have -done  it  in  the  past,  though  today 
pract  cally  the  only  one  persisting  in  it  is  Russit.  outgrown 
and  it  is  significant  that  in  other  matters  of  gov- 
ernmmt  that  country  is  equally  behind  the  times. 

The  rest  of  the  world,  which  has  lately  ceased 
from  persecuting  Jews  and  is  therefore  very  indig- 
nant It  anybody  that  is  still  at  it,  has  been  horror- 
stricUn  ai'  the  stories  that  have  come  from  Russia 
of  th  :  horrible  treatment  accorded  the  Jews  there. 
Havi  ig  expressed  its  indignation,  all  it  could  do 
o  offer  safe  refuge  for  those  who  were  able

tions to  this  douma.  extending  the  val- 
idity of  these  laws  to  the  whole  terri- 
tory of  the  empire,  with  such  excep- 
tions only  as  may  be  coiisidered  neces- 
.sary  In  the  case  of  some  regions  in 
which  special  conditions  obtain. 
.  "As  regards  the  participation  In  the 
labors  of  the  gosudarstvennala  douma 
of  delegates  from   the  grand  duchy  of 


"elected  by  the  population  of  the  Rus- 
sian empire,  in  accordance  with  tho 
election  regulations." 

The  term  of  the  douma  is  to  be  five 
years,  but  it  can  be  dissolved  by  the 
emperor.  There  Is  to  be  a  general 
session,  but  the  douma  will  also  meet 
by  sections,  the  length  of  the  sessions 
being  determined  by  the  emperor.  The 
president  and  other  officials  are  to  be 
elected  by  the   members. 

Paragraph  19  of  section  3.  provides 
that  "members  of  the  douma  shall 
enjoy  freedom  in  exchanging  their 
opinions  on  matters  within  the  com- 
petence of  the  body  and  are  not  to  be 
responsible  to  the  electors."

Emperor 
Nicholas  announces  this  morning  to  his 
subjects  the  fruition  of  his  plans  sum- 
moning the  representatives  of  the  peo- 
ple as  outlined  by  him  In  a  rescript  is- 
sued on  March  3,  last,  and  fixes  the 
date  for  the  first  convocation  as  mid-

organization.

The  imperial  manifesto,  which  is  pub- 
lished simultaneously  here  and  at  Mos- 
cow and  which  wUl  be  read  In  all  the 
churches  of  the  empire,  is  dated  at 
Peterhof   today,  and  is  as  follows: 

•The  empire  of  Russia  is  formed  and 
strengthened  by  the  Indestructible  sol- 
idarity of  the  emperor  with  the  people 
and  of  the  people  with  the  emperor. 
This  concord  of  emperor  and  people 
pleases  the  great  moral  force  which  has 
created  Russia  in  the  course  of  cen- 
turies by  protecting  her  from  all  mis- 
fortunes and  all  attacks  and  has  con- 
stituted up  to  the  present  time  a  pledge 
of  unity,  Independence,  integrity,  ma- 
terial well  being,  and  intellectual  de- 
velopment. « 

•In  our  manifesto  of  Feb.  14,  1903,  we 
called  to  close  understanding  all  the 
faithful  persons  of  the  land  in  order 
to  protect  the  organization  of  the  state 
by  establishing  on  a  firm  basis  the  do- 
mestic life  of  the  empire,  and  then  we 
devoted  ourselves  to  the  task  of  co- 
ordinating elective  public  institutions 
with  government  authorities  and  of 
removing  the  disagreements  existing 
between  them  which  had  reacted  so 
disastrously  on  the  normal  course  of 
OUT  national  life. 

•The  autocratic  emperors,  our  ances- 
tors, constantly  had  that  object  In 
view,  and  the  time  has  come  to  follow- 
out  their  determination  and  to  summon 
elected  representatives  from  the  whole 
of  Russia  to  take  constant  and  active 
part  In  the  elaboration  of  the  laws, 
thereby  attaching  to  the  higher  state

This  morning,  however,  before  leaving 
for  Ma>,'nolia,  M'.  Wltte  was  not  so  de- 
cisive in  his  affirmation  as  before,  and 
speaking  to  the  Associated  Press  he  mere- 
ly said  that  up  to  the  present  lime  he 
knew  nothing  ab?ut  any  step  from  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt  or  from  any  other  country 
In  connection  with  the  peace  negotiations 
and  that  as  to  arbitration  while  consid- 
ering it  most  Improbable  he  had  no  in- 
formation to  substantiate  the  report.

However,  any  offer  of 
assistance  will  not  bind  either  party.  Still, 
there  Is  no  doubt  that  the  acticm  of  Presl- 
dent  Roosevelt  is  looked  upon  especially 
bv  the  Russi.ins  as  having  the  possibility 
of  changing  the  situation  in  three  days 
recess  from  the  last  meeting.  Great  con- 
fidence is  expressed  in  the  ability  of  Mr. 
Meyer  in  St.  Petersburg  and  the  influpnce 
which  in  his  short  sojourn  there  he  has 
been  able  to  exercise  in  political  as  well 
as  in  court  circles.

The  disturbance  raised  enormous  tid-js 
on  the  sun,  like  those  on  the  ocean,  ex- 
cepting that  these  tides  were  thou- 
.sands  of  miles  high.  The  attraction  of 
the.se  tides  has  kept  the  bodies  of  the 
solar  system  revolving  around  the  sun.

Signs  of  the  Approach 

of  Coal  Consuming 

Season. 

Chicago.  Aug.  19.— The  Black  Dia- 
mond, official  newspaiv-r  of  the  coal 
Industry,  '■eviewiiig  the  Western  coai 
trade,  says: 

Ther<3  are  signs  of  the  approach  of 
the  coal  consuming  season  this  week 
ill  the  prevailing  market  conditions 
tliroughout  the  West.  The  indications 
of  increasing  activity  are  not  very 
strong  yet.  but  to  the  keen  student  of 
the  situation  they  appear  more  or  less 
marked  nevertheless,  and  with  the  ad- 
vancement of  the  season  it  is  assured 
that  they  will  take  on  mere  definite 
shape.  The  most  important  feature  of 
the  market  is  the  iticreasing  shortage 
of  box  car  equipment  for  the  move- 
ment of  coal.  Not  all  of  the  Western 
tields  are  short  of  box  cars,  but  in 
some  of  them  there  are  delays  In  se- 
curing this  kind  of  equipment,  and  coal 
IS  not  moved  as  promptly  iis  it  was  a 
few  weeks  ago.  In  all  probability  the 
situation,  with  reference  to  all  de- 
scriptions of  cars  required  in  the  coal 
trade,  will  l>ecome  more  stringent 
within  the  next  few  weeks  and  be  a 
source  of  increasing  delays. 

Another  feature  of  importance  is  the 
increasing  demand  for  coal  from  p')ints 
outside  of  the  larger  cities.  Chicago 
demand  is  still  stagnant  In  most  all 
lines.  with  considerable  demurrage 
coal  '>n  track,  but  so-called  "country" 
business  is  increasing  in  volume,  and 
?hipiK-rs  doing  a  large  business  in  the 
smaller  towns  and  cities  report  that 
orders  ire  coming  forward  in  fairly 
gt)od  shape.  The  prices  In  the  coun- 
try trade  have  not  yet  reached  a  point 
where  there  is  always  the  profit  there 
should  be.  but  with  increasing  a'^tivity 
it  i.«  anticipated,  as  a  matter  of  course, 
that  prices  will  show  Improvem.ent. 

In  the  Western  anthracite  trade  the 
markets  outside  of  the  larger  cities  are 
indicating  more  activity.  Dealers  who 
have  not  taken  in  any  coal  are  taking 
an  Interest  in  the  situation  and  are 
making  inquiries  and  sending  in  some 
few  orders,  although  the  volume  of  this 
business  is  not  expected  to  reach  even 
fair  proportions  until  next  week.  In- 
terviews with  dealers  visiting  Chlcag> 
during  the  present  week  indicate  that 
in  some  Instances  they  are  taking  an 
active  Interest  in  the  prospective  wage 
settlement  In  the  anthracite  regi-m 
next  spring.  Sales  agents  and  shlp- 
pingr  companies  are  being  plied  with 
questions  as  to  the  possibility  of  labor 
troubles  next  year,  and  in  some  few 
instances  retailers  who  were  caught 
short  '>f  coal  In  1902,  and  were  obliged 
to  pay  high  prices  for  the  product 
which  they  sold,  are  increasing  their 
storage  space,  preparatory  to  taking  In 
.■•omc  surplus  anthracite  against  pos- 
sible emergencies  next  spring.

EARTH'S  ORIGIN 


Advanced  By  Professors 

at  the  University  of 

Chicago. 


planets  are  supposed  to  be  In  a  more 
nebular  condition. 

According  to  the  nebular  hypothe.sis 
of  Laplace,  which  has  been  accepted 
since  1796.  the  solar  system  extended  to 
Neptune,  the  farthest  planet.  As  a 
contraction  occurred  rings  were  thrown 
off  by  the  sun.  one  for  each  planet.  The 
planets  in  turn  threw  off  rings,  formiugf 
satellites.  In  the  case  of  the  earth,  the 
moon  was  thrown  off. 

The  tiew  theory  declares  that  the  dis- 
turbing sun  kept  stirring  things  up 
around  our  sun  for  30.000.000  year.s, 
when  it  finally  got  far  enough  away 
so  that  things  settled  down  iii  the  solar 
system. 

The  disturbance  raised  enormous  tid-BS 
on  the  sun.  like  tho.se  on  the  ocean,  ex- 
cepting that  these  tides  were  thou- 
sands of  miles  high.  The  attraction  of 
the.se  tides  has  kept  the  bodies  of  the 
solar  system  revolving  around  the  sun. 

If  the  theory  is  not  accepted  tha 
friends  of  the  profes.sors  say  it  Is  only 
neco.s.sary  to  wait  until  the  wandering 
sun  drops  around  our  way  again. 

PREFERS  LODGE 


Chicago,  Aug.  19. — A  new  theory  as 
to  the  origin  of  the  earth  and  other 
bodies  of  the  solar  system  is  advanced 
by  professors  at  the  University  of  Chi- 
cago. It  is  called  the  spiral  nebular 
hypothesis  and  makes  things  look 
gloomy  for  posterity  one  thousand  mil- 
lion years  hence,  for  then,  according  to 
the  professors,  a  monster  sun,  thou- 
sands of  times  larger  than  our  sun,  will 
sweep  through  the  solar  system,  stir- 
ring things  up  much  like  the  way  a 
railroad  train  stirs  up  the  dust  along 
the  ii-ack. 

The  professors  wdio  have  evolved  this 
theory  so  important  to  the  astronomi- 
cal world  are  Forrest  R.  Moulton  of  the 
department  of  astronomy  and  J.  C. 
Chamberlain,  head  of  the  department  of 
geology.  They  have  been  experiment- 
ing in  space  since  1898.  and  have  just 
made  public  their  conclusions. 

Instead  of  earth  and  planets  having 
been  formed  by  rings  thrown  off  by  the 
sun.  as  has  been  the  general  belief  since 
1796,  they  claim  the  bodies  of  the  .solar 
system  owe  their  existence  to  a  great 
sun.  which  swept  through  these  parts 
some  millions  of  years  ago  and  created  j  "Make 
such  a  disturbance  that  our  sun  threw 
off  a  spiral  cloud  of  dust.  This  dust, 
whirling  around  in  the  heavens,  con- 
densed and  formed  planets.  Jupiter, 
Saturn  and  Neptune,  it  Is  declared, 
were  formed  this  way,  while  the  small- 
er planets.  Mars.  Mercury,  Venus  and 
the  earth,  were  merely  single  specks  of 
dust.  Thi.s,  it  is  said,  accounts  for  the 
solidity  of  the  earth.  The  professors 
believe  the  earth  has  been  solid  and 
rigid  since  it  was  the  earth.    The  larger

Portsmouth.  Aug.  19. — Tlie  peace  en- 
'  oy<  adjourned  late  yesterday  after- 
t  ■!  .  until  Tl  esday,  after  being  un- 
able to  agree  any  farther  on  the  Jaos 
terms  of  peace.  The  prevailing  view  1? 
that  the  fate  o'  the  peace  conference  Is 
itlr.  idy  sealed  that  it  has  ended  in 
failure  and  that  all  that  now  remains  is 
for  the  plenijotentiaries  to  meet  on 
Tuesday,  8l«n  the  final  protocol,  go 
through  the  ci  nventlons  and  bid  each 
other  farewell.  In  other  word.s.  that 
the  meeting  Tu  -sday  will  be  what  diplo- 
macy calls  the  '•Seance  d'adleu." 

The  gravity  if  the  situation  from  the 
Japanese  pHjint  of  view  Is  contained  in 
the  following  luthoritatlve  statement, 
given  to  the  Associated  Rress: 

"i  cannot  say  positively  because  all 
things  are  p«^>s^lbie,  but  I  fear  that  the 
meeting  on  Tuesday  will  be  the  fare- 
well session  of  the  Washington  confer- 
ence. Japan  has  done  her  utmost  for 
peace.  Russia  now  knows  Japan's  ir- 
reducible minirium." 

M.  Witte  bin. self  gave  not  the  slight- 
est encouragement.  For  publication, 
he  said,  "we  meet  Tuesday  only  to 
sign  the  protoi  ol,'"  with  the  accent  on 
the  word  "on  y."  .\nother  bad  sign 
was  the  chante  In  the  personal  atti- 
tude of  the  plenipotentiaries  toward 
each  other.  Di  ring  the  week  they  have 
btien  growing  nore  and  more  friendly; 
at  the  lunche*  n  which  they  take  to- 
gether at  the  I  avy  yard.  This  conver- 
sation was  ll\  ely  and  even  gay  at 
times.  Ycsterd  iy  they  sat  together  and 
ate  in  silence.  All  seemed  strangely 
constrained  as  If  realizing  that  they 
could  only  agr  le  to  disagree  mnd  that 
the  war  must  f  o  on.

The  question  which  has  finally  led  to 
the  dissolution  of  the  union  is  not,  as 
so  many  people  imagine,  a  new  point 
raised  by  Norway  for  the  purpose  of 
creating  discord  between  the  two  na- 
tions. On  the  contrary  it  is  of  many 
years'  standing.  It  is  true  the  act  of 
union  does  not  mention  consuls  from 
beginning  to  end,  but  the  Norwegian 
Grundlow,  both  in  its  original  form  as 
agreed  to  at  Eidsvold  on  May  17th,  1814, 
and  as  it  was  subsequently  revised,  in 
view  of  the  union,  does.  It  provided 
that  consuls  might  be  removed  by  the 
king  without  trial,  and  also  that  for- 
eigners might  be  appointed  oonsuls. 

At  first  no  special  difficulties  seem  to 
have  arisen,  but  as  long  ago  as  1834  tho 
Norwegian  government  made  represen- 
tations to  the  king  on  the  subject,  and 
although  admitting  that  it  was  desir- 
able that  both  kingdoms'  consuls 
abroad  should  be  the  same  persons,  yet 
it  was  only  right  that  both  matters 
connected  with  their  appointment 
should  be  dealt  with  by  the  king  in  a 
combined  Norwegian  and  Swedish 
council.

The  negotiations  over  the  consular

being  come  to.  In  1892  it  was  decided 
to  postpone  the  question  for  a  time.

In  1895  a  joint  committee  of 
both  nations  was  appointed  to  consider 
the  matter,  but  they  were  unable  to 
arrive  at  any  understanding,  and  so 
affairs  remained  until  January,  1902, 
when  a  fresh  committee  was  appointed, 
which  reported  in  the  July  following, 
and  it  seemed  as  if  a  working  agree- 
ment on  the  matter  in  dispute  was 
likely  to  be  attained  at  last.

domestic    science    was    established    ati 
the   Duluth  normal  school,  and   the  re- 
sults   thus    far    achieved    lare    highly  i 
gratifying  to  the  school  and  the  women  { 
whose   interest   and   supfort    made   the  l 
department  possible.  I 

In  the  spring  of  the  year  the  Coun- 1 
cil  directed  its  efforts  toward  establish- 
ing a  feummer  school  of  cooking,  to  be 
maintained  for  the  young  girls  of  the 
working  classes,  who  are  left  during 
the  summer  months  without  useful  em- 
ployment of  any  kind.  It  was  found 
advisable  and  possible  to  establish  the 
school  In  a  well-lighted  basement  room 
of  the  Adams  school,  situated  at 
Eighteenth  avenue  west  and  Superior 
street, 

Gi's  stoves  and  equipment  for  twenty 
pupils  were  provided,  and  Mrs.  Hugn 
McC  urdy  of  Chicago  engaged  as 
teacher.  The  classes  were  organized 
July  14,  and  by  careful  arrangement  It 
was  found  that  120  girls  could  be  ac- 
commodated each  with  two  lessons  a 
week.  There  Is  now  a  waiting  list  of 
thirty  grirls,  who  are  anxious  to  attend 
the  classes.

lighted  at  having  secured  Mrs.  Mc 
Curdy  for  their  session,  as  she  is  well 
known  throughout  the  country  and  has 
had  the  experience  which  makes  her 
knowledge  exceptionally  valuable.  She 
enjoys  just  such  classes  as  she  is 
teaching  this  summer,  for  the  girls  are 
almost  invariably  interested  in  the 
work,  and  It  is  an  Intelligent  Interest. 
They  are  anxious  to  apply  practically 
the  lessens  they  iearn  at  the  school, 
and  a  course  of  lessons  always  leaves 
an  impression  that  influences  their 
method  of  doing  cooking  and  house- 
work In  all  the  years  to  come.  Mrs. 
McCurdy's  lessons  are  practicable,  and 
In  these  lessons  during  the  summer 
weeks,  the  best  way  of  making  and 
serving  the  simple  and  everyday  ar- 
ticles of  food  are  being  taught. 
Principles  are  taught  at  the 
same  time.  The  lesson  Is  not  simply 
a  series  of  "do  this"  and  "don't  do 
that,"  but  the  why  is  thoroughly  in- 
stilled in  the  young  minds. 

The  above  pictures  were  taken  of  the 
Thursday  morning  class,  which  is  rep- 
resentative of  the  classes.  EJach  girl 
was  provided  with  a  dainty  cap,  apron 
and  sleeves,  and  she  is  required  to 
keep  them  In  clean  and  neat  condi- 
tion, teaching  them.  In  addition  to  the 
cooking,  lessons  in  personal  neatness. 
Two  classes  each  morning,  the  first 
from  8  to  10  o'clock,  and  the  second 
from  10  to  12  o'clock.  The  members  of 
the  Council  invite  any  interested  in  the 
school  to  attend  one  of  the  classes,  for 
it  is  hoped  that  this  schcKal  is  the  first 
of  feveral  that  will  be  established 
throughout  the  city.

Mr.  Rahn  was  born  in  Schwenkville. 
Pa..  In  1876  and  entered  Ursinus  college, 
Coliegeville.  Pa.,  when  he  was  17  years 
old.  He  played  on  the  football  and  base- 
ball teams  there  for  four  years,  making 
an  envlabe  record.  He  entere<l  the  Lu- 
theran Theological  seminary  in  Philadel- 
nhia  in  1896  and  was  graduated  in  1S99. 
He  then  acted  as  sup^ily  pastor  in  Maine 
until  coming   to   Poughkeepsie   in   1891. 


In  looking:  over  the  list  of  Northern 
league  players  for  likely  candidates  for 
big  league  company,  the  list  is  lament- 
ably small.

Ei-ickson  started  off  with  a  rush  in  the 
early  part  of  the  season,  and  had  all 
the  earmarks  of  the  comer,  but  h^ 
exploded  during  July,  and  the  big  fel- 
low is  now  looked  on  as  an  easy  mark. 
Powell  has  some  good  curves,  but  he  is 
iiut  a  hard  worker,  and  appears  to  lack 
ambition.  Miller  also  has  some  good 
curves  but  lacks  speed  and  control. 

O'Dea  might  well  be  working  in  fast- 
er company.  He  is  a  heady  player,  and 
knows  the  game  from  A  to  Z,  a  steady 
and  timely  iiUler  and  a  good  fielder 
when  playing  his  own  position,  al- 
though a  little  weak  at  second. 

Newman  is  a  fast  and  brilliant  fielder, 
and  although  a  little  weak  with  tha 
stick,  ills  work  on  the  bases  and  his 
ability  to  get  to  first  in  some  manner, 
should  keep  hitn  in  better  company. 

Bennett  has  made  a  good  showing 
during  the  latter  pai  t  of  the  season,  and 
is  fielding  and  batting  well,  but  "Si" 
can  well  stand  another  year  of  season- 
ing in  minor  league  company.

DOUBLE-UMPIRE  SYSTEM 

Not  Satisfactory  and  Change 
Is  Being  Urged. 

The  recent  di.sturbiuice  at  Pit'sburg 
during  the  final  game  between  the  Pi- 
rates and  New  York  furnishes  a  splen- 
did example  of  the  inadequacy  of  the 
dcuble-umpire  system.  Be<.a.use  Umpire 
Bauswlne  rendered  a  decision  that  fell 
under  Umpire  BmsUe's  jurtt-diction  but 
which  he  failed  to  .see,  a  quarrel  ensued 
which  finally  resulted  in  the  forfeiture 
of  the  game  to  Pittsburg.  McGraw  ha- 
protested  the  game  on  the  Iwsls  that 
Bauswlne  had  no  authority  to  decide  the 
play. 

The  system  of  double  umpiring  has 
been  u.sed  almost  exclusively  this  sea- 
son and  there  have  been  many  justly 
founded  complaints  against  the  arbitenj" 
decisions  that  have  been  made.  Fully 
half  of  them  have  been  made  in  games 
where  they  have  been  two  men  to 
watch  the  plaj-s.  This,  of  course,  may 
Ixb  placed  to  some  extent  against  the 
Individuality  of  the  umpires,  but  it 
seems  that  a  more  even  distribution  of 
functions  between  the  two  umpires  or 
a  more  particular  rule  would  make  botti 
umpires  more  useful  in  defining  very 
close   plays.  ,  ....

RULES 

Dean  of  the  Game  Talks 

About  the  New 

Rules. 


Walter   Camp  Says  No 

Radical  Allotments 

Were  Made. 


Philadelphia,  Aug.  19.— While  there 
was  much  discu-ssion,  Ixjth  publicly 
and  privately,  regarding  possible 
changes  in  the  football  rules  for  the 
season  of  1905,  and  while  the  rules 
committee  held  protracted  meetings 
devoted  to  those  discussions,  no  radical 
allotments  were  made. 

It  is  probably  not  unfair  to  say  that 
the  majority  of  players  and  coaches 
were,  to  say  the  least,  not  displeased 
at  the  final  resolution,  although  a  good 
many  of  the  others  would  have  been 
willing  to  make  a  trial  of  the  rule 
insisting  upon  a  greater  number  of 
yai-ds  to  be  gained  had  there  been 
greater  unanimity  in  its  advocacy. 
They  were  not  overanxious  to  attempt 
this,  and  would  have  done  it  rather  in 
the  Tiope  that  it  would  satisfy  some 
who  were  demanding  a  more  open 
game  than  because  the  Quakers  them- 
selves desired  any  alteration. 

One  of  the  best  explanations  ad- 
vanced of  some  of  the  criticisms  by 
older  plaj'ers  was  put  forward  this 
summer  by  a  man  who  played  on  one 
of  the  leading  teams  nearly  a  sccyre  01 
years  ago.    He  said: 

"I  have  discussed  this  matter  with 
a  great  many  football  players  in  tne 
last  year,  and  have  become  convinced 
that  there  are  just  as  many  long  runs 
made  nowadays  4n  the  course  of  a  sea- 
son as  were  made  in  my  time.  W'ben 
a  man  is  an  undergraduate  he  sees  all 
the  small  games  as  well  as  one  or  two 
big  games.  That  is  why  the  under- 
graduate is  sati.sfied  with  the  game  or 
today,  and  believes  in  its  possibilities 
just  as  we  did  in  our  time. 

"In  our  time  we  made  a  good  many 
long  runs  in  the  minor  games,  but  in 
the  one  or  two  big  games  the  long 
runs  were  very  limited.  Now  as  grad- 
uates, and  there  are  many  others  so 
situated,  we  do  not  get  back  to  see 
any  of  the  small  games,  but  see  only 
the  big  ones,  and  contrasting  it  with 
what  we  saw  of  football  in  our  under- 
graduate days,  when  we  witnessed  the 
lesser  games,  we  begin  to  think  thai 
there  are  not  as  many  long  runs  made 
as  were  made  in  the  old  times.  I 
think  the  game  of  today  has  greater 
possibilities  in  it  than  our  game,  and 
IS  quite  as  interesting." 

This  is  only  the  view  of  one  man,  but 
It  throws  some  new  light  on  the  ques- 
tion, and  perhaps  may  give  my  readers 

a  better  view  of  the  point. 

•  •     * 

In  the  first  edition  of  the  rules  book 
there  is  an  error  to  which  attention 
should  be  called.  The  committee  in- 
creased the  penalty  of  side  line  coach- 
ing from  five  yards  to  ten  yards,  and 
this  is  duly  recorded  under  rule  27-F. 
Under,  however,  the  grouping  of  pen- 
alties, rule  28,  this  coaching  is  grouped 
under  fi\-e  yards,  instead  of  ten  yards. 
An  errata  slip  h;iS  been  printed  cover- 
ing this  point,  but  some  of  those  re- 
ceiving early  copies  of  the  rules  will 
find  them  without  this  alteration. 

One  of  the  changes  In  the  rules  has 
been  the  more  accurate  determining  oi 
the  line  of  scrimmage.  It  has  already 
been  argued  that  under  this  new  rule 
greater  freedom  is  allowed.  Possibly 
that  may  be  so  literally,  but  as  a  mat- 
ter of  fact  there  was  considerable  lat- 
itude in  the  way  this  rule  was  Inter- 
preted last  year,  and  the  new  rule 
really  llmlt«  It  more  carefully. 

It  has  also  been  suggested  that  under 
the  new  rule.  If  a  man  standing  back 
merely  reached  his  arm  forward,  he 
would  be  within  the  lin^its  described 
in  the  rule.  Those  who  suggest  this 
should  remember  that  the  rule  reads 
that  "the  line  ot  scrimmage  is  an 
Imaginary  line  parallel  to  the  goal  line 
and  passing  through  the  front  point 
of  the  ball."  Hence  a  man  must  stoop 
aver  there  to  reach  with  his  hand 
within  one  foot   of  this  line. 

•  •     • 

More  careful  legislation  has  been  di- 
rected at  false  starts  made  to  draw 
the  opponents  off-side,  either  by  the 
snapper  back  or  by  the  players  of  the 
side  in  po.ssession  of  the  ball. 

But  by  far  the  most  Important  of 
the  alterations  is  the  definite  instruc- 
tion to  the  referee  to  blow  his  whistle 
immediately  the  forward  progress  of 
the  ball  is  stopped,  thus  In  a  measure 
doing  away  with  the  rapidly  growing 
and  very  detrimental  feature  of  steal- 
ing the  ball  when  Its  progress  had 
been  stopped  and  when  the  ball  was 
really  "dead."  There  Is  nothing  that 
80  Irritates  the  average  player  as  to 
have  the  ball  taken  away  fro  mhim 
after  it  is  "downed,"  and  it  is  this  fact 
that  sometimes  led  to  to  bad  feeling 
between  the  players.  It  was  certainly 
on  the  increase  In  the  Eastern  foot- 
ball games  last  season,  and  one  of  the 
principal  differences  between  Eastern 
and  Western  football  was  the  earlier 
blowing  of  the  whistle  by  the  referee 
when  the  forward  progress  of  the  ball 
was  stopped,  and  the  distinctly  greater 
confidence  displayed  by  the  players  of 
the  West  and  the  certainty  of  the  ref- 
eree determining  with  accuracy  as 
"downed."  Western  play  was  quicker 
on  this  account  and  more  satisfac- 
tory. 

One  very  excellent  change  in  the 
rules  has  been  that  providing  that  a 
sub."»titute  when  sent  on  to  the  field 
must  report  to  the  official  before  tak- 
ing his  place  in  line.  The  sending  out 
of  substitutes  to  take  the  place  of 
players  when  these  players  still  clung 
to  their  positions,  and  the  general  dis- 
cussion ensuing,  or  even  more  than 
aleven  plaj'ers  being  engaged  at  a 
time,  were  some  of  the  diaagreeable 
features  of  last  season,  and  this  rule 
will  aid  much  in  putting  an  end  to| 
that  difficulty.  j

Some   years  ago    there   were   one   or 


two  trick  plays  depending  upon  a  man 
lining  out  of  bounds  when  the  ball 
was  put  in  play.  This  has  now  been 
legislated  against  definitely,  and  a  pro- 
vision  has  been  made  that  at  the  time 
when  the  ball  is  put  in  play  no  player 
shall  be  out  of  bounds,  except  the  man 
who  may  be  holding  the  ball  for  a 
play  trick. 

One  other  point  was  take.i  up  by  th« 
committee,  and  that  was  the  question 
of  how  far  a  linesman  should  go  in  giv- 
ing information  regarding  time  to  the 
captains  of  the  teams.  The  rule  origin- 
ally read:  "The  linesman  should  notify 
the  captains  of  the  time  remaining  to 
play  not  more  than  ten  or  less  than 
five  minutes  before  the  end  of  half." 
and  at  the  time  when  this  legislation 
was  passed  no  especial  difliculty  had 
been  expected.  It  was  found,  however, 
that  some  officials  would  give  the  time 
once  to  both  captains  and  then  would 
refuse  to  give  any  furtlier  Information 
at  any  time.  It  was  hardly  the  inten- 
tion of  the  rule  makers  originally  to 
prevent  the  captains  knowing  approxi- 
mately how  much  time  remained  for 
play,  and  a  rule  has  been  passed  this 
year  to  the  effect  that  the  linesman 
may  give  the  approximate  time  to  the 
captain  who  inquires  at  any  time  dur- 
ing the  game.  In  order,  however,  to 
provide  against  his  being  harassed  with 
questions  every  few  seconds  or  tTie  de- 
lay of  the  game  incident  to  such  Inquir- 
ies a  note  has  been  made  as  follows: 

"There  is  no  objection  to  the  linesman 
giving  the  approximate  time  t(j  an  In- 
quiring captain  at  any  time  during  the 
game.  He  may  not,  however,  be  aske4 
for  the  time  more  than  three  times 
within    the    last    five    minutes    of    Jie 

half," 

»     •     • 

Some  difficulty  was  found  last  year 
w-ith  the  rule  allowing  the  quarter  back 
to  run,  in  that  it  stated  that  he  must 
run  at  least  five  yards  on  the  side  of  the 
snapper  back.  "The  snapper  back  was 
apt  to  be  moving,  and  this  made  quite 
a  difference,  the  intention  of  the  rule 
having  been  manifestly  that  the  man 
should  run  at  least  five  yards  out  from 
the  position  of  the  snapper  back  when 
he  put  the  ball  in  play.  This  rule  has 
therefore  been  amended  this  year  to 
read: 

"The  first  man  receiving  the  ball  fron* 
the  snapper  back  may  carry  the  ball 
forward,  provided  he  crosses  the  line  of 
scrimmage  at  least  five  yards  outside 
of  the  point  where  the  ball  was  enay- 
ped." 

This  covers  tlie  many  changes,  and, 
as  will  be  seen,  they  do  not  radically  af- 
fect the  method  of  play.

YALE'S  NEW  TRAINER. 

J.   H.  Mack~Will  Be    Mike 
Murphy's  Successor. 

Now  Haven,  Conn..  Aug.  19.— Yale's 
general  athletic  committee  has  selected 
as  successor  to  "Mike"  Murphy,  its 
retiring  track  and  football  trainer. 
Coach  John  H.  Mack  of  Mercersburg, 
Pa.  Mack  has  been  at  Mercersburg  for 
five  years,  and  is  regarded  as  one  of 
the  most  promi-sing  of  the  trainers  and 
track  coaches  of  the  country.  He  has 
no  superior  as  a  preparatory  school 
athletic  coach.  Walter  Camp,  chair- 
man of  the  Yale  athletic  committee, 
said  of  the  choice:  "We  are  looking 
ahead  and  made  our  selection  with  a 
view  of  finding  the  most  promising 
man  we  could."

MILWAUKEE  GAMLLERS 

RAIDED  BY  SHERIFF. 


Milwaukee,  Aug.  19.— District  Attor- 
ney E.  McGovern,  through  Sheriff 
Cary,  made  a  wholesale  raid  on  the 
gambling  houses  of  Milwaukee  last 
night  capturing  a  large  number  of  in- 
mates and  a  large  amount  of  parapher- 
nlia.  The  places  raided  were  the  most 
prominent  of  the  kind  h»  the  city.  The 
list  Includes  the  following  places:  Gus 
Koch's,  John  Slaughter's,  Frank  Mor- 
gahroth's.  The  Broadway.  Thomas  Mc- 
Intyre's,  The  Eldorado,  The  Oriental 
and  Gus  McCabe's. 

The  district  attorney  swore  out  the 
complaints,  arranged  for  witnesses  In 
each  place,  and  with  arrangements 
completed  with  the  sheriff,  twenty- 
four  deputies.

The  storthing  adopted  this  address 
by  112  votes  to  5,  the  minority  being  of 
the  Socialist  party. 

The  silt  nee  with  which  this  conclu- 
sion was  arrived  at  was  breathless,  ana 
all  seemed  to  feel  what  a  solemn  mo- 
ment it  was  in  the  life  of  the  Nor- 
wegian people.  Sobs  were  heard  frorr> 
the  people  In  the  galleries  and  many 
of  the  priests  present  folded  their  hands 
and  bent  their  heads  in  silent  prayer. 
The  same  day  the  Storthing  Issued 
an  address  to  the  people  of  Norway, 
in  which  they  said: 

"The  storthing  hopes  that  the  peo- 
ple will  succeed  in  living  in  peace  and 
on  good  terms  with  all.  and  not  least 
with  the  Swedish  peojile,  with  whom 
we  are  united  by  so  many  natural  ties. 
The  storthing  is  sure  that  the  people 
will  join  with  it,  and  with  the  govern- 
ment, in  maintaining  the  full  mda- 
pendence  of  Norway,  and  with  ftrm- 
nesB  and  dignified  tranquility  make 
the  necessary  sacrifices,  and  that  all 
subjects  will  fully  respect  all  ordi- 
nances and  prescriptions  of  the  govern- 
ment. All  oliicials,  civil  and  military, 
must  in  all  respects  yield  that  obe- 
dience which  the  government  has  a 
right  to  claim,  according  to  the  au- 
thorilv  transferred  to  It  by  the  stor- 
thing," in  the  name  of  the  Norwegian 
people." 

The  address  adopted  by  the  Stor- 
thing was  immediately  conveyed  to 
King  Oscar,  v,-ho  telegraphed  the  same 
day  a  protest  to  Hr.  Michelsen  in  the 
following  words:

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TWO  HOURS'  CATCH  OF  LAKE  TROUT  AT  STANNARD  ROCK  LIGHTHOUSE. 


The  present  season  has  witnessed 
some  large  catches  of  lake  trout  in 
Lake  Superior,  by  pleasure  and  outing 
parties,  mostly  in  the  vicinity  of  Isle 
Royale.  The  banner  catch  of  the  sea- 
son, however,  as  far  as  has  been  re- 
ported in  this  city,  was  that  made  off 
Stannard  Rock  lighthouse,  a  point 
popularly  termed  "the  most  lonesome 
spot  in  Lake  Superior." 

Maj.  Charles  L.  Potter,  goverrypent 
engineer  in  charge  of  the  Lake  Supe- 
rior district,  while  returning  from  a 
recent   inspection    trip   to    the   various 

places  in  his  district,  stopped  at  Stan- 
nard Rock  for  a  short  time,  where.

The  accompanying  picture  shows 
the  catch  of  28  fish  strung  across  the 
aflerdeck  of  the  government  steam 
launch  Vidette  shortly  after  the  fisher- 
men returned  to  the  boat. 

The  average  weight  of  the  fish  was 
over    14    pounds. 

To  Chief  Clerk  James  L.  Owen  of 
Maj.  Potter's  office,  fell  the  honor  of 
catching  the  largest  lake  trout,  a 
monster  weighing  32  pounds.  The 
next  largest  weighed  25  pounds.  Sev- 
eral others  were  caught  that  tipped 
the  scales  at  about  20  pounds. 

The  big  trout  caught  by  Mr.  Owen 
is  seen  at  the  right  of  the  string,  in 
comparison  with  a  six  or  seven-pound 


is  standing  on  the  rail  and  the  tail 
of  the  big  fish  came  to  a  point  below 
his  knees. 

All  of  the  trout  were  caught  while 
trolling  across  a  sort  of  trench  in  the 
rocks  near  the  lighthouse,  and  several 
large  ones  were  lost  before  a  gaff  hook 
was  available  to  land  them.  One  fish 
was  so  heavy  that  in  attempting  to 
lift  him  over  the  gunwale  of  the  boat, 
by  the  hook,  the  whole  lower  jaw 
w'ith  the  hook  in  it  came  away  and  the 
fish  escaped. 

A  great  many  more  fish  could  have 
been  caught  as"  they  were  taking  the 
:  hooks  at  a  great  rate,  but  Maj.  Pot- 
I  ter's  party  decided  that  they  had  had 
enough  sport  for  one  day.  The  smal- 
iler  trout  are  said  to  have  put  up  the

Instead  of  his 
own  country's  authority,  etc.,  etc.  They 
further  maintained  that  if  these  new 
points  were  to  be  embodie^d  in  the  law 
the  whole  system  of  a  separate  con- 
sular service  would  be  rendered  use- 
less. 

In  January,  190r).  the  Swedish  min- 
istry decided  to  adhere  to  their  posi- 
tion, and  the  Norwegian  government 
replied  that  there  was  no  ground  for 
further   discussion. 

On  Feb.  8,  VMt>,  the  then  Norwegian 
premier  summed  up  the  situation  In 
these  words.  "The  task  must  now  be 
to  carry  through  provisions  by  which 
Norway  can  assume  the  constitutional 
and  international  position  that  be- 
longs to  her  as  a  sovereign  kingdom 
and  which  all  Norwegians  have  been, 
and  are,  united  In  maintaining.  If  It 
Is  not  po.ssible  to  attain  that,  within 
the  limits  of  the  present  union  between 
Norway  and  Sweden,  we  must  pre- 
pare new  and  freer  forms  of  co-opera- 
tion between  the  two  peoples  for  the 
furtherance  of  mutual  Interests  which 
every  one  wishes  to  promote.  and 
which  are  in  reality,  in  a  higher  de- 
gree than  institutions,  the  lasting  and 
valuable  basis  of  every  union  be- 
tween  free  peoples."

If  she  were  to  acquiesce 
in  the  demands  of  the  Swedii^h  gov- 
ernment, then  she  would  appear  to  the 
re.et  of  Europe,  not  .is  the  eriual.  but 
as  the  subordinate  of  Sweden,  and  to 
this  the  Norwegians  vrould  never 
agree.  .She  joined  the  Union  as  "trea 
and  independent."  and  free  and  in- 
dependent she  intends  to  remain,  so 
long  as  her  sons  will  keep  her  so.  The 
old  spirit  still  lives,  and  the  flame  of 
patriotism  burns  brightly  in  each 
breast,  and  Norwegians  are  deter- 
mined once  and  for  all  to  vindicate  tho 
honor  and  independence  -of  their  na- 
tive land

un  a  scheme  for  consular  servue, 
'ts  report  was  laid  before  the  storthing 
early  in  the  second  week  of  May 
Odelsting  and  I^agting  passed 
almost  unanimously,  the  few  who  made 
any  opposition  contenting  themselves 
with  a  partial  protest.  The  fact  was, 
the  patience  of  the  nation  was  exhaust- 
ed- they  had  tried  In  every  way  to 
come  to  an  agreement,  but  had  faile^. 
-ind  the  repeated  slights  which  the 
Swedish  government  had  put  upon 
Norway  made  all  patriotic  Norwegians 
feel  that  a  crisis  in  the  Union  compact 
was  at  hand. 

The   consul-law    having   been    passed 
by  the  storthing,  the  next  step 
submit  it   to  the  king 
or  rejection. 

What  follows  is  well  known.  King 
Oscar  on  May  27.  ftit  it  his  duty  to 
veto  the  new  law.  and  the  ministry 
once  tendered  their  resignation, 
thf  king,  however,  declined 
knowing  it  was  impossible  to  get  any- 
one else  in  Norway  to  carry  on  the 
go^•ernment  In  the  face  of  the  opposi- 
tion of  a  united   people.  _ 

We  now  come  to  the  historic  .th  of 
June  a  date  which,  in  the  future,  will 
be  as  much  remembered  as  the  famous 
"17de  Mai"  of  1M4.  ,  v,    .^ 

The  stnrthiiig  met  at  the  usual  hour, 
the  building  ^heing  crowded  to  its  ut- 
most capacity  by  anxious  members  and 
the  g.-neral  public.  In  the  midst  of  a 
most  impressive  silence,  Hr.  Michelseii 
rose  and  read  a  statement  of  what  had 
taken  place.  He  recalled  the  fact  of 
the  resignttlon  of  the  government,  and 
that  no  other  could  be  found  to  take  its 
ul•^^e  that  therefore  the  royal  power 
had  ceased  to  be  operative,  and  so  the 
union  was  necessarily  at  an  end.  The 
prime  minister  concluded  his  sUte- 
,nf.,it-which  ;ie  read— as  follows: 

"His  majesty  the  king  has  declared 
that  no  othtr  government  can  for  the 
present  be  formsd.  His  majesty  foun.l 
this  to  be  so  evident  that  the  king  of 
Norway,  in  these  momentous  days,  re- 


mained in  his  palace  at  Stockholm] 
without  coming  to  the  capital  of  Nor- 
way, and  without  making  an  attempt 
to  Introduce  constitutional  conditions 
Into  the  country.  Such  a  state  of 
things  however,  cannot  be  continued, 
and  it  is  not  likely  to  be  altered  by  any 
change  of  attitude  on  the  part  of  his 
majesty.  The  policy  involved  by  the 
position  taken  up  by  his  majesty  as  to 
the  sanction  of  the  consular  law  does 
not  in  our  opinion,  agree  with  the 
Norwegian  constitution,  and  just  as  no 
Norwegian  would  be  willing  to  assist 
in  the  formation  of  a  new  government 
which  should  take  the  responsjibility 
for  such  a  policy-  so  "^^"^  cannot,  by  re-

firm  support  of  the  storthing  and  the 
unanimous  and  unshakable  will  of  the 
whole  of  the  Norewgian  nation. 

President  Berner  then  read  the  ad- 
dress which  it  was  proposed  to  send 
to  his  majesty  King  Oscar.  It  conclud- 
ed with  the  following  words: 

"The  union  was  justified  as  long  as 
it  was  able  to  contribute  towards  the 
furthering  of  the  welfare  and  prosper- 
ity of  both  peoples,  together  with  the 
maintenance  of  their  independence  as 
jiovcreign  states.  But  above  the  union 
stands  for  us  Norwegians  our  Nor- 
wegian, and  for  the  Swedes  the  Swed- 
ij-h,  native  land;  and  more  valuable 
than  political  union  is  the  feeling  of 
solidarity  and  free  concord  of  both 
peoples.  To  this  sympathy  between 
the  Norwegian  and  Swedi.sh  peoples, 
which  ought  to  secure  the  prosperity  of 
both  peoples  and  be  their  strength  out- 
wardly, the  union  has  become  a  dan- 
ger. 

"At   the  moment  when   the   union     is 
being   dissolved   the    Norwegian    people  | 
has   no   higher     de.sire   than    to   live  at 
peace   and   to   maintain  a  good   under- 
standing with  every  one,  not  least  with 
the    people    of    Sweden,    and    with    the 
dynasty  under  whose  rule  our  country, 
in  spite  of  much  better  strife  about  the 
union,  has  made  such  important  Intel- 
lectual and  material  progress.  And  as  a 
testimony  that  the  Norwegian  people's 
work  and  struggle  for  the  complete  in- 
dependence  of  their  country   have   not 
arisen  from  any  animosity  against  the 
royal  house  of  the  Swedish  people,  and 
have  left  no  bitterness  against  any  cf 
them,  the  storthing  respectfully  begs  to 
Eolicit  your  majesty's  concurrence  with 
a   view    to   obtaining   permission   for   a 
prince  of  the  house  of  Bernadotte  to  be 
elected     king  of     Norway,    the     prince 
having  to  renounce  the  hereditary  right 
to  the  throne  of  Sweden.

as  I  couldn't  walk,  and  managed  to  get 
me  a  short  distance  toward  the  rear,  when 
bullets  from  Spanish  sharp-shooters  be- 
gan to  spit  all  around  us.  The  fellows 
let  me  drop  ju^t  like  a  sack  of  corn  meal, 
and  t<;ok  to  the  bushes.     I  lay  as  still  as 

Fosi^ible,  to  make  the  sharpshooters  tnink 
was  dead.     If  I  had  moved  they  would 
ha\e  finished  me. 

"The  two  hospit.al  stewards  came  back 
after  the  shooting  stopped  and  picked  me 
up.  'You'll  have  to  excuse  us."  they  said, 
very  politely^  'but  we  couldn't  stand  that 
shooting."  "iou  see  they  were  Just  musi- 
cians, not  soldiers.  Well,  they  finally  came 
to  a  place  where  a  litter  had  been  l<'ft, 
.and  they  put  me  on  the  Utter  and  went 
ahead,   but  the  sharpshooters  sighted   ua 


again  and  fired  on  us.  My  rescuers  drop- 
ped the  litter  and  took  to  the  bushes 
again.  They  came  back  and  apologized.  I 
said,  'Oh.  that's  all  right,  boys— don't 
mention  it.'  Finally  they  got  me  to  a 
safe  place,  and  I  went  Into  the  hospital. 
That's  all,  sir." 

"Major"  Roberts  was  regimental  clerk 
for  a  time.  He  writes  a  fine  hand.  Ha 
says  he  wished  for  a  time  that  he  had  re- 
mained in  the  army  after  his  term  of  en- 
listment expired,  so  that  he  could  have 
gone  to  the  Philippines,  but  now  lie  Is 
happy  to  be  able  to  render  service  in  the 
house  reproduced  from  the  home  of  Lin- 
coln, the  emancipator.  Both  Roberts  and 
Ella  Jones  are  very  proud  to  be  employed 
in  the  Lincoln  horrie.  The  major  is  deeply 
interested  in  the  life  of  Lincoln.  He  takes 
every  opportunity  to  stand  by  and  hear 
the  white  attaches  explain  to  visitors  tlie 
leading  incidents  .in  Lincoln's  career,  as 
portrayed  by  pictures  and  documents  upon 
the  walls.  So  familiar  h.as  he  become  that 
he  can  deliver  the  "lecture"  himself,  and 
when  a  party  of  colored  people  visit  the 
building  the  major  takes  them  through 
and  delivens  his  little  lecture  in  the  choic- 
est of  language,  with  practically  none  of 
the  Georgia   negro   brogue. 

Recently  the  Illinois  commissioners  ac- 
quired a  small  black  female  pup,  about 
the  size  of  a  quart  bottle  of  beer.  She 
came  in  without  bringing  her  pedigree, 
but  was  welcomed  warmly  and  now  makes 
herself  quite  at  home.  Commissiomr 
Hand  has  named  her  Sacajawea,  in  honor 
of  the  Indian  squaw  who  guided  Lewis 
and  Clark   from  the   Dakotas   to  the   Pa- 


cific ocean.  "Major"  Roberts  has  short- 
ened this  name  to  "Saccy"  when  he  wants 
to  coax  the  pup,  .ind  to  "Sack"  when  he 
commands  her.  "Saccy"  Is  extremely 
fond  of  this  hero  of  San  Juan  Hill.  She 
has  learned  many  tricks,  one  of  which 
is  to  sit  in  his  hand  and  hold  herself  up- 
right and  at  attention,  in  the  military 
stvle.  The  little  dog  attracts  much  atten- 
tion around  the  grounds  of  the  Illinois 
reservation. 

The  Lincoln  home  is  visited  daily  by 
thousands  of  people,  who  seem  to  l)e  deep- 
ly interested  In  reading  the  letters  and 
other  documents  In  the  handwriting  of  the 
great  war  president,  and  in  studying  the 
many  pictures  of  him.  taken  at  different 
periods  In  his  life.  On  a  recent  day,  IW 
citizens  of  Illinois  registered  at  the  build- 
ing, and  every  day  the  Illinoisians  regis- 
ter by  scores. 

The  Rest  Pavilion,  at  one  side  of  the 
Lincoln  home,  was  built  to  accommodate 
the  offices  of  the  executive  stalT,  and  as  a 
place  for  the  weary  exposition  visitor  to 
take  a  rest.  The  wide  portico,  which  com- 
prises about  three-fourths  of  the  building, 
is  plentifully  supplied  with  hickory  chalr.s 
and  settees,  built  with  the  bark  on.  Fre- 
quently some  one  mistakes  the  Rest  Pa- 
vilion  for   the   Lincoln    home. 

"And  so  that's  Abe  Lincoln's  home?" 
commented  a  nuin  who  paused  In  front  of 
the  Rest  Pavilion  one  day.  "Well,  I'll 
be  blowed!  I  reckon  Abe  and  his  folks 
had  to  sleep  and  eat  on  the  porch,  for  the" 
ain't  room  Inside  for  a  man  as  long  as  he 
was."

'It  was  William  Graner  of  Baronne  and 
Felicitv  streets,  one  of  the  oldest  ajid 
best  known  druggists  of  tlie  city.

••\t  the  present  time,  I  understand,  a 
steamer  of  reasonable  speed  makes  the 
ioumev  from  New  Orleans  to  Matamoras 
In  a  few  days,  but  the  Harriet  Woods 
hadn't  anything  modern  about  her.  and  It 
took  her  several  weeks. 

"We  had  seven  or  eight  passengers,  all 
men  with  the  exception  of  one,  an  elderly 
lady  who  was  making  the  trip  for  her 
health,  aud  spent  most  of  the  time  In  the 
stuffy  poorly  ventilated  ladles'  cabin.

Now  the  day  of 
the  Impending  calamity  has  passed.

fever  is  being  controlled  and  checked, 
they  are  not  ready  to  fix  a  date  when 
it  will  be  stamped  out.

Harrlman,  Tenn.,  Aug.  21— According 
to  information  received  here,  a  bloody 
feud  battle  occurred  near  Alice  station, 
a  few  miles  south  of  Harriman  Junc- 
tion. Fred  Miller  and  his  son,  John 
Miller,  aged  23,  and  Fred  John.son  were 
killed  and  Henry  Miller,  another  son  of 
Fred  Miller,  aged  18,  was  dangerously 
wounded. 

The  men  were  en  route  to  the  sta- 
tion, where  young  Miller  was  to  leave 
to  join  the  army.  When  they  were  two 
miles  from  the  depot  they  were  fired  on 
by  men  from  ambush.  The  elder  Miller 
and  his  son  John  fell  dead  at  the  tirst 
file,  while  the  younger  Miller  and 
Johnson  were  enabled  to  return  the 
fire.  So  far  it  is  not  known  how  many 
were  in  the  other  party. 

Johnson  was  struck  twice  in  the 
second  volley  and  fell  dead.  Seeing 
that  he  would  be  unable  to  fight  the 
enemy  single  handed,  the  younger  Mil- 
ler rode  away  with  his  hand  shot  off. 

For  more  than  two  years  a  feud  has 
raged  between  the  Miller  and  Rawlins' 
families.  A  posse  of  otiicers  is  scouring 
the  country  for  the  murders.  It  is  the 
belief  of  the  people  of  the  community 
that  other  killings   will  follow. 


BRITISH  STEAMER 

BADLY  DISABLED. 

Baltimore  Aug.  21.-The  Atlantic  Fruit 
company  of  this  city  received  todiy  a 
letter  from  Capt.  Colombo  of  the  missing 
fruit  steamer  Athus.  The  letter  was  evi- 
dently put  aboard  the  Spani.sh  steamer 
Montevideo,  which  stopped  at  Havana,  as 
it  was  mailed  in  that  city  Aug.  17. 

The  letter  states  that  the  high-pressure 
engine  is  broken;  also  low-pressure  crank 
shaft.  All  on  board  are  reported  to  be 
well,  but  the  cargo  is  lost.  Cant.  Co- 
lombo is  endeavoring  to  effect  repairs, 
and  hoped  to  start  again  soon. 


Oyster  Bay,  Aug.  21.— An  unexpected 
phase  of  the  peace  negotiations  de- 
veloped today  in  the  arrival  here  of 
Baron  Kaneko,  a  special  representa- 
tive in  this  country  of  the  Japanese 
government,  for  a  conference  with 
President  Roosevelt.  Baron  Kaneko's 
visit,  it  is  known,  was  arranged  hur- 
riedly. The  baron  arrived  on  the  Long 
Island  railroad  train,  due  here  at  10:11 
but  as  the  train  was  twenty-five  min- 
utes late.  It  was  11  o'olocli  before  he 
reached    Sagamore    Hill. 

No  more  visitors  have  engagements 
with  the  president  today. 

London,  Aug.  21.— The  Associated 
Press  was  informed  at  the  foreign 
ofRcc  today  that  President  Roosevelt 
has  not  requested  the  British  govern- 
ment to  make  representations  to 
Jaran  on  the  question  of  peace.  The 
foreign  office  thinks  it  would  be  im- 
ptrtlnent  for  the  Briti-sh  government 
to  request  Japan  to  modify  her  de- 
mands. The  government  believes  that 
these  demands  are  moderate,  and  that 
Japan  should  not  be  deprived  of  the 
fruits  of  her  victory.

presidents  the  family  Idea  has  been 
sufficiently  prominent.  President  and 
Mrs.  Cleveland,  certainly  ever  since 
they  left  public  life,  have  been  living 
examples  of  the  devotees  to  country  life 
and  family.  It  was  the  sorrow  which 
darkened  President  and  Mrs.  McKin- 
ley's  lives  that  their  children  did  not 
live,  and  they  were  uncea.sing  In  their 
devotions  and  charities  to  children. 
Certainly  President  Roosevelt  keeps 
the  family  idea  before  us  in  the  happi- 
est and  ntost  commendable  vein. 

Perhaps  it  is  that  the  world  Is  only 
undergoing  a  searching  revival  of 
things  as  they  really  are,  and  the  much 
misunderstood  society  woman  will 
simply  be  recognized  in  her  true  colors 
as  the  most  careful  and  capable  of 
mothers.  It  was  only  a  few  weeks  since 
that  the  younger  Roosevelt  boys  pltch-id 
their  summer  camp  for  several  day.". 
The  President  and  Mrs.  Roosevelt 
found  time  from  all  their  cares  of  state 
and  society  to  listen  to  every  small  de- 
tail in  regard  to  this  plan  and  to  wit- 
ness its  completion  with  the  most  ap- 
parent seriousness.  About  the  same 
time  Prince  Eddie  of  England  cele- 
brated his  eleventh  birthday  by  a  whole 
day  of  merry  making,  which  the  queen 
personally  superintended.  The  chief 
event  was  a  cricket  match.  The  king 
was  being  entertained  by  a  party  at 
Ascot  but  he  motored  them  all  over  to 
witness  the  success  of  his  son  as  a 
suortsman. 

All  these  are  simply  the  playtimes  of 
the  children  of  the  rich,  but  they  are 
few  enough  in  comparison  to  their 
study  hours.  In  no  way  do  society 
mothers  show  their  power  more  greatly 
thiui  in  their  rigid  rules  of  education. 
Look,  for  instance,  at  the  daily  life 
of  the  czar's  children  and  see  how 
many  hours  daily,  even  of  the  vacation 
period,  are  given  to  study  and  work. 
Society  mothers  nowadays  are  students 
with  their  own  children's  welfare  at 
heart.  They  may  not  have  to  suffer 
any  of  the  grinding  hardships  of  self- 
denial  practiced  by  just  as  devoted 
poor  mothers.  But  in  the  sphere  in 
which  they  are  born  they  are,  perhaps, 
even  more  conscientious  in  regard  to 
their  duties.  The  society  woman  of  the 
day  Is  an  educated,  progressive,  broad- 
minded  woman.  She  is  not  a  fri- 
volous, pampered  dool.  She  looks  at 
life  broadly.  She  preaches  the  doc- 
trine of  education  as  the  only  solving 
of  the  difficulties  of  all  classes  of  so- 
ciety, and  she  practices  what  she 
preaches  in  a  manner  to  react  upon 
and  to  benefit  the  children  of  the 
poor. 

Mrs.  Clarence  Mackay  Is  an  example 
oif  one  of  the  highest  types  of  the  so- 
ciety mother.  She  avers  herself  that 
it    was    the    great    mother    love    which

The 
couole  had  known  each  other  for  only  a 
few  weeks  before  the  marriage.  Only 
the  closest  friends  of  Miss  West  were 
aware  that  there  was  to  be  a  wedding. 
The  two  left  the  Palace  hotel  In  San 
Francisco,  where  Miss  West  was  living 
with  her  sister,  and  drove  to  Oakland.

A  TOUCH  OF  NATURE. 

"One  toucli  of  nature  makes  the  whole  world  kin." 
There  is  so  much  of  selfishness,  so  much  of  heed- 
less treading  upon  the  faces  of  otiiers  in  the  mad  haste 
to  get  to  the  top,  so  much  of  hardheartedness  in  the 
world,  that  it  is  thoroughly  wholesome  to  witness  a 
demonstration  of  the  fact  that  deeply  covered  by  fhe 
experiences  of  the  world  though  it  may  be,  down  in 
every  heart  is  a  wellspring  of  kindness  and  sympathy, 
which  some  sudden  incident  of  life  may  tap,  causing  the 
pure  waters  of  fellowship  to  gush  forth. 

There  is  a  story  of  an  incident  that  happened  a  few 
days  ago,  of  which  Widow  Duffy,  of  Harfford,  Conn.,  is 
the  heroine.  Her  only  son  had  lately  been  drowned,  an.i 
the  woman,  aged  and  penniless,  visited  the  unmarked 
mound  in  the  pauper's  field  where  lay  the  body  of  this 
loved  one,  to  water  the  ground  with  a  mother's  tears. 
The  bare  earth  heaped  heedlessly  over  the  clay,  with  no 
spear  of  grass  to  make  it  green,  filled  her  with  pain  and 
shame.  In  a  far  corner  of  the  ccmefery  she  plucked 
a  handful  of  wild  flowers  and  placed  them  with  loving 
fingers  upon  the  soil  that  held  all  that  was  mortal  of 
the  one  who  should  have  been  the  support  of  her  de- 
clining years. 

The  superintendent  of  the  cemetery  discovered  tnit 
she  had,  in  picking  the  few  poor  flowers,  violated  a  rule 
of  the  cemefery,  and  he  had  her  arrested.  She  spent 
the  night  in  a  cell.  Next  morning  this  zealous  officer 
appeared  in  court  to  urge  her  further  punishment,  bring- 
ing that  handful  of  withered  flowers  as  Exhibit  A,  for 
the  prosecution.  But  the  town  had  heard  of  the  incident, 
and  other  flowers,  fhe  most  glorious  that  grow,  the 
flowers  of  human  sympathy,  had  blossomed  in  the  night. 
The  dingy  courtroom  was  heaped  with  flowers,  several 
prominent  attorneys  appeared  to  defend  her,  the  prose- 
cuting attorney  refused  to  prosecute  and  the  judge  dis- 
}  missed  the  case. 

j  At  the  door  of  the  prison  Widow  Duffy  was  mef  by 
1  the  carriage  of  one  of  the  wealthiest  families,  which  car- 
ried her  to  her  humble  dwelling.  There  she  found  an 
immense  qu.antity  of  flowers  with  which  the  carriage  was 
filled,  and  then  she  was  driven  back  to  the  cemetery 
and  that  poor,  lonely  grave  was  heaped  with  them. 
When  she  returned  fo  her  home  her  humble  neighbors 
had  gathered  and  with  them  they  brought  the  simple, 
rugged  flowers  that  grow  in  scanty  backyard  patches 
and  in  window  boxes,  with  which  her  home  was  made 
fragrant  and  beautiful. 

It  is  a  beautiful  story,  this  touching  Httle  t'ale  of  the 
flowers,  one  that  shows  humanity  in  its  softer  lights, 
and  goes  far  toward  restoring  sicktned  faith  in  mankind. 
It  serves  to  show  how  rare  are  such  unconscionable 
brutes  as  the  snperintendenf  of  the  cemetery  and  how 
common  are  the  people  that  poured  forth  their  sympathy 
upon  this  lonely,  stricken  widow. 

Only  so  many  of  them  smother  the  kindness  and 
never  reveal  it  until  some  such  incident  as  this  melts 
away  the  crust  that  forms  about  a  neglected  heart.

A  generally  pleasant  Sunday  yesterday, 
thouirh  marked  with  a  couple  of  slight 
interruptions  like  the  brief  showers  of 
the  afternoon  and  the  sharp  squalls  of 
the  evening.

Not  much  concrete  work  will  be  accom- 
Dlished  this  year  on  the  lakeward  exten- 
sion of  the  new  south  pier  at-  Superior 
entry.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  a  severe 
storm  early  in  the  season  destroyed  the 
orotection  pile  dike  that  had  been  erected 
to  oroiect  the  work  while  It  waa  in 
Drourcss.  the  concrete  construction  of  the 
pier  was  greatly  delayed  until  a  new  pro- 
tection dike  could  be  devised  and  placed. 
Saturday,  the  first  large  section  of  the 
protection  dike  which  the  government  haa 
I  been  building  for  the  post  few  monihs 
was  floated  out  and  placed.  This  section, 
or  wing,  will  be  sunk  to  the  lake  bottom 
at  a  dlstiujce  outside  the  outer  end  of 
the  new  pier,  by  pumping  sand  into  it. 
The  cnb  Is  about  Iw  feel  long. 

Last  Season  at  this  time  the  engineers  In 
charge  had  accomplished  the  construction 
of  a  large  section  of  the  Inner  end  of  the 
concrete  nier.  but  It  was  decided  best 
not  to  atteniDt  the  outside  work,  which 
will  comnrlae  about  l.M)  feet,  until  suffi- 
cient urotecllon  is  had  from  the  storms. 
The  new  dike,  will  form  a  very  effective 
barrier. 

Instead  of  starting  operations  with  the 
concrete  mixer,  this  summer  as  had  been 
expected,  the  government  engineers  have 
had  a  large  force  of  men  at  work  build- 
ing the  big  pieces  of  crlbwork.  The  tim- 
ber used  in  these  cribs  comes  from  the 
south  shore  of  Lake  Superior.  The  same 
nieces  of  cribwork  will  be  available  when 
I  ihe  construe  tion  work  is  started  on  the 
north  pif-r  at  Superior  entry. 

The    cribs    are    not   entirely    filled    with 
I  sand.       They   are    built   in    compartments 
and    only    enough    of    these    will    be    sand 
'  fUind  to  sink  the  crib  In  position.       When 
j  It  becomes  nncessary  to  move  the  protcct- 
Intc  wlnirs  over  to  the  north  side  to  protect 
I  the   outer  end   of   the   new   concrete   pier 
1  to  l)e  constructed,  the  sand  will  be  pump- 
ed out  of  the  compartments  and  the  dike 
Ilualed    to    place   again.

This  even- 
ing the  visitors  will  be  entertained  at 
dinner  at  the  Commercial  club,  and  at  9 
o'clock  will  board  the  steamer  Huronlo 
for  a  trip  down  the  north  shore  Stops 
will  be  made  at  Port  Arthur  and  at  the 
Soo.  and  the  party  will  arrive  at  Sarnla, 
Ont.,  Thursday.  Aug.  24.  Two  days  will 
be  spent  there  and  at  Port  Huron,  and 
the  editors  and  their  f.amilica  will  then 
return  to  Duluth,  arriving  here  next  Mon- 
day morning  and  leaving  for  St.  Paul  In 
the  evening.

Steady 
witiidrawals  have   been  made  for  several 
davs.    and    as    there    was    not    sufficient 
funds  on    hand   or   Immediately   available 
to    meet    further    demands    likely    to    be 
made    by    depositors    and   other   creditors, 
the  acting  comptroller  directed  the  bank 
I  to   be   closed   in   order   to   protect   the   in- 
I  lerests  of  all  creditors  alike,  and  prevent 
those    having    knowledge     of     conditions 
securlnK    preference    over    those    without 
this    knowledge.       Thomas    W.    Thornton 
has  been  appointed  receiver. 

"The  Western  National  bank  Is  com- 
paratl\elv  a  new  association,  having  been 
chartered  Oct.  29,  11*04.  to  succeed  the 
Western  bank  of  Louisville.  W.  B. 
Smith  was  president  and  T.  L.  Jefferson 
ctishler  of  the  bank."

Changes  in   Temperature  of 
City  Drinking  Supply. 

Many  people  wonder  why  the  tempera- 
ture of  the  city  water  should  change  from 
time  to  time  during  the  summer  montlis, 
and  Manager  XJase  of  tlie  water  depart- 
ment )s  at  present  receiving  the  usual 
nunil>er  of  Inquiries  along  this  line. 

That  the  water  is  warmer  on  some  days 
than  others  is  due  to  the  fact,  says  Mr. 
Case,  that  there  are  different  currents  in 
the  lake,  some  of  them  warmer  than 
others.  During  the  first  part  of  July 
the  average  temperature  of  the  water  in 
the  reservoir  at  Thirty-sixth  avenue  east 
was  47  degrees.  Later  in  July  it  was  &4 
decrees,  and  last  Saturday  it  was  60  de- 
grees, the  highest  ever  known  in  Duluth 
since  the  present  system  was  Installed. 
Today  the  temperature  Is  down  to  64 
again.  The  warm  current  at  times  near 
the  Inta'ic  is  the  cause  of  the  change.

He  said  iu 
part: 

••While  concessions  made  by  the  czar 
are  considerably  short  of  hopes,  they 
appear  to  be  the  beginning  of  what 
may  prove  a  constitution  suitable  to 
the  empire.  I  never  believed  in  estab- 
lishing a  system  of  absolute  universal 
suffrage  throughout  Jhe  empire  at  the 
start.  To  do  that  in  a  country  where 
Ignorance  Is  the  rule  with  the  peasan- 
try would  be  fatal.  The  natural  result 
would  be  all  sorts  of  wild  proceedings, 
which  would  soon  lead  to  a  reaction 
and  closing  of  any  legislative  body 
elected   by   such   suffr.ige. 

"What  would  ieem  first  to  be  needed 
in  such  an  assembly  is  a  body  of  men 
who  can  give  Information  to  the  czar 
ft-garding  his  own  country.  Such  in- 
formation he  lacks  and  cannot  have 
under  the  system  which  has  been  In 
vogue  since  he  came  to  the  throne. 
He  knows  next  to  nothing  of  Russia, 
had  no  proper  education  for  his 
duties,  and  has  therefore  been  utterly 
dependent  on  the  members  of  his  fam- 
ily, courtiers  and  favorite  advisers, 
who  happened  to  get  access  to  his 
ear. 

"There  Is  no  denying  that  the  con- 
stitution foreshadowed  in  the  reports 
which  have  come  to  us  thus  far  are 
very  imperfect.  First  of  all,  absolute 
autorracy  remains.  There  is  no  guar- 
antee for  carrying  out  what  there  Is 
of  good  in  the  system  save  the  czar-» 


word,  and  that.  It  must  be  confessed, 
has  not  proved  to  be  thus  far  a  thing 
on  which  those  who  have  received  it 
can    rely   very    firmly. 

•If  he  would  stand  by  his  best  men, 
such,  for  example,  as  M.  Witte.  In 
financial  affairs,  and  De  Marten's  in 
International  affairs,  we  might  hope 
for  very  great  Improvement.  Unfor- 
tunately there  is  no  certainty  that  the 
same  Influences  which  have  been  so 
fatal  to  Russia  thus  far  in  keeping 
these  men  in  the  background,  will  not 
be   equally   powerful   In   the  future. 

•'Tiic  great  dangers  in  the  proposed 
parliament  are  probably  two.  First, 
dissensions  among  liberal  Ru.ssians 
themselves,  arising  from  the  fact  that  i 
there  has  never  been  any  dlscu.ssion  j 
of  public  questions  allowed,  either 
through  the  press  or  through  public 
meetings.  The  result  of  this  is  that

SHAKEN  BY 
EARTHQUAKE 

Three    Distinct    Shocks 

Felt  In  the  Central 

States. 

Chicago,  Aug.  22.— Southern  Illinois, 
"Western  Kentucky  and  parts  of  Tenes- 
see,  Indiana  and  Missouri  were  shaken 
by  on  earth<iuake  shortly  after  11 
o'clock  last  night,  the  most  severe  in 
recent  years.

Concerning  Indemnity  May  Be 
Made  By  Russians. 

Paris,  Aug.  22.— The  St.  Petersburg 
correspo7ident  of  the  Temps  contradicts 
the  reports  sent  to  the  London  Times 
and  the  Berlin  Lokal  Anzieger  to  the 
effect  that  at  a  council  held  at  Peterhof, 
it  was  decided  not  to  make  further 
peace  concessions.  He  says  that  the 
council,  on  the  contrary,  pronounced  by 
a  small  majority,  for  the  conclusion  of 
peace  and  that  the  emperor  has  ordered 
the  Russian  delegates  to  make  a  new 
proposition  relative  to  Indemnity.

CONFERENCE  POSTPONED. 

Peace  Envoy  >  Wifl  Not  Meet 
Until  Wednesday. 

Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  Aug.  22.— Another 
glimmer  of  hope.  The  meeting  of  tho 
peace  plenipotentiaries,  which  was  to 
have  been  held  this  afternoon,  has  been 
postponed  until  tomorrow  morning  at 
9:30.  The  official  reason  assigned  for 
this  change  of  program  was  that  the 
secretaries  had  not  yet  completed  tho 
work  of  drafting  the  protocols  for  sub- 
mission for  the  signatures  of  the  en- 
voys. It  is  true,  but  there  Is  a  more 
potent  reason.  M.  Witte  has  not  yet 
received  final  word  from  St.  Peters- 
burg. It  was  expected  this  mcrnitig. 
It  did  not  come,  and,  therefore,  with 
M.  Witte's  authorization,  Mr.  Plancon, 
who  was  hard  at  work  on  the  Russian 
protocol,  went  to  Mr.  Sato,  the  Japan- 
ese secretary,  and  suggested  the  post- 
ponement. Baron  Komura  approved 
and  the  announcement  was  issued. 

As  the  situation  now  stands,  M.  Witte 
could  not,  if  he  would,  cede  or  com- 
promise on  either  article  5  (Sak- 
halin) or  article  9  (Indemnity).  The 
instructions  given  him  by  the  emperor 
before  he  left  St.  Petersburg  precluded 
the  possibility  of  either,  and  it  can  be 
stated  that  up  to  the  present  hour 
every  message  he  has  received  indi- 
rectly or  directly  from  his  emperor, 
shows  no  sign  of  any  change  of  mind. 
And  from  the  private  advices  the  ad- 
visors, whom  the  emperor  in  consulting 
seem  practically  unanimous  in  support 
of  the  view  that  further  concessions 
are  inconsistent  with  Russia's  "dignity 
and  honor,"  and  that  unless  Japan  is 
prepared  to  yield  something  substan- 
tial, not  upon  Articles  10  or  11,  but  on 
Articles  5  and  9,  it  is  better  to  continue 
the  war. 

Although  it  seems  to  be  hoping 
against  hope,  there  is  still  a  possibil- 
ity that  the  emperor  will  take  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's  advice  and  take  the 
only  step,  which  the  president  thinks, 
'  can  save  the  conference  from  ship- 
wreck. The  president's  suggestion  is 
not  general  and  vague,  but  quite  con- 
crete. If  it  is  finally  rejected,  it  is  said 
that  the  emperor  shall  have  full  time 
to  deliberate,  and  the  Japanese  hava 
no  desire  to  force  the  issue.  They  wiu 
wtlcome  a  few  days'  delay  if  the  delay 
keeps  the  door  to  peace  open. 

There  is  strong  intimation  that  the

The  roll  as  It  goes  to  the  state  board 
shows  a  total  valuation  of  personal 
property  for  the  city  of  Duluth  of  $",- 
j  256.346.  as  compared  with  $6,554,055 
last  year;  and  a  total  valuation  for 
'the  county,  including  the  city,  of  $11,- 
'334,081,  as  compared  with  $9,779,986 
last  year.  These  totals,  a^  left  by  the 
board  of  equalization  are  le.ss  than 
the  assessors'  figures  for  both  the  city 
and  the  county.  The  a.s9esor's  per- 
sonal property  return  for  the  city  ot 
Duluth  this  year  was  $8,123,074,  while 
the  returns  for  the  whole  county,  by 
the  assessors,  was  $11,408,552.  the 
total  for  the  county  being  less  than 
$100,000  under  the  assesed  valuation 
returned   by   the   assessors. 

The  chief  items  of  Increases  over 
last  year  were  on  logs  and  mining 
company  property  for  the  county 
generally,  and  on  the  street  railway 
company's  property  In  the  city  of  Du- 
luth.

was  advanced  in  thought  and  liberal 
minded  in  idea  had  gone  mad  on  racial 
and  religious  hatred,  therefore,  a  large 
section  of  them  commenced  to  think 
that  the  hand  of  every  one  was  against 
them,  and  thit  the  one  solution  for  the 
Jewsish  question  was  a  land  of  their 
own  national  and  spiritual  salvation.

Herzl  supplied  that.  He  wrote  his 
•'Jewish  .State,''  which  sketched  the 
life  of  his  people  in  Palestine— Zion— 
under  modern  conditions.  It  wad 
translated  into  English,  and  the  Zionist 
movement  as  it  is  known  today  was 
born  and  came  Into  being.  Whilst  the 
majority  who  took  up  the  idea  were 
tho.se  living  in  Russia  and~"  Galicla, 
there  was  a  goodly  following  In  Eng- 
land, and  In  almost  every  country-, 
even  to  the  Par  East;  and  in  the  Far 
West  of  the  world  Zionist  societies 
sprang  up.  Herzl.  whose  name  pre- 
viously was  almost  unknown  outside 
literary   and    artistic    circles    in  Vienna,

Herzl  was 
received  by  the  king  of  Italy  and  by 
the  pope,  as  well  as  one  or  two  minor 
rulers  in  Germany;  whilst  when  the 
kaiser  went  for  his  famous  Eastern 
tour  he  met  Herzl  and  some  of  his 
lieutenants  in  Jerusalem.  Herzl  kept 
his  aims  well  before  the  attention  of 
the  world,  and  sought  help  for  the 
realization  of  his  plans  among  the 
great  ones  of  earth;  and  his  success  In 
this -he,  the  playwright  and  journalist 
—was  not  the  least  wonderful  of  hla 
achievements   of   his   life.

STUDIES  THE  FROG. 

Propagation  Calls  for  a  Gov- 
ernment Bulletin. 

The  frog  has  ftTiallV'  achieved  a  place  of 
Importance,  says  the'  Brooklyn  Eagle. 
For  6.000  years,  ^erhnp-i,  he  has  been  a 
mere    Incident    Irt    sclentlftc    history,    the 


most  Importint  fact  about  him  being  the 
oft-quoted  story  of  how  he  hops  out  aUve 
from  f=on.e  tomb  in  Egypt  which  h.is  been 
sealed  for  twenty  centuries.    But  the  frog 
of    today    Is    very    much    alive,    and    the 
most  up-to-date  government  in  the  world 
l.s    now    spending    con.slderable    time    and 
money  In  studying  hia  past  and   the  best  j 
methods    to   propagate    him.     Th"   Joke   Is  , 
on    the   government.     No   one   would   have  I 
suspected   the   popularity  of   the  frog  un- 
less the  Pennsylvania  fish  commLssion  had 
one   day    found   Itself   with   several   thou- 
sand   tadpoles    on    its    hands    for    which 
Ihore     wojj     no     use.       These     had     been 
raised    for  the  purpose   of  feeding   to   the 
breeding   fl.sh.     An    over-supply    occurred, 
and    it    was    decided    to    distribute    them 
publicly.      When    the    announcement    was 
made  that  the  departm.i^-nt  at  H:irrisbure 
was   roaxly   to  send   tadpoles   to  any   who 
car^-d  to  have  them,   it  was  deluged  with 
applications    from    far    and    near.      Even 
Montana  and  New  Mexico  contributed  to 
the  demand.     It  seemed  as  if  the  particu- 
lar thing  for  which  the  country  had  been 
crving  was  tadpoles.    Like  a  wise  paternal 
government,  the  United  States  Immt-diate- 
ly  took   up  the  matter,   wrote   to  Harris- 
burg  asking  for  facts,   and   put  a  man  to 
studying  up  the  subject  of  frog  propaga- 
tion, with  a  view  to  publishing  u  bullotm 
80    soon    ns    a    reasonable    amount    of    re- 
llnblv  material  was  on  hand.    Never,  uTitil 
this  time    had  the  government  published  a 
line   on   the   subject   of   frog   propagation, 
but   nt.w  there  are  experts  from  all  over 
the  world  who  are  interested  In  the  unique 
subject.     It  will  be  several  years  probably 
before  lnve.<stlgatlon  will  furnish  any  con- 
siderable   amount    of   data,    but    there   Is, 
nevertheless,  sufficient  interest  In  the  sub- 
ject   and    Buflflclent    Information    now    on 
hand    to    furnish    the    angling    fraternity 
and    the    epicure    with    quite    a    readable 
story. 

Frog  farming  is  one  of  the  latest  In- 
dustries which  Is  being  seriously  con- 
sidered both  by  individuals  looking  for 
novel  Investments  and  the  government  It- 
self. From  the  standpoint  of  the  epicure, 
the  propagation  of  frogs  In  the  vicinity 
of  large  cities  could  not  fall  to  he  profit- 
able. The  principal  market  for  frogs'  legs 
In  tills  country  Is  found  in  New  York 
City,    where,    at   Fulton     market     alone, 


from  75,000  to  100,0<J0  pounds  of  them  are 
sold  annually.  To  furnish  such  enormous 
quantities  it  probably  requires  several 
millions  of  frog.s.  and  their  average 
weight  must  be  clo.se  to  a  half  pound.  The 
United  tSates  government  has  not  yet  been 
able  to  locate  a  single  succe-ssful  frog 
farm.  There  is  sine  .In  Bensford,  Ont., 
("an.,  from  which  a  groat  deal  of  Interest- 
ing m.iterial  conierning  frog  propagation 
has  been  obtained.  Missouri  Is  credited 
with  being  the  greatest  fn»g  producing 
state.  The  town  of  Kennett  furnishes  GO.- 
000  pounds  of  dressed  frogs"  legs  annually. 
The  swamp  lands  of  Mi.ssouri  and  Arkan- 
sas are  probably  the  finest  frog-growing 
areas  anywhere  on  the  continent.  The 
fish  commission  says  that  the  plant  re» 
quired  for  a  frog  farm  Is  exceedingly 
small  and  Inexpensive.  Shallow  ponds 
may  be  found  almost  anywhere,  and  they 
need  little  attention  unlos  It  be  tho  plant- 
ing of  bushes  around  the  edges.  These 
serve  to  attract  bugs  and  flics,  and  are  a 
menas  of  protection  against  enemies,  i 
Frogs  live  mainly  on  Insects  and  files. 
Long  Island  is  particularly  well  adapted 
to  the  cultivation  of  frogs,  and  there  are 
any  number  of  localities  where  such  a 
farm  would  prove  profitable. 

The  frog  .season  begins  about  the  mid- 
dle of  March  and  lasts  about  three 
months.  They  are  caught  by  all  sorts  of 
methods;  with  nets,  with  hooks,  by  sp^^ar- 
Ing,  shooting  and  by  pieces  of  red  flannel. 
The  frog  seems  to  have  a  surprising  an- 
tipathy to  brilliant  red.  He  will  watch  It 
for  ten  feet  and  make  frantic  leaps  over 
the  water  so  that  he  may  get  near  to  It 
and  snap  at  It.  What  the  frog  thinks  red 
flannel  is,  nobody  has  been  able  to  find 
out.  Nevertheless,  It  .seems  to  act  upon 
him  exactly  the  way  a  red  rag  does  to  a 
bull.  With  a  bit  of  red  fiannel  fastened 
to  the  end  of  a  fishing  line  attached  to  a 
fly  rod.  considerable  good  sport  may  be 
had  catching  frogs. 

Mr  Lucas,  osteologist,  of  the  National 
Museum,  holds  the  opinion  that  the  frog 
Is  one  of  the  most  Interesting  and  re- 
markable creatures  In  the  world,  start- 
ing life  as  a  vegetable-eating  fish,  with 
gills  and  a  tall,  he  finally  develops  Into  a 
land  animal  breathing  air,  developing 
teeth  and  traveling  on  four  feet  and  eat- 
ing flesh.     His  skull  Is  of  enormous  slie 


with  small  brain  cavity.  The  secret  of 
his  wonderful  jumping  Is  found  In  the 
joint  in  the  middle  of  each  foot,  and  also 
In  the  joint  in  the  middle  of  hia  back. 
The.se  joints  or  hinges  help  lum  greatly 
in  making  his  remarkable  leaps.  If  a 
man  could  jump  as  far  as  a  frog,  in  pro- 
portion to  his  size,  he  could  probably 
cover  ?/J0  yards  at  a  leap.  And  It  may  be 
added  that  any  angler  who  has  attempted 
to  catch  frogs  for  bait  in  a  meaduw  hi 
prepared  to  believe  theso  figures. 

CURE  BLUSHING. 
The  habit  of  blushing  is  almost  In- 
variably a  cau.se  of  great  annoyance  to 
its  possessors,  says  the  KaTis.i.'j  City  Jour- 
nal.

A  FALL  FESTIVAL. 

In  an  interview  in  The  Herald  last  night  John 
Panton,  just  returned  from  an  Eastern  trip,  made  timely 
reference  to  the  need  of  some  sort  of  amusement  in 
this  cit-y  for  visitors.  He  suggested  a  permanent  enter- 
prise, backed  by  local  capital,  such  as  many  cities  have, 
and  which  in  nearly  every  case  has  proven  a  financial 
success.  This  suggestion  is  good,  and  will  bear  dis- 
cussion. 

Th;s  idea  could  be  made  an  incident  to  a  larger  plan 
for  an  annual  Fall  Festival  in  Duluth.  to  be  held  some 
time  in  September  or  at  whatever  date  the  parties 
arrangmg  it  inisht  decide  to  be  the  besf.  The  Com- 
mercial club,  the  jol.hcrs  and  the  merchants  could  get 
together  and  arrange  a  week  of  entertainment,  for  which 
there  would  be  no  trouble  in  getting  reduced  railroad 
rates.  The  entertainment  need  not  be  so  elaborate  as  a 
street  fair  or  carnival,  though  this  could  be  the  plan  if 
•the  committees  deemed  it  advisable.  Boat  rides  and 
excursions  could  be  arranged,  and  such  other  entertain- 
ment as  would  readily  suggest  itself. 

By  that  time  most  of  the  merchants  would  have  their 

fall   lines  of  gnvls    ready  for  display,   and   hundreds   in 

nearby  towns   would   seize   upon  the   opportunity  to   do 

their  fall  shopping.     This  fall  festival  is  something  that 

•  a    number    of   cities    arrange    annually,    and    with    great 

■auccess,  like  St.  Louis  and  Kansas  City. 

Duluth  is  the  capital  of  a  great  and  growing  empire.

But 
the  point  that  the  corporations  that  give  these  privileges 
are  vitally  interested  in  the  functions  of  the  offices 
these  officials  fill  cannot  be  overlooked.  They  certainly 
give  t'he  privileges  in  the  expectation  that  it  will  soften 
the  hearts  <»f  the  officials  toward  them.  That  they  do 
nut  give  them  simply  thro.igh  friendship  for  the  official 
and  admiration  of  his  personal  virtues  is  made  evident 
by  the  fact  that  the  giving  ceases  quite  promptly  when 
the  otricial  ends  his  term  and  retires  to  private  life  again. 

This  IS  but  one  example  of  the  small  grafts  which 
lead  to  the  dulling  of  consciences  that  greater  gr.afts 
may  find  their  way  in.  Often  the  graft  is  more  real. 
as  in  the  case  of  a  public  official  who  may  profit  by 
padded  payrolls  and  thinks  that  because  of  the  smallnes.i 
of  the  amount  faken  nothing  may  come  of  it.  But  the 
successful  accomplishment  of  a  small,  app  rently  harm- 
less graft  is  the  most  dangerous  thing  that  could  hap- 
pen to  a  public  official.  Sooner  or  later,  finding  smali 
graft  safe  and  profitable,  he  will  devote  his  talents  tc 
larger  and   more   dangerous   grafts. 

The    only    safe    way    is    to   avoid    everything    I'hat    is 
doubtful,  and  keep  on   the  safe  side  of  the  line.

Timber. 

Washington.  Aug.  22.— The  White  Earth 
Indians  who  have  been  threatening  an 
injunction  and  other  legal  proceedings 
against  the.  Indian  bureau  and  general 
land    office,    have   been    misled. 

The  order  that  has  been  is.sucd  to  call 
for  bids  for  standing  white  and  Norway 
pine  on  White  Earth  reservation  does  not 
mean    that    a    sale    will    take    place.      It 

simply  calls  for  bids  for  the  pine  and 
then  the  Indian  allottee  can  sell  at  the 
maximum  or  not  as  he  chooses.  But  he 
cannot  sell  under  the  highest  price  bid  per 
thousand. 

The  bids  will  be  for  all  allotted  lands 
where  there  exists  a  sufficient  amount  of 
tlml>er  to  warrant  an  estimate  After  bids 
are  opened  they  will  be  recorded  and  then 
an  Indian  alIotte«  who  has  already  re- 
ceived his  land  or  receives  It  later  can 
exercise  his  option  of  selling  to  tiie  parties 
who  submitted  the  highest  bid.  The  de- 
tailed rules  and  regulations  of  sale  are  in 
preparation  at  the  land  office.

The  efforts  of  the  producers  to  keep 
the  price  of  copper  down  are  without 
avail.  It  is  now  at  16  cents,  and  still 
advancing.  The  market,  according  to 
George  L.  Walker,  is  practically  bare 
of  cash  or  spot  coppter.  Walker  dls- 
cussts   the   situation   in   this  manner: 

"Cop-pcr  is  higher  and  still  advanc- 
ing. Cash  copper  fci-r  immediate  deliv- 
«rj'  has  sold  this  week  for  16  cents  per 
pound,  and  that  price  is  now  bid.  The 
market  price  for  deliveries  during  the 
closing  two  or  three  months  of  this 
year  is  15%  to  16  cents  per  pound  for 
lake  and  electrolytic.  IVoducers  are 
holding  to  Ihfir  policy  of  supplying  the 
advance  demand  at  about  current  mar- 
ket quotations,  feeling  that  it  Is  la 
•vtry  way  better  tu  keep  prices  down 
to  a  reasonable  level;  but  the  con- 
tinued pursuit  of  this  policy  during  the 
past  two  months  appears  to  have 
Cleaned  the  market  bare  of  cash  or 
■pot  copper,  thus  putting  some  con- 
■umers  In  a  very  bad  position. 

"Around  the  close  of  spring  and  be- 
ginning of  summer  a  wave  of  bearish 
•entiment  swept  over  the  trade,  and 
consumers,  almost  with  one  accord, 
refused  to  buy  copper  for  advance  de- 
livery at  15  cents  per  pound.  It  was 
the  concensus  of  opinion  at  the  time 
that  the  metal  wruld  go  back  to  14 
cents,  or  lowtr.  I>uring  one  whole 
month  producing  fiuerests  declare  that 
the  iicluul  buying  demand  fell  off  ap- 
proximately  75   per   cent.     The   largest

There 
Is  reason  for  the  l-elief  that  there  will 
be  a  renewal  of  Ch  nese  buying  demand 
in  the  Immediate  futur*-.  Europe  l.s 
buying  more  heavily  than  it  was  three 
months  ago.  Tl  is  month's  export 
movement  promisi  s  to  be  large,  ship- 
ments to  date  fipproxlmating  15,000 
tons.  Revised  July  export  figures  are 
9,478  tons.  There  is  a  very  noticeable 
Increase  in  the  di-mestic  consumption 
of  copper. 

"The  experience  they  are  likely  to  go 
through  this  mon  h  and  next  will  be 
pretty  sure  to  cau  ^e  consumers  of  cop- 
per to  return  to  the  old  custom  of  buy- 
ing their  supplies  three  months  in  ad- 
vance.

St.  Paul,  Aug.  22.— No  more  potent 
force  in  the  development  of  the  North- 
west has  asserted  itself  in  the  last  de- 
cade than  the  sweeping  tariff  reduc- 
tions on  grain  just  made  by  the  Great 
Northern  railroad. 

This  Is  by  far  the  most  Important 
step  taken  by  the  road  in  the  further- 
ance of  the  farming  Jnteresta  In  the 
three  Northwestern  states  in  many 
years.  The  reductions  made  on  the 
part  of  the  road  running  through  the 
western  portion  of  the  wheat  country 
are  a  part  of  the  same  policy  laid  down 
three  years  ago  by  President  James  J. 
Hill,  when  the  rates  on  the  eastern 
portion  of  the  line  were  put  Into  effect. 

Ranging  from  5  cents  for  the  more 
distant  points  along  the  road  down  to 
one-half  cent  per  hundred  pounds  for 
the  points  relatively  near  to  the  two 
terminals,  Minneapolis  and  Duluth,  the 
grain  carrying  rates  are  to  be  lowered 
Immediately  so  that  the  crop  just  com- 
ing in  may  be  brought  to  market  at 
an  immense  saving  to  the  farmers  of 
the  wheat  growing  states. 

The  change  In  tariff  came  unasked 
and  was  purely  a  voluntary  act  on  the 
part  of  the  management  of  the  Great 
Northern  road.  While  this  reduction, 
averaged  at  about  a  cent  and  a  half 
saving  on  every  bushel  of  grain  grown 
in  the  Northwest  can  be  approximately 


but  the  revenue  thus  remitted  In  behalf 
of  the  producer  cannot  be  made  got^d 
from  any  other  source.  There  can  lie. 
and  Is  Intended  to  be,  no  incre^me  of 
rates  aiiywlnre  else  to  correspond.  The 
sacrifice,  as  far  as  the  company  is  con- 
cerned, is  final.  Moreover,  it  is  m.ide 
in  the  face  of  the  fact  that  in  the  three 
yejirs  which  have  elapsed  since  the  last 
reduction  of  rates  was  made,  the  pav  of 
employes  in  the  various  departments  of 
the  system  has  l>een  materially  advanced, 
adding  thus  much  to  the  cost  of  opera- 
tion." 

The  announcement  of  the  reduction  has 
been  received  by  grain  men  and  farmers 
alike  with  sincere  pleasure.  The  bounti- 
ful crops  has  brightened  the  outlook  for 
every  farmer  in  the  Northwest,  and  this 
added  element  to  their  prosperity  will  be 
the  source  of  a  great  deal  of  Jubilation.

Today 
the  whole  party,  Including  Governor 
and  Mrs.  John  A.  Johnson,  who  arrived 
unannounced  lost  night,  is  on  board 
the  steamer  Huronic,  on  the  way  down 
Lake  Superior,  bound  for  Sarnia.  They 

will  be  back  in  Duluth  next  Monday. 

The  trip  to  range  points  yesterday 
proved  to  be  an  interesting  one.  Last 
night  the  editors  freely  talked  over  the 
events  of  the  day,  and  some  of  them 
were  already  trying  to  figure  out  just 
how  they  could  tell  all  about  every- 
thing Interesting  seen  without  getting ! 
out  an  extra  edition  of  their  papers  \ 
when  they  reached  home  again.  All  of 
it  will  make  such  good  reading  that 
the  scribes  do  not  feel  they  have  a 
right  to  cut  any  of  it  out,  but  if  as 
much  material  is  picked  up  on  the  ride 
up  the  north  shore  there  will  have  to 
be  some   cutting  done. 

At  Hibbing  yesterday  the  local  enter- 
tainment committee  boarded  the  spe- 
cial train,  which  already  had  on  board 
Claude  M.  Atkinson,  editor  of  the  Me- 
saba  Ore,  and  Mrs.  Atkinson.

Governor  Johnson  last  evening  ex- 
pressed his  regret  that  the  press  of 
other  business  had  made  it  impossible 
for  him  to  be  with  his  brother  editors 
on  their  range  trip.  He  did  not  arrive 
in  the  city  until  the  evening  train.  He 
dined  at  the  St.  Louis  hotel  with  Mrs. 
Johnson  soon  after  arriving,  and  then 
the  two  proceeded  to  the  Commercial 
club,  but  did  not  enter  the  banquet 
hall,  so  the  editors  were  unaware  of 
their  presence  until  after  the  affair 
was  over.  A  royal  reception  was  await- 
ing him  if  he  had  set  foot  within  the 
doors  of  the  dining  room. 

"While  I  am  with  the  editors  on  their 
outing  I  am  going  to  forget  that  I  am 
governor,  and  that  there  is  such  a 
word  as  politics,  and  I  shall  expect 
everybody  else  to  do  the  same,"  said 
Governor  Johnson.  "Something  serious 
is  liable  to  happen  anyone  who  even 
mentions  politics.  Mrs.  Johnson  and 
myself  expect  to  get  enough  rest  with- 
in the  next  ten  days  to  last  us  far  into 
the  winter  months.  We  expect  a  quiet, 
good  time,  and  I  am  sure  we  shall  have 
it.  It  scema  good  to  be  out  with  the 
nev;spaper  men  again." 

Yesterday  afternoon  the  editors  were 
taken  to  the  Adams-Spruce  mine  at 
Eveleth,  giving  them  an  opportunity 
to  observe  the  men  at  work  in  open  t»it 
mining,  shovel  mining  and  drill  min- 
ing. There  was  hardly  time  for  an 
underground  trip  in  the  underground 
mine,  much  as  the  visitors  would  like 
to   have  taken  It. 

At  the  banquet  last  night  T.  W.

PARIS  SETS  RAPID  PACE 

For  Beer  Drinking:  In  the  Dog 
Days. 

Paris,  Atig.  22.— In  spite  of  the  hot 
weather,  a  statistician  has  had  the  energy 
to  calculate  how  much  beet  Paris  drinks 
in  one  of  the  present  dog  days,  which  are 
proving  more  canicular  than  usual,  so  to 
speak.  One  big  brewer  and  wholesale  im- 
porter said  that  he  delivered  33,000  gallons 
of  beer— 22,000  in  Paris  and  11,000  in  the  im- 
mediate suburbs,  on  a  single  day. 

He  estimated  that  on  that  day  the  lar- 
gest cafes  in  Paris  had  retailed  over  30.- 
000  gallons  of  t)eer  to  private  customers. 
In  average  establishments  the  quantity 
for  that  day  was  some  175,000  gallons  from 
baking  morn  to  sweltering  eve.  Finally, 
the  grand  total  rea.ched  for  all  Paris 
cafes,  still  on  that  same  day,  was  30,000 
hectoliters,  or  over  220.000  gallons  of  beer. 
This  rnea«is  that  Paris  In  twelve  hour-? 
drank  4.000.000  bocks,  a  bock  being  just 
half  a  pint.  In  extenuation  be  it  sal.1 
that  the  thermometer  reached  94  in  the 
shade.

A.   John.son   yesterday. 

It  is  charged  that  in  some  cities  per- 
mits to  work  have  been  granted  by 
scliool  authorities  to  children  under  16 
years  of  age  in  direct  violation  of  law  and 
that  in  some  instances  such  excuses  as 
the  statement  that  the  child  did  not  like 
'  to  CO  to  pihool  iiave  been  accepted. 
j  As  an  illustration  that  employment  per- 
'  mils  have  been  issued  In  wholtsale  quan- 
t  titles.  Mr.  Williams  has  collected  statis- 
tics to  show  that  while  in  liKM  only  770 
children  under  Hi  years  of  age  were  found 
by  factory  inspectors  at  work  during 
school  hours,  there*  were  1,71:5  employ- 
ment permits  issued  In  the  school  year 
1901-05.  This.  Mr.  Williams  contends, 
shows  either  that  there  has  been  a  re- 
marykable  Increase  in  child  labor  during 
the  last  year  or  that  more  permits  were 
issued  in  1904  and  previous  yeurs  than 
appear   In   the   records. 

The  report  shows  that  ISC  permits  were 
Issued  to  cliildren  under  10  in  Duluth  In 
1906  as  compared  with  100  children  found 
at  work  in   factories  In  1904.

\  On    Bennington's  Boiler 
Said  to  Have  Caused 
Explosion. 

Wa.shlngton.  Aug.  22.— Secretary  Bona- 
parte yesterday  received  and.  as  soon  as 
ha  himself  had  read,  made  public  the 
proceedlng.s  and  findings  of  the  court  of 
inquiry  which  investigated  the  explosion 
on  the  gunboat  Bennington  at  Scin  Diego, 
Cal.,  on  July  21.  The  ftnding.s  were  a 
complete  surprise,  for  they  at  once  set  at 
rest  the  stories  that  had  been  circulated 
to  the  effect  that  the  Bennington's  boiler.s 
and  perhapa  those  of  other  naval  ves.sels? 
of  the  same  age,  were  defective.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  the  court  found  that  the 
explosion  resulted  from  the  closing  of  a 
valve  which  connected  the  exploded  boiler 
with  its  steam  gauge  so  that  the  pressure 
on  the  boiler  may  have  been  several 
hundred  pounds  to  the  square  inch  when 
the   accident   occurred. 

While  praise  was  accorded  the  offi-  ■ 
cers  and  crew  of  the  ship  for  their  con- 
duct during  the  harrowing  scenes  follow- 
ing  the  accident,  the  officers  and  men  who  j 
were  respon.sible.  In  the  opinion  of  the 
court,  were  p^jlnted  out.  and  court-martial 
proceedings  suggested  in  the  case  of  the 
only  one  of  them  surviving,  Knsign 
Charles  T.   Wade. 

The  court  con.'slsted  of  Commodore 
Stevenson,  retired,  and  Capt.  J.  Moore 
and  Capt.  Thomas  S.  Helps.  The  findings 
recite  the  arrival  of  the  Bennington  at 
San   Diego,   and  say: 

"Th"  ship  was  in  an  excellent  state  of 
discipline  and  in  good  and  efficient  con- 
dition, with  the  exception  of  her  )>oilers, 
which  were  in  fair  condition  and  efticient. 
considering  their  age  (about  fourteen 
years)  and  the  use  to  which  they  had 
been  .subjected."

MINISTERIAL 
CONFERENCE 

In  Upper  Austria  Docs 

Not  Seem  to  Improve 

Matters. 

Budapest,  Aug.  23. — A  ministerial 
conference  was  held  at  Jschl,  Upper 
Austria,  yesterday  under  the  presi- 
dency of  the  king-emperor  at  which 
the  Hungarian  political  situation  was 
considered.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the 
newspapers  here  that  the  conference 
has  not  resulted  in  Increasing  the 
chances  of, an  understanding  between 
the  ministry  of  Gen.  Baron  Fejervary 
and  the  coalition  majority  in  the  Hun- 
garian diet. 

In  the  event  of  fallujre  to  reach  an 
agreement.  Premier  Fejervary  will 
continue  to  direct  the  affairs  of  the 
kingdom.  It  is  said,  however,  that  the 
cabinet  will  henceforth  follow  a  more 
vigorous  pi'licy  and  will  endeavor  to 
break  down  the  passive  opposition  of 
the  recalcitrant  municipal  and  other 
Hungarian   authorities.

Portsmouth,  Aug.  23.— The  meeting 
of  the  conference  this  morning  was  in 
reality  not  a  meeting  of  the  envoys  at 
all.  The  secretaries  of  the  respective 
missions  were  still  in  dispute  over  the 
text  ot  the  protocol,  and  the  plenipo- 
tentiaries gave  up  the  conference  room 
to  them  to  adjust  their  differences. 
The  envoys  remained  in  their  respec- 
tive private  quarters,  while  the  secre- 
taries were  trying  to  straighten  out 
their  differences.  It  was  claimed  that 
certain  corrections,  to  which  both 
sides  had  agreed,  had  not  been  placed 
in  t)ie  text. 

At  12:15  this  work  had  not  been  com- 
pleted by  the  secretaries,  and  it  was 
decided  to  take  a  rece.ss  until  2:30.  At 
that  time,  it  is  understood,  the  envoys 
will  go  into  formal  session  and  take 
up  the  protocol  in  full,  deciding  any 
difc'PUted    questions   as   they   aiise. 

AWAITING  ANSWER 

From  Czar  to  the  President's 
Last  Su?g:estion. 

Portsmouth,  Aug.  23.— Excessive  ten- 
sion are  the  words  which  should  be 
used  to  describe  the  situation  before 
the  peace  envoys  this  morning.  There 
were  evidences  of  excitement  in  both 
camps  as  the  chiefs  and  attaches  made 
their  preparations  for  departure.  The 
summer  guests  of  the  hotel  were  as 
agitated  as  the  foreigners,  and  the 
crowds  on  the  veranda  to  witness  the 
departure  were  larger  than  any  since 
the    conference    began    its    sittings. 

The  Russians  got  away  first.  Mr. 
Wit  to.  Baron  Rosen  and  Mr.  Nabou- 
koflf,  Mr.  Wltte'3  secretary,  entering 
their  motor  tar  at  exactly  9  o'clock. 
They  appeared  excessively  gay,  greet- 
ing the  crowd  assembled  to  see  them 
otf,  with  broad  smiles  and  cheery 
"good  mornings,"  and  the  •physiognomy 
readers  instantly  tianslattd  what  they 
had  seen  as  a  certain  augury  that 
peace  would  virtually  be  arranged  to- 
day. To  the  more  careful  observers, 
however,  the  smiles  of  the  liussians 
appeared  forced,  and  beneath  the  gay 
exterior  there  was  an  expression  of 
anxiety. 

Baron  Komura.  Mr.  Takahira,  Mr. 
Sato  and  Mr.  Adachl  appeared  on  the 
main  veranda,  with  faces  composed 
and  Inscrutable  as  ever.  They,  too, 
smik-d  in  response  to  the  greetings  of 
their  partisans,  but  there  was  no  ex- 
cessive  manifestation   of  exuberance. 

The  popular  belief  w  as  that  today 
would  decide  the  issue,  but  the  Asso- 
ciated Press  had  what  it  considered 
certain  warrant  for  the  statement 
thai  such  would  not  be  the  case.  Were 
It  to  go  to  a  complete  showdown  of 
hands,  a  rupture  was  certain,  since  the 
long  cablegram  of  instructions  which 
Mr.  Witte  received  from  his  govern- 
ment last  night  would  not  permit  him 
to  accertt  the  compromise  which.  It 
was  understood,  J.npan  was  prepared 
to  offer  this  morning,  as  a  rtsult  of 
the  presidents'  heroic  endeavors  to 
save  the  conference. 

The  rumor  telegraphed  to  the  As.soci- 
ated  Press  after  midnight  was  confirm- 
ed this  morning,  but  it  requires  an  im- 
portant explanatory  statemuit.  Tne 
cablegram  from  St.  Petersburg  was 
sent  before  Mr.  Witte  had  communicat- 
ed to  the  emperor  the  contents  of  the 
communication  from  the  president, 
delivered  to  him  yesterday  afternoon, 
at  the  navy  yards.  Hence  it  was  not 
necessarily  to  be  accepted  as  the  em- 
peror's last  word  and  Mr.  Witte,  who, 
there  is  rea.son  to  believe,  is  person- 
ally in  sympathy  with  the  compromise 
suggested,  went  to  the  conference  pre- 
pared to  "s.par  for  time."  It  was  be- 
lieved that  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
sitting  today,  an  adjournment  would 
be  taken  over  tomorrow  on  some  pre- 
text or  other.  In  order  to  give  Mr. 
Witte  an  opportunity  to  hear  further 
from  his  government.  A  high  Russian 
authority  summed  up  the  situation  this 
morning  with  the  words:  "There  is 
still   hope." 

Almost  lo  a  man  the  members  of  the 
Russian  mission  would  personally 
f.i,vor  the  compromi-ses  suggested  by 
the  president.  In  their  opinion  it 
offers  an  honorable  road  to  peace.  But 
they  are  powerless  if  the  emperor  and 
his  advisors  stand  firm.  The  Russians 
realize  that  the  turn  events  have  taken 
will  put  their  country  in  a  difficult 
position.  If  a  rupture  ccmes  now. 
Japan  will  stand  before  the  world  as 
not  implacable,  but  ready  to  accept 
a  compromise  on  the  two  main  issues, 
"by  the  arrangement"  to  practically 
yield,  in  whole  or  In  part.  Article  5 
(ces.sion  of  Sakhalin),  while  obtaining 
in  substance,  If  not  in  form.  Article  1» 
(remuneration  for  the  cost  of  the  war). 
Should  Russia  refuse  this  solution, 
which  will  enable  her  to  maintain 
quite  correctly  that  she  ceded  neither 
territory  nor  paid  war  tribute,  they 
believe  nothing  can  prevent  the  world's 
verdict  from  being  against  them. 

They  say  that.  In  effect,  it  only  in- 
volves the  recognition  by  Russia  of  an 
accomplished  fact  (the  military  occu- 
pation of  .Sak-halin>  and  an  equal  rec- 
ognition of  the  practical  impossibility 
of  Russia  reconquering  it  with  her 
navy  at  the  bottom  of  the  sea.  The 
Japanese  seem  keenly  alive  to  the  ad- 


vantage of  their  position.  Should  Rus- 
sia eventually  decline  the  compromise, 
they  say  they  do  not  believe  she  can 
escape  the  responsibility  for  the  fail- 
ure of  the  negotiations.  "It  will  be  a 
diplomatic  Tsushima  for  Russia,"  said 
one  of  them  this  morning.  Articles  10, 
(Interned  warships),  and  11,  (limita- 
tion of  Russian  naval  power  in  the 
Far  East)  can  be  easily  arranged. 
They  were  ever  serious  obstacles.  Ja- 
pan is  believed  only  to  have  placed 
them  In  the  list  of  conditions  to  give 
way  in  the  final  bargain,  but  even 
Russia  would  not  prove  obdurate,  cer- 
tainly not  on  10,  if  5  and  9  were  ad- 
justable. 

It  was  the  general  understanding, 
before  the  conference  met  today,  that 
Baron  Komura  would  suggest  the 
compromise,  but  the  fact  that  Mr. 
Witte  was  not  preparc-d  to  make  a 
final  response  might  lead  to  a  change 
of  program.  Diplomatic  maneuver- 
ing might  be  the  order  of  the  day,  and 
the  question  of  signing  the  protocols, 
which  was  the  official  business  before 
the  conference,  might  be  employed  to 
secure  the  necessary  delay.  It  should 
be  understood  that  the  president's 
suggested  line  of  compromise  will  not 
appear  officially  before  the  conference. 
What  he  has  done  has  been  done  in 
name,  if  not  in  fact,  behind  the  scenes. 
He  has  labored  with  each  side  separ- 
ately. He  has  secured  the  acquies- 
cence of  Japan  and.  according  to  the 
general  understanding  officially,  his 
solutif  n  would  be  offered  In  the  con- 
ference as  the  proposition  of  Japan. 
Should  Japan  formally  propose  the 
•compromise,  Mr.  Witte  can  only  ask 
for  time  to  deliberate— 1.  e.,  to  consult 
hif  government  for  the  last  time.  He 
will  give  no  absolute  final  answer  to- 
day. 

MESSENGER  BACK 


But  Officially  He  Has  Not 
Been  Away. 

Oyster  Bay,  Aug.  23.— J.  L.  McGraw, 
one  of  the  White  House  stenographers, 
who  was  yesterday  at  Portsmouth  on 
a   mission   for   President   Roosevelt,    In 

connection  with  the  peace  conference, 
returned  to  Oyster  Bjiy  today.  Whether 
he  brought  back  with  him  a  communi- 
cation from  the  Russian  envoys  could 
not  be  ascertained,  for  the  reason  that 
the  official  denial  that  he  was  In  Ports- 
mouth is  still  adhered  to. 

The  president  today  was  again  in 
communication  with  .Secretary  Peirce 
at^  Portsmouth,  but  no  intimation  of 
the  nature  of  the  messages  transmitted 
was  given  out. 

The  greater  part  of  today  will  be 
devoted  by  the  president  to  receiving 
visitors.  None,  however,  who  had  an 
engagement  with  him  for  today  has 
any  connection  with  the  peace  negotl- 
aticns. 


MORE  FAVORABLE 


Prospects  of  Peace  Are  Con- 
sidered In  Germany. 

Berlin,  Aug.  23.— The  foreign  ofHce 
looks  on  the  possibilities  of  peace  as 
more  favorable  today  than  they  were 
yesterday,  but  no  predictions  are  ven- 
tured. The  increa.se  of  confidence 
re'&ts  on  indications  of  Japanese  for- 
bearance and  on  President  Roosevelt's 
influence,  which  is  felt  at  both  Tokio 
and  St.  Petersburg.  Reports  from  St. 
Petersburg,  however,  are  not  hopeful. 
The  Russian  government  might  admit 
all  points,  except  payment  of  the  Jap- 
anese war  expenses,  but  the  foreign 
office  has  been  informed  from  St. 
Petersburg  that  Russia  will  not  con- 
tent to  pay  one  rouble  in  the  form  of 
indemnity. 

REPLY  FROM  EMPEROR 

On  President's  Sug:g:estion  Is 
Received  By  Witte. 

Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  Aug.  23.— A  long 
cable  message  from  St.  Petersburg, 
which  is  believed  to  be  the  Russian 
reply,  arrived  about  10  o'clock  last 
night,  and  Mr.  Wltte's  secretaries,  Mr. 
Nabukoff  and  Mr.  Plancon  Immedi- 
ately  began   deciphering   it. 

Considerable  excitement  was  appar- 
ent in  the  annex,  where  the  Russian 
headquarters  are  located.  .Sheet  by 
sheet  the  translation  was  taken  to  Mr. 
Wltte's  room.  The  rumor  Is  that  it  is 
an  absolute  refu.sal— a  non  possummus, 
a  reiteration  of  the  Russian  position 
that  she  has  given  ample  proof  of  her 
desire  for  peace  in  the  articles  already 
accepted,  and  more  she  could  not 
yield   with   dignity   and   honor. 

No  confirmation  of  the  rumor  that 
Russia's  reply  is  a  negative  one  caa 
be  obtained,  and  It  must  be  accepted 
with  all  reserve.  The  lights  in  the 
rooms  of  Mr.  Witte  and  Baron  Rosen 
were  burning  long  after  midnight.

County  Wins  Suit  Against 

Duluth  Street  Railway 

Company. 

Court  Reduces  Increase 

In  1904  Valuation 

to  $99,485. 


By  a  decision  rendered  by  Judge  Dl- 
'  bell,  yesterday,  the  county  of  St.  Louis 
I  wins  out  in  its  case  against  the  Duluth 
Street    Kailway    company    in    the    mat- 
ter  of    the    proceedings    to   enforce    the 
collection  of  the  personal  property  taxes 
I  for   1904.   d-linquent   April    1,   1905.     The 
'court  orders  that  the  company  pay  its 
taxes  on  personal  propuerty  amounting 
to  $13,910,  which  is  based  on  a  tax  rate 

of  33.5  mills  on  a  valuation  of  1415.224. 

In  rendering  the  decision  Judge  Dibell 
states  that  the  increase  of  $169,965  made 
by  the  county  auditor  over  the  asses- 
sor's returned  valuation  of  $315,739  was 
done  in  full  requirement  of  the  law,  but 
that  the  figures  were  somewhat  exces- 
sive, and  I'  duces  the  amount  by  $70,480 
to  $99,485,  which  last  amount  attaches  to 
the  amount  returned  by  the  city  asses- 
sor and  on  which  the  company  must 
pay  taxes. 

This  leaves  the  street  railway  com- 
pany's valuation  about  $100,000  over  the 
return  made  by  the  city  assessor. 

This  year  the  city  assessor's  returns 
o!i  the  company's  personal  property 
were  raised  by  the  board  of  review  to 
an  amount  approximately  $500,000  and 
the  board  of  equalization  cut  these  fig- 
ures down  so  that  as  the  returns  have 
now  gone  to  the  state  board  of  equali- 
zation the  street  railway  company  has 
an  assessed  valuation  of  $100,000  over 
the  valuation  fixed  by  the  court  for 
1S04. 

In  his  conclusions  Judge  Dibell  holds 
that  the  county  is  entitled  to  recover 
from  the  Duluth  Street  Hallway  com- 
pany for  the  taxes  of  1904,  duly  levied 
and  assesst-d  against  its  personal  prop- 
erty,  the  sum  of  $13,910. 

Judge  Dibell  finds  that  the  city  as- 
ses.sor  of  the  city  of  Duluth  for  the 
year  1904,  valued  and  assessed  certain 
items  belonging  to  the  company.  May 
1.  1904,  making  a  total  valuation  of 
$315,739.  The  court  holds  that  each 
and  all  of  the  items  so  asses.sed  were 
correctly  valued  by  the  as.se.ssor.  and 
that  the  total  valuation  was  just  and 
true. 

The  court  also  finds  that  the  count> 
auditor,  acting  pursuant  to  section 
1631  of  the  general  statutes  of  1894,  re- 
lating to  the  assessment  of  omitted 
property  before  Oct.  1,  1904.  placed  an 
additional  valuatlcn  of  $169.96.S  on  the 
capital  stock  of  the  company,  after 
deducting  th.-  valuation  of  the  real  and 
p€-rsonal  property  otherwise  assessed. 
This  additional  valuation  Is  held  by 
the  court  to  be  according  to  law  in  all 
respects,  except  that  the  amount  Is 
fxcessive  In  the  sum  and  to  the  extent 
of  $70,480,  and  that  valuation  should 
have  been  placed  under  this  item  by 
the  county  auditor,  and  should  prop- 
erly have  been  $99,485,  instead  of  $169,- 
965  This  reduced  amount,  the  court 
claims,  to  be  a  fair  and  reasonal>lB 
sum  for  the  valuation  of  the  capital 
stock.

It  will  st.and  as  1 
the   symbol   of   tli."    gratitude   of   a   greit 
p«oplc    for    the    services    and    the    sacrl-  ' 
ricea     of     brave     men,     who,   more    than 
a   gen<'ratlon  ago  went  down  to  the  l)at- 
tlefiold    to    preserve    the   integrity   of   the 
great    spirit.     It    will    teach   a    great    and 
whok'some    les.son   to    the   present   and   to 
future    generations.      It    will    recall    the 
deeds    of    men    in    a    supremely    perilous 
hour  of  our  national- history,   and  it  will 
emphasize    tiie    fact    that    men    are    hon- 
ored   most   who  serve   best    their   fellow- 
mt^n. 

This  memorial  has  yet  higher  signifi- 
cance. It  has  a  meaning  foe  thuso  who 
behold  it  which  no  formal  words  can  a<l- 
equatcly  express.  It  stands  as  a  pledg« 
of  national  unity.  It  stands  for  thf 
rverlnsting  supremacy  of  one  flag.  It 
inspires  a  deeper  love  of  lii>erty.  It 
keeps  ablaze  the  fire  of  freedom  upon 
tlie  altar  of  oUr  hi^arts.  it  .signifies  the 
triumph  of  a  rlRhteous  cause.

This  is  attest©*!  by  the  common  judg-  1 
ment  of  mankind.  Victor  and  vanquished 
rejoice  in  the  Tomplete  re-estahllshment 
of  our  national  solidarity.  They  each 
see  a  new  glol^'  In  She  republic,  purified 
in  the  fiery  funni-e  of  the  great  civil 
conflict.  Eactt  yl.?l<ls  willing  tribute  to 
the  valor  uf  tne  otiiVr.  Bettor  or  braver 
men  never  faced  each  otuer  on  the  fields 
of  battle  than  tho.-ie  who  met  under  the 
leadership   of  ^Grantfand    Lee. 

This  memur|jil  te|*hes  a  double  lesson: 
Valor,  fortliiile  ai9  patriotism  in  the 
merciless  sho^  Af'-lvar;  amnesty,  mercy 
and  pardon  in  th»  tranquil  ways  of 
peace.  It  stand*  dut  in  powerful  ad- 
vocacv  of  tht  equjity  of  men  beneath 
the  flag  of  the  United  States.  It 
proclaims  the  everlasting  truth  that  the 
rights  of  men  on  the  American  continent 
cannot  be  tratnpl^dMn  the  dust,  that  the 
rights  of  the  hu^iblest  are  as  sacred  as 
the   rlght.s   of   thf   mo.st   exalted. 

While  wo  pay*  homage  to  those  who 
fought  to  overthrow  the  republic  as  an 
expi-e.sslon  of  our  admiration  and  es- 
teem, we  are  not  wanting  in  regard  for 
those  who,  throtiBTli  ml.staken  judgment, 
raised  their  hand  against  their  own 
friend  and  protector— the  flag  of  the 
United  States.

Ou:-  civic  duties  must  be 
well  discharged,  if  we  would  preserve  a 
"Strong,  clean  government— one  that  we 
must  have  If  we  are  to  attalfl  our  highest 
destinv.  We  teaoh  love  of  liberty,  we  in- 
culcate the  doctrine  that  the  only  way  to 
maintain  freedom  in  its  best  sen.se.  Is  to 
observe  the  law-fhe  law  established  by 
the  wi-sdoin  uf  hfeh  mhided  tnJ  patriotic 
lawmakers,  chosen  liy  a  free  and  patrl<Jtlc 
electorate  Our  laws  should  l>e  pre.«:erved 
from  the  contaminaiUig  touch  of  sell- 
ishnts.s  and  they  should  be  enforced  fear- 
lessly and  without  favor.  There  -should 
l>e  neither  partiality  In  the  creation  of 
the  law,  nor  partiality  in  free  govem- 
m'^nt.  It  was  for  such  e«iuality  the  sol- 
diers and  sailors  of  the  Civil  war  wrote 
one  of  the  mightiest  chapters  in  human 
history. 

We  hear  mnch  of  defalcations,  breaches 
of  trust,  malfea.saivce  in  office  and  tl'cr-i 
are  pessimist^  who  declare  we  h:ive  fallen 
en  corrupt  times;  that  we  arr^  de.adent;

the  contraiy  therfe  never  was  an  hour  In 
all  of  our  spletitnd  history  when  there 
was  a  more  acute  moral  sense  among  the 
great  ma.s.^es  of  people,  and  more  upright- 
ness in  their  relations  of  lite  than  there 
is  todav.

niunlty   and    of  the   state,    for  good    laws 
;ind    their   Just   enforcement,    for  equality 
tl"   all    before    the    law.    and    against    law 
inspired    by    unjust   favoritism,    are    to    be 
!-garded    with    that    high   respect    we   en- 
urtarn   for  the  real  heroes  of  the  nation.

$I,880,838.3r 

Amount  Carried  By  State 
Auditor  Owing  to  Non- 
Collections. 

St.  Paul,  Aug.  23.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — As  a  result  of  not  enforcing 
the  law  for  the  collection  ot  taxes,  the 
state  auditor  Is  carrying  a  balance  on 

his  books  under  the  head  of  "unpaid 
taxes"  of  $1,.'J80,838.37. 

In  collecting  taxes  on  real  estate,  tax 
titles  to  land  are  eventually  sold,  if  tho» 
original  owner  refuses  to  pay  his  taxes. 
But  in  personal  property,  if  a  man  does 
not  pay  his  tax,  it  is  simply  marked 
"unpaid"  on  the  books  of  every  county 
and  so  forwarded  to  the  state  auditor 
in  total,  without  any  effort  to  seize  the 
personal  property  asses.ned.  to  enforce 
collection  of  the  taxes.  The  result  of 
this  is  that  thousands  of  personal  prop- 
erty owners  never  give  the  least  atten- 
tion to  their  annual  notices  of  personal 
property  taxes  due.  The  financial 
statement  of  taxes  for  the  past  fi.^cal 
year  was,  today,  completed  by  the 
I  state  auditor's  office  and  shows  that 
'  total  debits  theoretically  should  have 
been  paid  into  the  state  treasury  as  fol- 
lows: $4,117.(522.83.  The  total  credits, 
actually  realized  in  cash  by  the  state 
were  $2,226,784.46.

It  Is  quite  generally 
admitted  that  the  regions  of  the  Cau- 
casus have  probably  suffered  more  from 
the  autocratic  and  despotic  government 
than  even  Poland  Itself,  or  any  other 
section  of  the  empire,  for  that  matter. 
The  discontent  and  lawlessness  which 
have  spread  to  almost  the  whole  of  that 
region  are  duo  to  the  reiwesslve  meas- 
ures enforced  against  the  people  of  the 
Caucasus  by  the  representatives  of  the 
central  sovernment. 

Tho    exceptional     outbreaks     of     racial 
animosity    which     recently    turned    Baku, 
and    to    a   lesser     extent     Erlvan,    into    a  j 
shambles,   are   attributed   by    the   Armen-  ] 
ians  largely  to  the  campalgrning  which  for  | 
many   years   has   been  carried  on   against  , 
them     by     the     government     press.       The 
strikes     of     railway     employes,     factory 
hands,  and  even  of  clerks  and  tradesmen, 
which    have    taken    place    In    the    towns 
arise    from    the   same   causes     that    have 
produced     similar    demonstration     In     all 
parts   of    European    Russia,   and  are  un- 
doubtedly   fomented    and    encouraged    by 
the  socialist  and  revolutionary  organiza- 
tions. 

The  agrarian  movement  which  has  re- 
sulted In  serious  outrages  committed 
against  the  landlbrds  and  the  police 
throughout  the  governments  of  Kutais 
and  Tlflls,  the  territory  of  Baton  and 
the  district  of  Sukhum,  Is  practically 
confined  to  the  Armenians  and  Geor- 
gians, and  probably  originated  at  the 
time  of  the  confiscation  of  the  property 
of  the  Armenian  church,  following  on  the 
decreo  of  June  25^  1W3.  It  Is  no  longer 
denied  by  the  Armenians  that  their  loyal- 
ty to  Russia,  to  whom  they  have 
looked  as  their  protector  and  champion 
ever  since  the  davs  of  Peter  the  Great, 
was  seriously  shaken  by  this  act  of  open 
spoliation. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  appointment  of 
Count  Vorontsoff-Doshkoff  as  viceroy  of 
the  Cau.sasus  was  received  wltli  great 
favor.  The  Armenians  have  no  dusirc 
whatever  to  cease  to  be  Russian  sub- 
jects; they  are  fully  awaie  that  they 
have  no  alternative.  Accordingly  when 
Count  Vorontsotr-Dashkoff  passed 

through  Nakhitchevan  on  the  Don  he 
was  waited  upon  by  a  deputation  which 
thanked  him  for  his  expression  of  con- 
fidence In  the  well  disposed  majority  of 
the  Inhabitants  of  the  Causasus,  and  as- 
sured him  that  ns  far  as  the  Armouiaiis 
were  concerned,  he  could  rely  upon  their 
cordial  co-operation.

Tests  of  a  new  life  preserver  were 
made,  yesterday,  before  a  comml.sslon 
of  naval  experts  at  the  Brooklyn  Navy 
yard,  says  the  New  York  American. 
The  claim  that  is  was  Impossible  for  a 
person  to  sink  with  one  of  these  de- 
vices strapped  about  the  body  was  sus- 
tained. The  commission  will  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  preserver  on 
the  ships  of  the  navy.

Like  the  Armenians,  the  Mohammedans 
complain  of  their  exclusion  from  the  or- 
gans of  local  self-government,  of  the  per- 
secution to  which  their  religion  is  sub- 
Jpcted.  to  the  total  absence  of  any  organs

Mishaps  of  Despondent  Dress- 
maker and  Her  Rescuer. 

Paris.  Aug.  23.— The  attempted  suicide 
of  a  poor  dressmaker  who  threw  her- 
self in  the  Seine  has  led  to  a  curlou.s  se- 
quel. A  workman,  who  Jumped  Into  the 
water  to  save  her.  was  suddenly  afflict- 
ed with  cramp  and  both  were  on  the 
point  of  drowning  when  they  were  arrest- 
ed by  a  policeman  in  a  boat.

LEMON  CORNER  IN  LONDON. 

American    Demand  Blamed 
For  Rise  In  Price. 

London,  Aug.  23.— The  Americans  are 
being  blamed  for  a  corner  on  lemons 
Just  at  the  time  when  the  lemon  would 
naturally  find  Its  greatest  u.se  In  the 
country,  the  quantity  being  strangely  do- 
creased,  and  It  Is  feared  that  the  cry 
of  '"Three  lemons  a  penny"  will  not  be 
heard    again    until    the    heat    wave    has 


gone  and  hot   weather  drinks  are  in  the 
making. 

A  good  lemon  now  costs  from  IVfed  to 
'Jd,  the  lucious  "lemon  squath"  is  a 
thing  unattainable  If  due  regard  Is  made 
to  econom.v.  and  this  is  the  time  when 
the  bulk  of  the  Italian  crop  should  ar- 
rive. 

\  Covent  Garden  dealer  In  an  Inter- 
view said: 

"I  can  hardly  remember  when  things 
were  wor-5e.  Only  800  to  1,000  cases,  on 
an  average,  arrive  here  dally,  while  we 
ought  at  this  time  to  liave  at  least  2,i)00 
ca.ses.  Up  to  the  end  of  May  the  quan- 
tity imported  was  abnormally  large; 
now   It   Is   admirably  small. 

"During  May.  for  Instance,  1.773  cwts. 
of  lemons  arrived,  as  compared  with  430 
In  1904  and  74t5  In  1903.  For  the  first  five 
months  of  the  year  no  fewer  than  9.950 
cwts.  were  placed  on  the  English  market, 
as  compared  with  6,.57t;  and  7,204  cwts., 
respectively,  for  the  two  preceding  years. 
"A  large  part  of  the  supply  that  wa 
ought  to  have  received  was  diverted 
across  the  Atlantic.  At  the  same  time 
the  Italian  export  began  to  drop  off, 
the  crops  for  the  most  part  being  fail- 
ures.     For    cases   containing   each    thirty 

I  dozens,    the    usual    price    of    which    was 

I  from  8s  to  lis,  we  now  have  to  pITy  from 
15  to  26s.  Messina  and  Palmero  lemons 
havo  gone  up  considerably  in  price  and 
Neap<^Utan  from  27s   to  a::s  a  ca.se   to  37s 

I  and  41s.  Of  course  tins  has  had  the  ef- 
fect of  increasing  the  price  of  Sp.anlsh 
lemons,  which  up  to  the  present  tlmo 
seldom   have  exceeded  7s  to  9s  per  case.

"My  own  opinion,  though  here  I  differ 
from  most  of  the  lemon  dealers  of  Lon- 
don, Is  that  we  will  not  have  a  lemon 
famine  in  England.  I  do  noi  believe  tb« 
prices  will  go  to  figures  greatly  higher. 
At  the  same  time  I  do  not  think  there 
will  be  a  great  drop  in  the  figures  tor 
some  time  to  come."

SWMP^LANDS 

ContcstsCannotBc  Brought 
on  Lands  Already  Dis- 
posed of. 

Fonu  inquiry  ha^  been  received  as 
to  the  extent  of  tie  recent  ruling  by 
the  general  land  office  as  to  contests 
on  swamp  lands.  The  general  land 
ttffice  ruled  that  in  contests  on  swamp 
lands  the  settler  m  ty  have  a  right  to 
show  that  the  land  is  not  swamp,  re- 
gardless of  what  tl  e  field  notes  show. 
Therefore,  the  field  notes  were  accept- 
e<i  as  prima  facie  evidence,  and  from 
them  there  was  no  appeal;  .settlers 
could  not  contest  if  the  field  notes  said 
land  was  swamp,  for  then  swamp  it 
was.   and   would   rt  nain. 

Some  people  hav-  acquired  the  idea 
that  contests  undi  r  this  new  ruling 
could  br-  brought  on  land  heretofore 
surveyed  and  deti  rmined  as  swamp. 
This  is  not  the  cjise.  Land  that  has 
been  disposed  of  is  beyond  attack, 
under  this  new  ruling.  It  merely 
means  that  in  case  a  settler  files  on 
unsurveyed  land,  and  the  survey  is 
afterwards  madesl  owingthat  the  land 
in  question  is  :4wamp,  the  -stttler 
h.ts  the  rig^ht  to  prove,  if  he  can,  that 
the  land  is  not  sw.imp.  thus  overturn- 
ins  the  evidence  ol   the  field  notes.

"During  the  past  week  the  Edward 
Hlnes  Lumber  company  has  shipped  by 
rail  to  Ashland  6.000.000  feet  of  lumVier 
from  its  mills  at  Ma.son.  Hayward  and 
Lake  Nebagamon,  Wis.,  respectively  \y 
miles.  tiO  miles  and  -10  miles  from  Ashland. 
This  lumber  is  all  to  go  East  by  water. 

"When  it  is  considered  that  the  stcck 
from  the  Wisconsin  mills  noted  above  has 
been  for  years  distributed  throughout 
Southern  Wisconsin.  Illinois,  Indiana  and 
Ohio  by  rail,  the  matter  becomes  one  of 
serious  moment  to  dealers  in  those  states,

CONGER  SENDS 
IN  RESIGNATION 

Will   Retire   From   the 

Diplomatic  Service 

In  October. 

Oyster  Bay,  Aug.  23.— Edwin  H.  Conger 
of  Ic>wa  has  resigned  his  post  as  Ameri*^ar 
ambassador  to  Mexico,  to  take  effect  Oct, 
18  next,  and  President  Roosevelt  has  ac- 
cept«d    the  resignation. 

Mr.  Conger's  retirement  from  the  diplo- 
matic service  was  foreshadowed  in  the 
dispatches  last  week.  It  was  Indicated 
then  that  he  might  be  sent  to  Pekin  as  a 
special  commissioner  of  the  president  to 
adjust,  if  possible,  the  differences  which 
have  arisen  between  this  country  and 
(Miina  over  the  boycott  of  American  goods 
bv  some  of  the  Chinese  commercial  guilds. 
While  no  official  statement  is  obtainable 
bore  regarding  that  misslrin,  there  are 
reasons  for  the  statement  tliat  it  either 
has  been  abandoned  by  the  president  or 
that  It  has  been  decJitied  by  Mr.  Conter. 
At  anv  rate,  it  is  believed  Mr.  Conner 
will  not  go  to  China  as  representative  of 
the  government. 

It  has  riot  been  determined  definitely 
yet  v.iio  will  succeed  him  as  ambassador 
to  Mexico,  but,  as  heretofore  stated,  it 
probably  will  be  David  K.  Thompson  of 
Nebraska,  now  American  amba.s.sador  to 
Brazil.  It  is  known  that  Ambassador 
Thompson  desires  the  Mexico  post. 

in  connection  with  the  appointment, 
the  name  of  F'rancis  B.  Loomls,  assist- 
ant secretary  of  state,  had  been  men- 
tioned, but  it  can  be  said  pretty  definitely 
that  Mr.  Leomis  will  not  be  arrioinled. 
His  resignation  m-  assistant  secretary  of 
state  mav  be  expected  at  any  time.  It  is 
certain  that  he  is  to  retire  from  the 
state  department,  but  whether  he  will 
receive  an  appointment  in  the  diplomatic 
service,  as  had  been  su.u:gested.  is  thought 
to   be   somewhat   iirohlematlcal.

Abilene,  Kas  ,  Aug.  23.— The  city 
council  has  sent  to  the  family  of  Tim 
Hersey,  the  founder  of  this  town,  a 
deed  to  a  lot  in  the  cemetery  here, 
with  the  assurance  that  it  will  be  kept 
tidy  at  the  city's  expense.  Probably 
there  will  be  erected  on  it  a  monu- 
ment to  old  Tim  himself— for  he  died 
up  in  Washington  state  the  other 
day. 

He  was  the  West's  most  persistent 
town  budder.  He  founded  thirty  cit- 
ies and  towns,  but  named  none  alter 
himself,  and  finally  died  l.lOO  miles 
away   from    any    of   them. 

This  was  one  of  his  creations.  He 
came  across  the  plains  in  1»67  and 
built  a  log  cabin  on  the  banks  of  Mud 
creek,  where  now  stands  a  J35,0"J0 
mansion.  He  was  the  first  white  man 
on  the  townslte,  and  buffalo  use^d  to 
feed  between  him  and  civilization  by 
the    thousand. 

His  log  cabin  was  the  stc>pping  place 

fc»r    those    who    crossed    the    plains    In 

the   early   days.     Bayard   Taylor   spent 

;  two  days    there    when   on   his    Western

Tim  Hersey  was  known  thmughout 
the  Western  frontier.  But  otliers  came 
and  a  town  was  started. 

"Tcjo  thick  for  me,"  said  Hersey  one 
day,  and  with  his  family— all  that  was 
left  of  it,  for  three  little  fcirls  had 
died  here— he  went  to  the  mouth  of 
the  Solomon. 

He  founded  the  town  of  Solomon; 
then  further  up  eame  Cawker  City, 
Belolt,  liowns  and  a  score  of  similar 
places,  now  thriving  LX)mmuiiitle».  His 
wife  named  Solomon  and  Abilene^- 
both  out  of  the  Bible.  The  other 
towns  named  themselves. 

And  then  one  day  a  cjueer  thing 
happened,  one  of  those  things  that 
would  not  be  possible  save  in  a  new 
country. 

Hersey  went  back  to  Illinois  to  visit 
his  old  home,  and  there  purchased 
three    marble     tombstones,    each 


few   d*s  ago  came   the  news  that   he 
had   p^sckI  away   suddenly. 

VVheJier  or  not  he  knew  what  the 
town  had  clone  for  him  is  not  known. 
It  Is  probable  that  there  will  be  ftir- 
ther  action  to  honor  his  memory,  for 
he  did  much  to  give  the  city  promi- 
nence in  the  days  when  It  was  strug- 
gling  for  existence. 

Not  far  fiom  the  Hersey  grave  In 
tiie  cenietvry  Is  the  grave  of  brave 
Tom  S^nlth,  the  city's  frontier  mar- 
shal, who  was  killed  while  trying  to 
arrest  some  murderers  In  cowboy 
days.  He  was  the  only  marshal  the 
town  ever  had  who  coulel  control  the 
terrors  of  khe  eattle  trail,  and  over 
his  giAve  Is  a  huge  boulder,  pur- 
chased by  popular  subscription,  a  few 
years  ago.  and  bearing  a  bronze  tablet 
telling  if  the  courage  of  the  hero  of 
the  citrs  early  life. 

The  monument  was  dedicated  by 
ceremonies  as  pretentious  as  ever  were 
■held  in  the  town,  including  addresses 
by  the  towns  first  mayor,  T.  C 
Henry,  the  old-time  wheat  king,  and 
otheis.  If  a  monument  Is  erected  to 
the  memory  of  Hersey  It  will  make  a 
companion  for  that  to  the  courageous 
marshal. 

It  was  one  of  Hersey's  peculiarities 
that  he  sought  to  keep  aheaei  of 
civilization.  Had  he  remained  in  any 
of  the  towns  he  founded  he  might  have 
been  wealthy,  for  every  one  of  them 
has  made  a  prosperous  community, 
and  those  who  came  after  him  have 
cleaned   up   fortunes. 

The  railroad  was  always  Just  behind, 
and  when  it  caught  him  he  moved  on, 
going  up  through  the  northwest  part 
of  this  state  into  Colorado  and  thence 
to  Wyoming.  He  sought  the  wild 
Nejrthwest,  and  there  ended  his  re- 
markable and  checkered  life. 

He  was  the  most  restless  of  all  the 
Kansas  town  builders,  anel  In  the 
end  reaped  less  than  any.  Unless  this 
city,  the  first  state,  erects  a  monu- 
ment to  his  memory  It  is  unlikely 
that   he  will  even   have  a  headstone.

The  corona  bears  seime  as  yet  nnex- 
iilained  i-elatina  to  the  sun  spot  periods, 
and  In  liki>  there  were  several  very  large 
and  prominent  8pots,  which  apixar  tei 
have  a  sub-period  of  about  thlrty-Hve  or 
tliirtv-six  da>'s,  and  during  these  times 
there   Is   much  greater  solar  activity. 

Contrary  te»  the  old  belief  thai  sun  spots, 
being  darker,  were,  therefore,  cooler  than 
the  ireneral  brilliant  surface  of  the  sun, 
It  is  ne<w  apparently  establisiied  by  In- 
tereiue  fro  mthe  latest  observations  that 
the  s('<>ts  mean  a  giving  «)rf  c«f  very  lieat- 
e-d  matter.  It  is  i>osKible  that  the  un- 
UEualK  hot  summer  may  be  traceable  to 
the  large  and  very  conspicuous  sun  spe.ds 
now    in    evidence. 

In  conseeiuence  c»f  this  eclipse  track 
falllnic  near  the  courses  of  so  many  ves- 
sels, there  will  be  a  fur  larger  number 
than  usual  ot  persons  observing  It  b> 
oencil    camera    or    otherwise. 

As  the  long  tracks  of  total  eclipses  of 
the  sun  often  extend  for  fi.OCO  miles  or 
more  across  the  earths'  surface.  nn«l  as 
that  eurfnce  Is  much  more  largely  com- 
DOsed  of  water  than  land.  It  Is  evident 
that  the  majority  of  eclipse  paths  must 
fall  over  some  ocean  where  It  is  prac- 
tically  lost    to  science.

AMUSE  EMPLOYES. 


"Welfare  Work"  For  GoAern- 
ment  Workers  In  Panama. 

Uncle  Sam  haa  taken  up  "welfare 
work"  for  hi.s  employes,  says  the  Brook- 
lyn Eagle.  The  United  States  is  the 
first  government  to  undertake  .such 
an  enterprise.  Club  houses,  amuse- 
ment halls,  dancing  rooms.  Indoor  and 
outdoor  sports  and  theaters  are  to  be 
provided  for  the  men  who  are  to  work 
on  the  great  Panama  canal.  The  Na- 
tional Civic  Federation,  upon  request 
of  the  federal  authorities,  haa  named 
for  the  new^Iy  created  post  of  "welfare 
manager."  of  the  canal  a  man  who  ia 
said  to  stauid  at  the  head  of  that  line  of 
work  in  this  country.     He  Is  W.   EI  C.

NfiLzro.  who  for  several  years  has  had 
control  of  the  welfau-e  department  of 
a  big  manufacturing  establishment  of 
New  England  employing  over  2,000 
men. 

With  Commissioner  Shonts  and  Chief 
Engineer  Stevens  Nazro  sailed  for  the 
isthmus  on  Thursday.  He  took  with 
him  as  his  chief  aide  Edward  A.  Mof- 
fet,  editor  of  the  Bricklayer  and  Ma.son, 
the  official  organ  of  the  Bricklayers  and 
Masons  International  Union  of  Amer- 
ica, a  man  who  has  an  expert  knowl- 
edge of  laboring  men  and  labor  condi- 
tions. They  will  be  away  a  month,  just 
long  enough  to  start  work  on  the  club 
houses  and  amusement  halls,  and  re- 
turning here  will  make  Anal  arrange- 
m.ents  for  a  plant  that  will  be  unique 
In  the  world's  annals.  Mr.  Naaro  will 
take  up  his  permanent  residence  on  the 
isthmus  and  supervise  the  development 
of  the  plan.  It  Is  not  as  yet  decided 
whether  Mr.  Moffet  will  remain  there 
or  not.  The  idea  of  a  government  tak- 
ing up  the  amusements  and  the  social 
betterment  of  the  men  of  all  grades 
who  are  to  work  for  it  is  such  a  novel 
proposition  that  practically  none  of  its 
details  are  yet  determined.  Just  what 
will  be  first  done  and  the  general  di- 
rection of  the  initial  efforts  will  be  de- 
cided on  the  steamer  on  the  way  to 
Panama.  What  is  definitely  known  is 
that  both  Commissioner  Shonts  and 
Engineer  Stevens  regard  the  project  as 
one  of  the  most  important  details  con- 
nected with  the  work  of  digging  the  hig 
ditch  and  that  they  will  grlve  the  mat- 
ter their  personal  aid  at  every  point. 
Indeed,  they  do  not  hesitate  to  say 
that  this  "welfare"  work  may  prova 
not  very  far  from  being  the  keynote  of 
the  successful  carrying  out  of  the  great 
engineering  problem.  The  vast  army 
of  operatives  of  all  classes  that  will 
eventually  be  gathered  together  must 
not  only  be  protected  from  a  sanitary 
point   of   view,   but  they  must   also  l>e 


properly    amused    during   their    leUurs 
hours. 

"Welfare  work"  has  ptOvcd  Itself  t<» 
be  of  enormous  practical  value  in 
scores  of  the  big  establisliments  of  thla 
country  and  Europe,  and  it  is  believed 
that  the  same  beneficial  results  will 
follow  Its  adoption  by  the  United 
States  government.  It  has  been  de- 
cided that  the  plans  of  erecting  club 
houses,  amusement  halls  and  athletic 
plants  shall  be  carried  out  not  In  Pan- 
ama alone,  but  all  over  the  Isthmus, 
wherever  work  is  to  be  done.  The  total 
expense  of  it  all  will  be  considerable, 
but  in  all  details  of  construction  th« 
commission  has  been  assured  a  free 
hand  by  the  president  and  Mr.  Naaro 
has  been  told  that  money  will  not  bo 
lacking  at  any  time  when  it  comes  to 
developing  his  ideas. 

At  the  St.  Liouis  exposition  Mr.  Nazro 
won  the  highest  award  fot  welfare 
work.  Mr.  Nazro  was  graduated  from 
Harvard  in  1897,  and  is  barely  30  years 
old.  He  had  made  his  particular  study 
landscape  architecture,  the  laying  out 
of  recreation  buildliigs,  such  aiS  clubs, 
gymnasiums,  etc.  After  leaving  Har- 
vard he  traveled  through  England, 
France  and  Italy,  devoting  most  of  hla 
time  to  the  study  of  these  features.  On 
returning  from  Europe  his  next  two  or 
three  years  were  spent  fn  practical 
work  along  the  line*  of  architectural 
and  mill  construction.  He  studied 
especially  the  adaptaUon  of  sanitary 
conditions,  light,  etc.,  In  the  construc- 
tion of  mills  to  the  needs  of  the  em- 
ployes. He  was  for  a  time  with  a  largo 
engineering  concern,  which  made  a 
specialty  of  mill  construction.  From 
there  he  went  to  Plymouth,,  to  take 
up  the  work  of  mill  architecture,  land- 
scape work,  homes  for  emp<oye«  and 
the  development  of  other  welfare  feat* 
ures.

As  to  how  much  this  will  be  modi- 
fied by  the  abilliy  or  Inclination  of  the 
American  farmer  to  hold  back  his  crop  is 
a  matter  of  conjecture;  but  it  should  not 
be  forgotten  that  an  80c  wheat  price  in 
primary  markets  is,  after  all,  a  vtry  fair  j 
price  and  .1  profitable  one  on  such  a  yield  1 
as  America  has  secured  this  year,  it  is 
also  true  that  it  is  yet  to  be  demon- ' 
strated  as  to  the  stimulation  which  will 
be  given  our  domestic  consumption  by 
ii  price  basis  of  80c  Instead  of  the  present 
basis  of  $1,  at  which  even  now  the  first 
arrivals  of  new  wheat  are  selling  in  Min- 
neapolis. Assuming  that  we  have  an  ex- 
portable surplus  and  must  find  an  export 
price  basis  before  many  days,  it  is  a 
matter  of  interest  to  see  where  this  will 
probably  be. 

"Reports  from  Russia  are  very  contra- 
dictory, but  it  appears  fairly  safe  to  as- 
sume that  their  crop  this  year  Is  not  en- 
tirely satisfactory.  It  .-^l.so  Is  fairly  demon- 
strated that  the  heavy  sh:pment3  from 
Russia  the  past  year  wouhl  have  been 
even  heavier  had  their  inland  transpor- 
tation facilities  been  equal  to  the  ta.sk  of 
moving  the  grain.  It  is  also  certain  th.it 
the  need  for  actual  money  by  Russia  will 
force  every  bushel  of  merchantable  grain 
that  can  be  moved  and  marketed  into 
foreign  markets  as  fast  as  their  facilities 
can  handle  It.  We  see  no  reason  to  ex- 
pect, then,  no  matter  what  their  actual 
crop  may  be,  and  no  matter  wliat  the  sit- 
uation may  be  in  the  latter  end  of  the 
crop  year,  but  that  their  movement  of 
grain  to  foreign  markets  will  continue  as 
heavy  as  iK^fore.  This  Vieing  true,  and 
assuming  that  other  countries  may  fur- 
nish on  the  same  scale,  which  is  not  an 
unreasonable  supposition,  and  that  Amer- 
ica can.  within  the  next  few  months, 
contribute  at  the  rate  of  3.000.000  to  o.OO-i.OOO 
bus  per  week  to  tlie  worlds  supply 
against  practically  nothing  '  which  it 
contributed  last  year,  will  foreign  mar- 
kets stand  up  under  the  burden  which 
may  be  thrown  upon  them?  The  best 
authorities  abroad  think  that  their  pres- 
ent price  ba.'Jis  is  a  falrl.v  safe  one  and 
look  for  no  material  decline.  Assuming 
that  this  is  so.  how  will  American  prices 
be  affected? 

"As  we  see  It.  this  is  the  situation: 
After  two  vears  of  very  low  ocean  grain 
fi eights,  there  is  a  promise  this  fall  of  a 
large  movement  of  grain— wheat,  llax, 
corn,  oats  and  barley— In  all  of  wh*ch 
America  has  an  apparent- exportable  sur- 
plus. The  anticlpali.Ki  of  this  movement 
has  already  advanced  ocean  freights  very 
sharply  for  the  later  fall  months,  it  Is 
rtHsonable  to  expect  that  it  will  cost  in 
November,  5  to  10  cents  per  bushel  more 
to  reach  a  foreign  market  from  an  Ameri- 
can primary  market  tlian  It  does  today 
on  the  present  low  lake,  rail  and  ocean 
freights,  all  of  which  are  certain  to  ad- 
vance sliarply.  Now,  if  August  wheat  in 
Chicago  at  80c  is  not  on  an  export  basis, 
what  will  be  done  with  December  wheat 
at  82c.  and  an  increased  cost  of  at  least 
6c  per  bushel  to  the  foreign  markets? 
There  is  only  one  answer.  If  Amerlci 
has  the  surplus  wheat  to  sell,  and  if  the 
farmer  'nsists  in  marketing  it,  either 
American  prices  must  decline  to  meet  th's 
condition  as  it  materializes,  or  foreign 
prices  must  advance.  For  two  years  the 
buyer  of  wheat  futures  has  liad  an  ad- 
vantage ill  being  able  to  buy  the  next 
active  future  always  at  a  discount  under 
the  cash  price.  The  situation  is  now 
changed  "right  about,"  and  the  seller 
of  wheat  futures  is  obtainiog  good  carry- 
ing charges  for  each  deferred  sale.  In- 
stt.'id  of  remaining  short  September  wheat 
in  Chicago  al  80c,  he  can  sell  May  wheat 
at  85c  and  this  has  always  l*een  a  very 
material  aid  to  the  short  seller. 

In  rtaxseed.  It  seems  almost  certain  that 
America  has  grown  perhaps  the  largest 
nop  of  flax  slie  has  ever  raised.  Yields 
ki  the  Northwest  are  universally  exceed- 
ing the  estimates,  and  the  crop  is  so  far 
along  that  very  iittle  damage  can  now  be 
feared.  It  sf>ems  certain  that  this  article 
also  must  reach  an  export  basis,  and  here 
the  foreign  price  basis  Is  more  in  doubt. 
Some  Duluth  seed  was  sold  for  export 
when  Duluth  Otnober  was  $1,25  per  bushel. 
Since  that  time  the  foreigner  has  declined 
steadily  with  our  declines  and  avoided 
n-aking  further  purchases.  With  the  mar- 
ket now  20c  lower  the  foreigner  shows  less 
Inclination  to  buy  American  seed  than  he 
did  sixty  days  ago. 

"In  rye.  foreign  requirements  will  un- 
doubtedlv  \ye  larger  than  ttefore  as  there 
is  no  .loiibt  of  a  shortage  in  the  rye  crops 
abroad.  In  this  article  however,  it  Is  still 
Interesting  to  note  that  in  the  Germ.an 
markets,  Russia  Is  selling  her  new  crop 
rye,  which  is  supposed  to  be  very  much 
short  of  the  normal,  at  prices  less  than 
American  rye  can  be  delivered  from  our 
new  crop. 

Oats  and  Barley— Some  export  bu.slness 
is  working  in  these  every  day.  and  with 
the  foreign  demand  for  feed  stuffs  promis- 
ing to  be  a  material  factor  In  the  price  all 
this  year,  we  think  these  articles  will 
continue  for  export.  The  higher  cost  of 
rea-iiing  foreign  market  as  ocean  freights 
advance  with  the  wheat  movement  may 
operate  against  the  American  price  In 
these  articles. 

In  Corn— Foreign  markets  are  still 
steadily  taking  old  crop  American  corn 
at  a  price  of  around  tSc  In  foreign  mark- 
ets. They  are  also  willing  to  contract  our 
new  crop  at  60  to  10c  discount  under  this 
basis,  so  that  there  promises  to  be  a 
steady  market  at  good  prices  for  what 
promises  to  be  one  of  the  largest  crops 
of  corn  America  has  ral.sed. 

Summing  up  the  grain  situation  In 
America,  there  is  everything  that  should 
please  our  business  interests.  We  appear 
to  have  a  good  exportable  surplus  of  all 
grains— the  price  basis  Is  very  satisfac- 
tory to  the  farmer,  and  promises  to  draw 
from  foreign  markets  to  America  an 
amount  of  money  value  which  cannot  help 
but  have  a  favorable  effect  on  American 
business  this  coming  year."

Portsmouth,  Aug.  24.  —  President 
Roosevelt's  moves  to  save  the  peace 
conference  are  folloAving  each  other  in 
quick  succession.  He  Is  now  believed  to 
have  taken  a  new  step,  possibly  the 
final  one,  in  the  shape  of  a  last  appe^al 
to  both  sides  to  leave  the  question  of 
the  purchase  price  of  the  northern  half 
of  the  island  of  Sakhalin  to  arbitration 
of  a  board  or  commLssion.  Pinal  arbi- 
tration has  been  in  the  president's  mind 
from  the  beginning.  Tliis,  however,  is 
an  inference  from  what  is  actually 
known  to  have  taken  place  last  night 
and  this  morning.  He  sent  to  Mr. 
Witte  during  the  night  a  long  mes.sage, 
without  doubt  outlining  the  new  step 
he  had  resolved  upon.  Presumably  this 
message  was  prepared  after  the  presi- 
dent had  received  the  account  of  Am- 
bassador Meyer's  audience  with  the 
emperor  at  Peterhof.  yesterday.  •  It 
would  seem  to  follow  logically  that  Mr. 
Meyer's  reply  was  not  satisfactory  and 
therefore  necessitated  another  appeal 
Tiot  to  allow  a  mere  eiuestion  of  money 
to  stand  in  the  way  of  peace  and  to 
suggest  a  new  form  of  compromise  on 
the  points  still  in  issue.  The  mes.'--age 
of  the  president  reached  Secretary 
Peirce  and  was  placed  in  the  hands  of 
Baron  De  Rosen  at  an  early  hour  today. 

After  he  had  coiisulted  with  Mr, 
Witte,  the  proposition  was  placed  in 
Russian  code  and  dispatched  to 
Peterhof.  A  reply  to  the  president 
was  delivered  to  Secretary  Peirce  at 
9:30  this  morning.  Whether  it  was  a 
response  from  Peterhof  Is  not  known. 
It  may  only  have  been  a  message  from 
Mr,  Witte,  giving  his  views  of  the 
new  step  proposed  by  the  president. 
At  any  rate  the  summons  to  Mr. 
Peirce  to  receive  it  was  an  urgent  one. 
Mr.  Peirce  was  with  Mr.  Witte  and 
Baron  De  Rosen  twenty-five  minutes. 
The  message  given  him  was  immedi- 
ately placed  in  the  state  department 
cipher,  and  it  should  reach  Oyster  Bay 
and  bti  deciphered  this  afternoon.  Mr.

WILLIAM  HOPEFUL 

That    President   Roosevelt's 
Efforts  Will  Be  Successful. 

Berlin.  Aug.  24.— Emperor  William, 
the  Associated  Press  is  informed,  has 
expressed  to  the  members  of  his  en- 
tourage his  cordial  recognition  of 
President  Roosevelt's  efforts  for  peace 
and  his  hopes  that  they  will  prove  suc- 
cessful.

Beyond  his  direct  appeal  to  Emperor 
Nicholas  of  Russia,  he  does  not  feel  he 
can  go  at  this  time.  There  are  reasons 
for  the  statement  that  the  president 
has  made  some  representations  to  the 
Tokio  government,  but  whether  they 
were  made  direct  to  the  Japanees  em- 
pe-ror  is  not  known.  No  confirmation 
of  the  report,  however,  is  obtainable 
here. 

Acting  Secretary  Barnes  said  today 
that  Ambassador  Meyer's  report  of  his 
audience  with  Emperor  Nicholas, 
cabled  ycstei-day  from  St.  Petersburg, 
had  not  been  received.  Assistant  Sec- 
retary of  State  Peirce,  at  Portsmouth, 
is  keeping  the  president  advised  con- 
stantly of  the  developments  of  the 
conference.  The  president  passed  the 
day  in  and  about  Sagamore  Hill.  No 
visitors  were  received.  With  the  ad- 
dition of  receiving  reports  the  presi- 
dent disposed  of  a  mass  of  official 
business,  most  of  it  being  routine. 

MUST    NOT  FAIL. 


President  Insists  That  Peace 
Shall  Follow  Conference. 

Portsmouth,  Aug.  24.— The  personality 
of    President    Roosevelt    looms    larger 


and  larger  In  the  crisis.  He  stands  be- 
tween the  warring  countries  insisting 
that  the  peace  conference  shall  not  fall. 
Had  not  he  stepped  Into  the  breach  Ihd 
conference  probably  woula  already  have 
gone  to  pieces.  Such  hope  as  remains 
that  it  will  end  In  peace  and  a  treaty, 
rests  upon  him. 

The  strength  of  the  president's  posi- 
tion is  that  he  commands  the  confidence 
of  both  sides.  He  has  already  accom- 
plished much,  using  his  good  offices  to 
impress  on  each  side  the  necessity 
of  mutual  concession  and  both  sides 
have  already  yielded  a  great  deal  to 
his  persuasion.  Only  a  single  point 
still  separates  them,  but  it  is,  as  It  has 
been  from  the  beginning,  the  crux. 

It  was  Mr.  Roosevelt's  compromise 
proposition  which  Baron  Komura  for- 
mally presented  at  yesterday's  meeting 
in  which  Japan  agreed  to  entirely  with- 
draw Articles  10  and  11  (surrender  of 
interned  warships  and  limitation  of 
Russia's  naval  force  In  the  Far  Eist) 
and  to  substitute  for  Articles  5  and  9 
(cession  of  Sakhalin  and  indemnity)  a 
new  article  providing  for  an  arrange- 
ment by  which  Japan  would  get  legal 
title  to  the  southern  half  of  Sakhalin 
which  she  possessed  before  the  treaty 
of  1875,  while  Russia  should  redeem  or 
repurchase  her  title  to  the  northerr* 
half  of  the  island  for  1,200,000,000  yen  or 
1600,000,000. 

While  it  is  Mr.  Roosevelt's  proposition 
in  substance,  the  Associated  Press  is  in- 
formed that  as  offered,  yesterday,  It 
varies  slightly  from  the  terms  of  the 
compromise  as  the  president  suggested 
it  to  both  sides.  In  exactly  what  parti- 
cular cannot  be  ascertained.  Hu.ssla,  It 
can  be  stated,  while  rejecting  the  com- 
promise because  It  includes  remuner- 
ation for  th?  cost  of  the  war  under  an- 
other name,  was  willing  and  Indeed  of- 
fered the  island  of  Sakhalin  by  not  only 
restoring  the  status  quo  existing  before 
the  treaty  of  1875,  but  by  delimiting  the 
frontier  and  forever  renouncing  all 
claim  to  the  southern  half. 

With  Articles  10  and  11  out  of  the  way 
by  Japanese  recession  and  Article  B 
settled  by  compromise,  the  only  thin|C 
which  remained  was  the  indemnity 
which  has  been  a  stone  wall  across  the 
path  of  a  complete  agreement.  Under 
the  financial  head,  Russia  offers  to  pay 
liberally  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
Russian  prisoners  in  Japan.  Her  ces- 
sion of  the  Chinese  Eastern  railroad 
also  will  place  a  tidy  sum  in  the  Jap- 
anese exchequer  but  further  than 
that  Mr.  Witte  has  as  yet  no  instruc- 
tions to  go. 

So  the  situation  stood  yesterday  when 
the  conference  adjourned  until  Satur- 
day. But  the  president  did  not  sur- 
render. He  carried  his  appeal  for 
peace  to  the  throne  of  the  Romanoffs, 
to  the  author  of  the  dream  of  reduced 
armaments  and  universal  peace. 
Ambassador  Meyer's  three  hour  audi- 
ence with  Emperor  Nicholas  yesterday 
during  the  very  time  when  the  plenti- 
potentiaries  at  the  nr  vy  yard  were 
explaining  to  each  other  their  Irrecon- 
cilable differences  may  have  moved  the 
deciding  factor.  There  is  as  yet  no 
clue  to  the  response  Mr.  Meyer 
received  from  Emperor  Nicholas, 
but  it  is  already  In  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's  hands  and  he  is 
In  a  position  today  to  determine  his 
next  step.  If  the  emperor^declined  ab- 
solutely to  yield  there  may  be  still  time 
to  turn  to  Tokio  for  a  last  appeal  to 
forego  1300.000,000  or  $400,000,000  rather 
than  protract  the  war  Indefinitely  at 
the  cost  of  millions  in  money  anei 
thousands  rjf  lives,  with  no  security 
that  she  will  ever  be  able,  whatever 
her  military  successes,  to  force  tribute 
from  her  burly  adversary. 

Now  too,  in  the  final  struggle,  the  in- 
fluence of  the  neutral  powers^  the 
threats  of  financiers  can  be  brought  to 
b«ar  to  force  the  combatants  to  cea.so 
the  bloody  strife  which  has  been  going 
on  for  nineteen   months. 

The  financiers  of  t|^  world  are  as 
potent  as  nations,  no  country  caa 
conduct  military  campaigns  with  ari 
empty  war  chest.  The  money  markets 
of  the  world  have  already  shown  a  dis- 
position to  close  their  doors  to  Russia 
unless  she  makes  peace.  In  consequence 
Russia,  only  the  other  day,  sought  to 
raise  an  internal  loan  of  $100,000,000. 
It  met  with  little  response  although, 
there  is  plenty  of  Idle  money  In  Russia. 
Yesterday  the  cable  brought  the  report 
that  at:  tiie  attempt  was  a  failure,  the 
treasury  had  restorted  to  an  l.ssue  of 
paper.  While  a  margin  of  gold  reserve 
for  paper  issues  still  remains,  it  Is  not 
large,  and  foreign  bankers  could 
shortly  force  liu.ssla  again  on  the  paper 
basis  fre>m  which  Mr.  Witte  rescued 
her.  A  failure  to  respond  to  Japanese 
appeals  for  loans  would  probably  place 
Japan  in  even  a  we>rse  position.  These 
considerations  in  the  next  few  days 
will  prove  all  powerful. 

It  can  be  stated  now  with  absolute 
positlveness  that  it  was  the  president's 
personal  message  to  Emper<Br  Nicholas 
yesterday,  delivered  to  his  majesty  In 
person  by  Mr.  Meyer,  which  was  com- 
municated to  Mr.  Witte  and  Barotv 
Rosen,  Tuesday  afternoon,  at  the  navy- 
yard.  The  president  desired  that  the 
Russian  envoys  should  be  appri-sed  of 
the  step  he  contemplated,  and  the  fact 
that  they,  as  is  understood,  approved 
of  it,  is  significant  in  the  extreme. 
President  Roosevelt,  until  Tuesday, 
had  confined  himself  to  communicat- 
ing with  Mr.  Witte  and  Baron  Kanoko.

He  -seldom  went  to  the 
theater,  but  whenever  he  aid  go.  he  at- 
ti  acted  attention  because  of  his  stature 
He  often  told  his  friends  that  by  de- 
livering a  brief,  but  very  brilliant  or- 
ation, he  won  a  box  scat  in  the  Broad- 
way theater. 

He  walked  down  an  aisle  and  took  a 
seat  long  before  the  time  for  the  even- 
ing's performance,  .so  as  to  avoid  at- 
tracting attention,  and  he  was  not 
noticed  until  the  curtain  was  rung  up, 
and  then  people  began  -shouting  "down 
in  front."  He  fidgeted  a  little,  but  the 
calls  continued,  so  that  at  last  he  be- 
gan slowly  to  stand  up.  He  was  so  de- 
liberate about  it,  that  the  audience 
gazed  in  amazement,  and  one  lady  ex- 
claimed: "There  seems  to  be  no  end  to 
him."  Finally,  he  reached  his  full 
height,  and  addressed  the  audience, 
saying: 

"Just  to  show  you  and  prove  to  you 
that  I   was  sitting  down.   I   will  stand

The  summons  and  complaint  in  the 
injunctional  suit  brought  by  William 
Burns  against  the  Modern  Structural 
Steel  company  and  the  city  of  Duluth, 
whereby  the  former  seeks  to  restrain 
the  city  from  operating  the  aerial 
bridge  across  the  ship  canal,  because  of 
an  alleged  breach  of  contract  and  for- 
feiture of  license,  were  filed  in  district 
court  this  morning  by  Ayers  &  Mc- 
Donald of  Minneapolis,  attorneys  for 
Mr.  Burns. 

The  case  was  begun  in  district  court 
of  this  county  some  time  ago,  on  change 
of  venue  from  the  district  court  of 
Ramsey  county.  William  Burns  pur- 
ports to  be  the  assignee  of  the  patent 
rights  of  Architect  C  A.  P.  Turner  of 
Minneapolis,  on  the  aerial  bridge  de- 
vice or  plan,  and  he  claims  that  the  city 
in  now  operating  the  bridge  Is  Infring- 
ing on  a  patent  right  and  that  his 
damages  amount  to  $20  for  every  day 
that  the  bridge  is  running. 

The  injunction  is  sought  on  the 
ground  that  the  city  has  forfeited  the 
license  Issued  to  the  Modern  Structural 
Steel  company  and  the  city  to  operate 
the  bridge  by  breach  of  terms. 

Mr.  Burns  claims  there  is  now  owing 
himself  and  Mr.  Turner,  under  a  con- 
tract with  the  Modern  Structural  Steel 
company,  a  balance  of  J6,y(K:»  with  in- 
lerist,  from  Apt  11  25,  ]:»05.  He  alleges 
himself  to  be  owner  of  the  bridge  pat- 
ent, also  of  the  contract  between  Mr. 
Turner  and  the  bridge  company  the 
carrying  out  of  which  is  claimed  to  be 
u  part  or  condition  of  the  license  is 
sued  the  city  for  t^  operation  of  the 
suspended  car  transfer. 

It  is  alleged  by  Mr.  Burns  that  by

aerial  bridge  contrary  to  Burns'  right 
as  patentee,  the  operation  being  an  Iti- 
fringcment  on  a  patent  right. 

In  his  complaint  Mr.  Burns  sets 
forth  that  Feb.  2.  1904,  the  city  en- 
teied  into  contract  with  the  bridge 
company  for  the  construction  of  an 
aerial  bridge,  to  cost  JIOO.OCK),  which 
amount  was  to  be  paid  up  in  full  when 
it  was  in  operation.  He  says  the  com- 
pany completed  the  bridge,  and  had  it 
in  operation  March  25,  19C5.  after 
which  it  operated  the  transfer  con- 
tinuously for  thirty  days,  and,  at  the 
end  of  the  time,  turned  it  over  to  the 
city,  the  latter  accepting  it  and  taking 
possession.  Bums  claims  to  have 
been  the  owner  of  the  patent  on  the 
"aerial  transfer  bridge'  when  the 
contract  was  made  between  the  city 
and  the  bridge  company,  and  alleges 
that  March  17  following  the  bridge 
company  made  its  contract  with  Archi- 
tect Turner  for  the  license  to  erect  and 
operate  the  bridge,  the  agreement  be- 
ing that  Mr.  Turner  was  to  receive 
$8,000  for  the  use  of  the  patent,  and  S 
per  cent  of  all  moneys  paid  the  bridge 
company  by  the  city.  After  this  con- 
tract was  made,  it  Is  claimed  to  have 
been  moditted,  Mr.  Turner  to  receive  4 
per  cent  of  the  moneys  paid  over  by 
the  city  as  the  work  progressed,  and 
the  remaining  4  per  cent  when  the 
bridge  was  in  good  working  order. 

About  August  30,  1II04,  the  city  is 
said  to  have  paid  the  bridge  company 
$3.', 000  under  Its  contract,  and  the  com- 
pany immediately  paid  over  four  per 
tent,  or  $1,400,  to  Architect  Turner 
under  Its  contract  with  him.  It  Is 
further  alleged  that  April  25.  when  the 
bridge  was  accepted  by  the  city  the 
second  payment  to  Turner  under  his 
contract  became  due  and  was  de- 
manded, but  that  the  bridge  company 
neglected  and  refused  to  pay  over  the 
amount,   which   is  claimed   to  be  $1,400. 

Mr.  Burns  alleges  that  the  only  con- 
sideration that  was  received  for  the 
license  to  build  and  operate  the  bridge 
was  Turner's  contract  with  the  bridge 
company  and  the  city's  contract  with 
the  same  company,  the  understanding 
being  that  both  would  live  up  to  their 
agreements. 

It  Is  now  claimed  that  the  city  has 
neglected  and  refused  to  live  up  to  the 
terms  of  its  contract  with  the  bridge 
company,  by  paying  the  balance,  or 
$65,000  due  on  the  structure,  and  that 
the  company,  in  turn,  refuses  to  keep 
Its  contract  with  the  architect,  or  his 
assignee.  In  paying-  the  alleged  bal- 
lance  due  of  $6,600. 

Attached  to  the  complaint  are  .several 
exhibits  comprising  copies  of  the  con- 
tracts and  certain  correspondence  be- 
tween the  architect  and  the  bridge 
tompanj',  also  a  copy  of  the  license 
Issued    to   the   city.

The  method  of  scoring 'the  boats  Is  to 
give  each  one  point  for  enteriing  a  race, 
and  one  pf.int  for  every  yacht  beaten 
across  the  line  at  the  finish.

CADETSHIPS  IN  JAPAN. 
Cadetships  in  the  Japanese  navy  are 
open  to  every  subject  in  the  empire,  as 
are  also  commissions  In  the  army  and 
all  civil  appointments  under  the  gov- 
ernment, says  the  Kansas  City  Journal. 
There  is  no  system  of  nomination,  and 
the  successful  candidates  are  chosen 
entirely  by  competitive  examination. 
The  naval  exploits  during  the  present 
war  have  naturally  given  a  strong 
Impetus  to  the  eagerness  of  high- 
spirited  youths  to  enter  a  service  which 
I  has  won  such  glory  for  their  country, 
and  the  applications  for  naval  cadet- 
ships  iluring  the  present  year  already 
far  exceed  in  number  those  of  any  pre- 
ceding entire  year.

meeting   of   the      National      Irrigation 

congress,    President   James  J.    Hill    of 

the   Great   Northern   railway,    was   the 
principal   speaker,    saying   in    part: 

How    this    campaign    was    begun,    many 
of  us  still  remember,  and  it  l.s  right  tiiat 
tlie    people    should    not    now    forget.      The 
first   work  in  spying  out  the  land   for  ir- 
rigation,   in   investigating  its   possibilities, 
a^id  above  all  in  getting  its  merits  before 
the  people  was  done  by  the  r.iilroad  c  jm- 
panies.     At   first  three,   and  a  little  later 
five    of    the    great    sy.'^tems    of    the    West 
united   and    furnished    each    $5,0(KI   a    yearj 
as  a  working  fund  to  make  the  nece^'^ary  ; 
inciuiries  and  to  spread  the  facts  abroad.  1 
It    was    by    the    provision    of    these    cor-' 
porations,  studying  tlie  inteie.sts  and  wel- 
fare of  the  West,  searching  for  me;uis  to 
increase  the  tillable  area,   the  w-ealtli,   the 
population    and    the    prosperity    of       the 
country    tributary    to    tlicm,    that    irriga- 
tion first  passed   from     the  sphere  of  the 
bookmen  to   that    of   the   men    of  affairs; 
that   it    rose   from   the  rank   of   a    theory 
and   an  idealists  dream   to  that  of  a  «a- 
and  an  idealist's  dream  to  that  of  a  na- 
and  fortified  by  a  national  law.     It  would 
be   strange   if  they   had   not    now   the   In- 
ttnsest  interest  in  the  working  out  of  the 
magnificent   scheme   at   whose    birth    they 
presided    and    whose    infancy    was    nur- 
tured by  their  care.     For  by  it  the  boun- 
daries   of  man's    heritage   are    to    be    en- 
larged,  the   volume   of     the   food   supply, 
mans   first  necessity,   may  be  almost  in- ' 
definitely  expanded,  and  the  total   sum  of; 
the  world's  available  wealth  and  of  com-  '• 
mon    comfort    may   be   expanded,    und   at  I 
the   same   time   the   conditioiis   of  the   in- 1 
dividual    laborer,    of    the    family,    of    the 
home,  may  be  so  bettered  as  to  counter- 
act   those   tendencies  that   are   commonly 
admitted    to    be    threatening    in    the    de- 
velopment of  the  race  and  the  rearing  of 
a  higher  civilization. 

The  need  of  this  new  area  for  home 
building  is  immediate  and  pressing.  Tliere 
lies  the  great  source  of  wealth  which  alone 
may  and  must  be  drawn  upon  without 
Intermission  for  man's  needs.  The  forest 
falls,  the  mine  is  depleted  of  its  precious 
contents,  even  the  seas  might  if  searched 
too  severely,  cease  to  give  tribute,  but 
the  soil  is  the  last  unfailing  resource. 
Play  games  as  we  may  with  picture  cards 
adorned  with  other  names,  the  man  at  ihe 
bottom,  the  man  with  his  foot  upon  a 
plot  of  ground,  the  man  who  is  drawing 
from  the  earth  food  for  himself  and  others 
is  the  foundation  of  all  advancement  as 
well  as  of  all  prosperity.  Mnko  way  for 
him;  for  where  he  is  decaying  the  pillars 
of  the  state  are  weakening,  and  all  the 
more  impressive  forms  of  wealth  are  | 
trembling  toward  the  dust.  ! 

The  need   of  more   land   spaces   for   the  | 
home  builders  is  created  by  the  rapid  set- 1 
ilement   of   the    country   and   precipitated 
and    aggravated   by    the    insane    policy    of 
land    laws    which    tend    toward    the    ex-: 
haustion  of  the  public   domain  by  the  land 
monopolist   and    speculator.     Except   in   a 
few  selected  spots  where  the  influence  of  I 
the  railroad   companies  as  colonizers  has  i 
been    exercised    to    secure    actual    settle- 
ment on  their  lands,  the  influx  of  actual 
cultivators  is  so  small  as  scarcely  to  be  | 
reckoned  with.     Those  who  go  upon  gov-  1 
ernment  land  in  our  day  for  the  purpose  1 
of  making  homes  are  a  handful.     In  con- 
trast with  this  the  following  table  giving 
the  increa.se  m  area  of  public  lands  p.iss-  I 
ing    Into    private    ownership    each    year,  j 
shows  how  rapidly  our  patrimony  Is  pass- 
ing away:

Doubtless  congress  will  consent  to 
amend  the  land  laws  by  the  repeal  of 
those  employtd  now  solely  to  nicrease 
the  holdings  of  the  di.«honcst  man  and 
to  give  rise  to  such  scandals  as  havo 
lately  thrown  shame  upon  the  Americiin 
name;  t-ut  if  the  future  is  to  be  judged 
by  the  past,  this  access  of  wisdom  and  ot 
honesty  will  come  only  when  there  is  no 
longer  any  land  left  that  is  riesired  by 
the  lumb«r  king  or  the  cattle  baron.  It 
is,  therefore,  tf  the  utmost  moment  that 
these  lands  capable  of  reclamation, 
which  it  was  not  in  the  past  to  their  in- 
terest to  acqulif.  and  which  are  at  leist 
partially  and  in  a  lame  fashitm  safeguard- 
ed by  the  law  of  19l'2,  should  b*-  prepared 
as  a  r>atrimony  for  the  days  when  the 
land  hunger  that  is  as  old  and  as  hide- 
stnictible  as  man  shall  find  no  food  for 
its  reasonable  ^alisfaction. 

There  is.  indeed,  a  magnificent  area 
available  for  this  purpose.  One-third  of 
the  entire  land  area  of  the  United  State*» 
outside  of  Alaska  and  our  other  outlying 
possessions  is  still  vacant.  The  great 
bulk  of  this  is  included  within  the  region"* 
known  as  arid  and  semi-arid.  In  the  six 
tten  dlvisi<-ns,  thirteen  states  and  three 
territories,  to  which  the  reclamation  act 
is  applicable,  there  are  533.4J«;.U00  acres 
vacant  out  of  a  total  of  97i;,777.00O  acres. 
What  fKirtion  of  this  can  ultimately  be 
made  fit  for  the  habitation  of  man  we  are 
unable  at  the  present  moment  to  declare. 
Undoubtedly,  for  reasons  to  be  stated 
hereafter,  it  will  b<'  largely  in  excess  of 
curi«Vit  estimates.  And  it  is  confldentlv 
stated  i:>y  good  authorities  that  about  GO- 
W'O.OOO  acrt.<  are  capable  of  supportmg  a 
settled  population  on  the  basis  of  irrigat- 
ing enterprises  now  regarded  as  feasible. 
A  great  portion  of  this  area,  many  times 
as  valuable  for  production  as  the  same 
eiuantity  of  land  would  be  Upon  the  rich- 
est prairie  or  in  the  timbered  districts,  l.«i 
hicluded  within  the  states  and  territories 
carved  out  cf  the  mighty  acquisition 
which  is  celebrated  by  the  magnifi.^^-nt 
exiKtsition  here  before  our  eves.  The 
cause  of  irrigation  is,  indeed,  in  a  spe- 
cial sense,  the  cause  of  the  country  in- 
cluded in  the  Louisiana  purchase,  justi- 
fying after  the  lapse  of  a  cintury  th© 
statesmanship  which,  far-slghte-d  for  Its 
age.  was  more  brilliant  than  those  who 
conceived  and  executed  it  eouJd  possioly 
have  imagined. 

WAR  ON  WE.\K LINGS. 
An  eminent  physician,  writing  to  the 
London  Dally  Mail,  demands  legislation 
which  will  prohibit  marriages  between 
persons  afflicted  with  either  mental  or 
physical  diseases.  He  asserts  that  his 
Investigations  show  that  a  large  propor- 
tion of  the  Inmaies  in  hospitals  and  in- 
sane asyiuras  are  committed  to  those  in- 
stitutions because  they  inherited  their 
affliction.  "In  savage  races,"  he  adds, 
"natural  selection  remorselessly  cuts 
down  the  disea.«ed,  the  race  does  not 
become  contaminated  and  thus  a  high 
standard  of  health  is  maintained.  We, 
en  the  other  liand,  surround  the  weak- 
lings with  an  artificial  environment,  and 
we  struggle  with  all  our  strength  against 
the  law  which  condemns  the  unfit  to  ex- 
tinction." 

MACHINERY   OF  MEMORY. 

The  machinery  of  memory  was  thus  in- 
terestingly described  by  an  authority  on 
the  brain: 

"The  act  of  remembering  something,"  he 
said,  "involves  a  distinct  change  in  the 
brain  substane-e.  The  thing  to  be  remem- 
bered is  recorded  by  a  little  nerve  cell. 
The  first  time  the  cell  does  its  work  an 
impression  Is  made  upon  it.  But  that 
impres.slon  is  apt  to  wear  off  unless  the 
action  of  the  cell  Is  repeated,  and  the 
oftener  this  is  the  case  the  moro  fixed 
becomes  the  impression,  or  "cell  memory.* 
as  It  Is  called.  Suppose  that  the  wf.rk 
of  this  particular  cell  Is  to  enable  you 
to  recognize  a  certain  smell.  If  the  Im- 
pression is  made  but  once,  the  cell  may 
fail  to  retain  it.  but  if  It  is  rcix:ate<l  sev- 
eral times,  a  lasting  impression  will  be 
made,  and  you  will  recognize  the  par- 
ticular cdcr  when  you  meet  wl;h  it 
nsain." 

ACTING  AS  SHEPHERD. 
In  Switzerland  and  other  mountainous 
countries  goats  lead  long  strings  of  ani- 
mals dally  to  and  from  the  mountains,  but 
it  Is  in  South  Africa  that  the  zoat  Is 
regularly  kept  and  employed  as  a  leader 
of  sheep,  says  the  Kan.sas  City  Journal. 
Should  a  blinding  storm  of  rain  or  hail 
drive  the  sheep  before  It,  or  cause  them 
to  huddle  together  In  a  comer,  so  that 
there  Is  a  danger  of  their  suffocating  each 
other,  the  trained  goat  will  wake  them 
up,  and.  by  a  method  of  his  own,  induce 
them  to  follow  him  to  a  place  of  safety.

Plans  for  the  enlargement  of  the  Du- 
luth Boat  club,  which  have  been  under 
consideration  for  several  months,  have 
finally  matured,  and  it  is  now  announc- 
ed by  the  officers,  that  the  club  house 
will  be  practically  double  In  size  before 
next    year. 

The  club  has  just  closed  a  deal  for 
the  purchase  of  two  lots  lying  just 
north  and  adjoining  the  present  site  of 
the  boat  house  on  Park  Point.  This 
purchase  will  give  the  club  an  addi- 
tional frontage  of  eighty  feet,  and 
water  rlg^hts  extending  out  600  feet  in- 
to the  harbor. 

The  plans  are  now  being  drawn  for 
an  addition  to  the  club  house,  whicii 
amounts  practically  to  a  new  building 
equal  if  not  greater  in  size  than  the 
present  building.  Tills  will  be  con- 
structed on  the  newly  acquired  ground, 
and  the  two  buildings  will  be  connected 
by  a  bridge. 

The  lower  floor  of  the  new  building 
will  be  used  for  the  accomodation  of 
launches,  and  there  will  be  room  for 
from  twenty-five  to  thirty  boats  pro- 
vided. 

On  the  upper  floor  a  cafe  will  be  In- 
stalled, with  a  steward's  office.  The 
cafe  will  be  enclosed  entirely  with 
glass,  giving  an  outlook  on  all  sides. 
The  remaining  part  of  the  upper  floor 
will  be  used  as  a  ball  room,  which  will 
give  the  club  two  dajicing  floors,  one 
in  each  building.  One  of  these  can 
then  be  rented  out  to  members  for 
private  dancing  parties,  without  in- 
convlence      to      the      other      members. 

The  cafe  which  for  the  present  is 
enclosed  in  the  south  half  of  the  piazza, 
will  be  removed,  restoring  the  addi- 
tional   veranda   room. 

The  old  club  iiouse  will  be  repainted 
the  same  color  as  the  new  one,  and 
the  two  buildings  together  will  give  the 
boat  club  one  of  the  finest  homes  of 
any  boat  or  yacht  club  in  the  North- 
west. 

The  club  this  year  expended  several 
hundred  dollars  in  racing  equipment, 
and  it  now  has  shells  enough  to  last 
for  two  or  three  years  to  come,  so  that 
no  further  expenditures  in  this  line 
will  be  necessary.  The  finances  are  in 
excellent  shape,  and  the  mortgage  on 
the  old  building  is  nearly  paid  off,  so 
that  the  offl<?ers  figure  that  they  can 
undertake  the  er€»ction  of  the  new 
house   without   fear  of  embarressment. 

The  large  and  growing  membership 
of  the  club  has  made  the  addition 
necessary,  and  the  demand  for  a  launch 
house  caused  the  plans  to  be  hurried. 

It   is   planned   to   have    the   addition 


complete     and    ready     for     occupation 
early  next  year.

MILLS  TAXED 
TO  THE  UTMOST 


Especially  on  Iron  Build- 
ing Materials  and 
Steel  Rails. 

Cleveland.  Aug.  24.— The  Iron  Trado> 
Review  .<iays:  Although  the  volume  of 
new  business  entered  during  the  past 
week  has  not  been  as  large  as  in  some 
previous  weeks,  conditions  conlinuL 
sound,  and  mills  are  taxed  to  their  ut- 
most capacity,  especiaJly  on  building 
materials  and  rails.  The  most  inter- 
esting development  of  the  i>ig  iron 
market  was  the  holding  of  informal 
conferences  by  representatives  of  the 
Bessemer  association  with  United 
States  Steel  corp'^ration  officials  con- 
cerning the  purchase  of  Bessemer  Iron 
for  September  dellverj'.  The  corpora- 
tion is  now  using  its  surplus  iron  at 
the  rate  of  20,000  tons  per  day,  and 
officials  agree  that  it  will  be  s<jon 
necessary  to  make  a  purchase.  It  Is 
understood  that  there  is  a  slight  dif- 
ference of  opinion  on  the  part  of  cor- 
Ijoration  officials  and  makers  of  Bes- 
semer aa  to  the  price  which  should  be 
paid,  but  it  is  not  thought  that  there 
will  be  any  serious  difficulty  in  reach- 
ing an  agreement,  and  !t  is  probable 
that  the  purcliase  of  about  40,000  tons 
will  be  announced  before  the  first  of 
September.  The  market  for  Bessemer 
and  basic  is  showing  greater  strength, 
which  sellers  believe  will  be  main- 
tained, even  if  the  corporation  does  not 
make  the  expected  purchase.  Basic  is 
esiiecially  strong,  as  indicated  by  re- 
ports from  numerous  manufacturing 
centers.  The  usual  quotation  for 
basic,  Bessemer  and  No.  2  foundry  is 
$14.50  at  Ohio  furnaces.  In  addition 
to  the  orders  placed  la^t  week  for  a 
large  car  ferry  and  two  large  steel 
freighters,  it  is  expected  that  within 
a  few  days  contra^rts  will  be  let  for

Wooster,  Ohio,  Aug.  24.— "Never, 
feir."  v.as  the  emphatic  answer  of  Gen. 
C.  R.  Miner,  when  asked  by  Attorney 
.Smyser  if,  as  related  by  Capt.  Tag- 
gart,  he  had  ever  lelt  Mrs.  Taggart's 
leg  berieath  a  dinner  table. 

"1  did  not,  sir,"  was  the  equally  em- 
phatic answer  when  he  was  asked, 
point  blank.  If,  on  May  7.  19C3,  he  com- 
mitted a  statutory  offense  with  Mrs. 
Taggart. 

The  general's  wife  was  with   him    in 

the  court  rcom.  Apparently  she  does 
not  believe  the  stories  that  have  been 
told  about  her  husband  and  Mrs.  Tag- 
gart, for  she  came  to  add  her  testi- 
mony to  his  in  an  endeavor  to  show- 
that  Mis.  Taggart's  character  JB  all 
that  tculd  be  desired.  However,  she 
listened  intently  as  htr  husband  gave 
his  testimony. 

Gen.  Miner,  in  response  to  questions, 
insisted  that  at  dinner  parties  he 
never  allowed  his  hands  to  wander 
under  the  table,  that  he  never  posted 
a  servant  girl  or  anyone  else  to  watch 
while  he  went  with  Mrs.  Taggart  into 
the  parlor  of  her  home,  and  that  he 
never  went  out  of  Taggart's  house  by 
the  back  door.  "I  never  went  out  of 
the  back  way  In  any  house  in  the  gar- 
ri.^on  except  my  own,"  he  said. 

In  regard  to  his  treatment  of  Capt. 
Taggart,  the  general  frankly  admitted 
that  ptrhaps  he  allowed  his  prejudice 
to  influence  him  to  a  certain  degree, 
but  sought  to  justify  all  his  acts. 

C>n  the  matter  cf  imprisonment  of 
Capt.  Taggart.  and  the  claim  of  a 
conspiracy,  he  said:  "1  learned  of  the 
ct.nduct  of  Taggart  the  morning  after 
the  occurrence  from  r'apt.  Poor.  I 
called  Adjt.  Be^acon  and  Col.  Holf  and 
sent  for  Capt.  Taggart.  Wh^n  Tag- 
gart came  1  told  him  of  the  report  ol 
his  abuse  of  Mrs.  Taggart.  He  made 
no  denial,  but  said  he  must  have  been 
crazy.  He  spoke  of  his  wife  as  being 
as  pure  and  white  as  thf  driven  snow, 
and  called  on  God  to  witness  that  he 
never  struck  her  before. 

"I  went  with  Hoff  and  Beacon  to  see 
Mrs.  Taggart.  and  found  her  self-ios- 
scssed.  One  of  her  eyes  was  blackened, 
and  she  told  me  her  hair  had  been 
pulled  out  In  a  couple  of  places,  and 
her  shoulder  was  bruised.  I  then  had 
Taggart  confined  in  the  hospital  to 
protect  his  wife  and  to  observe  his 
mental  condition.  I  did  not  lock  him 
up  for  intoxication,  for  until  that  time 
his  reputation  for  st^briety  was  un- 
surpassed. I  never  gave  any  advice 
or  orders  to  Capt.  Taggart.  either  di- 
rect or  through  Col.  Hoff,  in  regard  to 
Taggart's  writing  letters  to  Mrs.  Tag- 
gart or  anyone  else.  Mrs.  Taggart 
begged  me  not  to  court-martial  hei 
hutband,  on  account  of  her  children 
and  the  disgrace,  but  it  wa.s  not  her 
pleading  that  kept  me  from  doing  so."  , 

On  cross-examination  Gen.  Miner  I 
took  up  the  record  of  Capt.  Tagrgart  j 
tor  the  year  1903,  as  made  out  by 
Miner  and  sent  to  the  war  depart-  j 
ment.

NOT  PROBING 
ANY  SCANDAL 


Civil  Service  Commission- 
er H.  F.  Greeoe  Here 
Solely  for  Pleasure. 

H.  F.  Greene,  formerly  of  Duluth  and 
new  a  civil  service  commissioner  in 
Washington,  D.  C,  is  in  the  city  visiting 
at  the  home  of  E.  P.  Alexander.  Mr. 
Greene  Is  looking  well  and  says  he  is 
enjoying  the  he.st  of  health.  He  asterts 
that  his  visit  here  is  purely  for  pleasure. 

There  was  some  rumor  in  connection 
:  with  the  announcement  of  his  com- 
I  ing,  to  the  effect  that  he  was  coming 
I  up  in  this  country  to  prcbe  matters  in 
connection  with  some  of  the  public  scan- 
dals in  the  Federal  departments.  This 
Mi.  Greene  denies.  He  said  this  morn- 
ing that  he  will  go  from  here  to  St.  Paul, 
then  to  Milwaukee,  Chicago,  Peoria  and 
other  points  tc  look  into  the  workings  of 
the  internal  revenue  departments,  tut 
while  this  is  not  a  regular  investigation, 
it  is  not  special  in  the  sense  that  it  wt  uld 
be  In  a  case  where  there  was  suspicion 
of  wrong  doing.  The  only  thing  the 
commission  desires  to  find  out  is  whether 
or  not  the  civil  service  is  working  as  it 
should  in  connection  with  the  Internal 
revenue  department;  whether  appoint- 
ments are  made  en  the  merits  of  exami- 
nations or  if  political  preference  is  shown. 
There  Is  no  knowledge  in  the  possession 
of  the  commissioners  that  things  are  not 
working  rightly  but  they  merely  want 
to  know. 

Mr.  Greene  says  it  Is  a  welcome  change 
to  get  the  breezes  of  Duluth  after  the 
heat  of  Washington  and  added: 

"You  can  express  any  pleasing  senti- 
ment you  please  regaruing  the  splendid 
summer  climate  ol  Duluth  and  I  will 
subscribe  to  It."

It  is  barely  posaible   liiat  a  failure  ot  peace  negotia 
t'ions  and  a  renewal  of  the  war  might  not  be^such  a  bad  '  ^j  ^^  70,000   Russian  prisoners  of  war  confined  there  the 

R  issian  language.  N'ine-tenths  of  the  prisoners,  most 
ot  whom  are  from  Port  Arthur,  are  said  to  be  illiterate, 
ai  d  the  Japanese-  government  has  established  schools 
to  teach  these  ignorant  Russians  their  own  alphabet 
ard  language.  The  Japan  Daily  Times  says  that  thanks 
to  this  teaching,  many  of  the  soldiers  wdio  were  totally 
illiterate  are  now  able  to  write  letters  to  their  homes. 
T  le  Kobe  Daily  News  issues  an  illustrated  weekly 
called  "J'ipan  and  Russia,"  expressly  for  the  edification 
01  the  Russian  prisoners  themselves.  The  magazine 
steks  to  keep  the  70,000  prisoners  informed  about  the 
pi  ogress  of  the  war  and  the  attitude  of  the  world  to- 
w  trd  it. 

The  Daily  News  states  that  the  further  object  of 
tie  publication  of  the  magazine  is  to  "acquaint  the  pris- 
oners with  the  characteristics  of  our  people,  thus  pre- 
p-iring  the  way  for  mutual  friendship  and  confidence  be- 
tveen  the  two   nations  after  the  restoration   of  peace." 

In  addition,  the  prisoners  are  being  treated,  it  is 
s;id,  with  uncommon  courtesy  and  consideration,  and 
many  of  them  are  said  not  to  be  at  aU  anxious  to  be 
n  leased,  as  their  condii'ions  are  better  than  they  have 
b  -en  for  a  long  time.

A  phy«iriaii  of  this  city  has  foi  three 
years  been  experimenting  with  hay- 
fever  antitoxins,  and  the  re;^Lilt  of  his 
experiments  are  described  In  a  paper 
printed  In  the  July  number  of  Ameri- 
ca'   Medicine. 

Dr  Mac-Coy  states  that  when  he  be- 
gan these  experiments  In  September, 
1S03  the  cases  v.-ere  well  advanced  But 
by  the  use  of  the  antitoxin  serum  he 
■was  able  to  afford  mtigital  relief  to  his 
^.^tients.  li  1904,  with  the  develop- 
nu  at  cf  the  early  cases,  he  began  the 
use  of  th€  senum.  and  the  cases  were  so 
perfectly  controlled  that  the  subjects 
■were  rendered  immune.  But  the  late 
autumnal  cases  refused  to  respond  to 
the  porum  injections,  and  the  entire  ser- 
iea  of  applications  teemed  to  fail.

Pricsls  From  Afghanistan 

Would  Convert  England 

to  Islamism. 

London,    Aug.    24.-She.kh    QuiUiam. 
the  head  of  Islamism  in  England,  was 


puzzled  by  two  strange  dark  men  who  | 
visited  his  office  in  Liverpool  a  few 
days  ago.  After  several  vain  attempts 
to  talk  with  them  In  Arabic.  Turkish 
and  Persian,  he  found  they  could  un- 
derstand  Hindustan. 

Then  they  told  him  a  strange  story. 

They  were  Afghan  priests..     Jhe  elder, 

jv^o'is  6«}  years  old.  was.  in  December. 

1903,    teaching    the    younger,    when    an 

angel    appeared    and    commanded    him 

,0    proceed     tO    England    immediately 

to  hold   up  the  hands  of  Sheikh   Qutl- 

liam  and  help  him  lead  the  English  into 

Islamism.  ^  ^    .  ^^- 

The    m^n    startecl   the   next   day,-  and 

walked    from    Kandahar    through    the 


Khybcr  Pass  into  India.  Thence  they 
went  to  Bombay,  supporting  them- 
selves by  preaching  on  the  way.  From 
Bombay  they  succeeded  in  reaching 
Marseilles,  and  walked  thence  to  Bor- 
deaux. From  that  place  they  took  a 
steamer  to  London,  where  they  stayed 
for  some  time  with  Indian  sailors  whom 
they  met  at  the  dock.  Then  they 
walked  to  Liverpool,  and  reached 
Bhelkh  QuiUiam  after  a  journey  of 
nearly  three  years,  the  details  of  which 
would  be  a  worthy  subject  for  Kipling. 
Sheikh  QuiUiam  dissuaded  them  from 
beginning  to  preach  at  once,  as  he  said 
It  would  be  impossible  to  convert  the 
English    without    knowing    their    lan- 


guage, but  the  mullah  insisted.  He  said 
he  knew  three-fourths  of  the  Koran  by 
heart  beside  5,000  hadees  or  transitional 
stories  of  Mohammed.  He  •would  stand 
up  and  recite  these  in  the  streets  of 
Liverpool,  -ind  felt  sure  that  even  if. 
the  people  could  not  understand  them 
they  would  be  charmed  Into  accepting

PIER  WORK 
PROGRESSES 


ImprovcnicDt    at     Port 

Wing    Harbor    Is 

Well  Along. 

The  con.sitructlon  of  the  new  western 

entrance  pier  at  the  harbor  3f  Port 
Wing,  on  the  south  shore,  which  w^ 
begun  July  2.  has  been  progressing 
favorably  under  good  weather  condi- 
tions and  Is  well  along,  although  n«t 
yet  near  completion.  According  to  the 
plans  of  the  government  engineers  the 
work  is  to  be  completed  by  Oct.  1,  this 
year.  At  the  presen*.  time  nearly  all 
the  piling  has  been  driven,  and  worK 
IS  to  be  started  very  sh<>rtly  of  filling 
iU"  J>etween  the  piles  with  slabs  and 
r>?k». 
The    western    pi^.    when    c>mpl?ied. 


will  be  601  fe?t  long,  and  will  paiillel 
the  eastern  pier,  which  wa.s  built  two 
years  ago.  The  piers  are  2ii0  fcft 
apart.  PreviDus  to  the  driving  of  the 
piles  a  treii 'h  was  dredged  for  the 
pier  to  a  depth  of  ten  feet  below  low 
water  mark,  ajid  of  a  sufficient  widtli 
to  prevent  the  .<*and  from  filling  in 
where  the  pier  is  to  stand.  In  the 
dredging  work  a<jme  old  timber,  logs 
and  piles  were  en -ountered.  the  re- 
mains of  a  former  pier  that  existed 
yeirs  ig». 

While  this  class  of  piers  is  not  con- 
sidered as  substantial  as  the  large 
concrete  pir?r  it  the  Duluth  ship  canal, 
and  which  ire  being  put  In  at  Superior 
entry,  they  are  said  to  answt-r  e very- 
purpose  for  .some  .years  to  come,  and 
until  Port  Wing  .acquires  greater  im- 
portance  as  a  like   shipping   point. 

The  piers  are  not  nearly  as  expostid 
as  those  here.  The  .--labs  comprise  re- 
fuse from  the  sawmill  at  Port  Wing, 
and  these  are  thrown  in  around  the 
piling  and  held  down  by  sindstone. 
which  is  fourrd  in  qu»ntitly  at  Port 
Wing  and  Ashland,  The  larger  pieces 
of  stone  are  laid  against  the  piles, 
ani  the  smaller  pieces  are  thrown  pi 
the  center,  the  slabs  being  cover-^d  to 
a  depth  of  four  feet.  All  the  work 
done  by  the  contractors  is  utader  the 
supervision  of  a  government  inspec- 
tor.

Permanent  Sea  and  Ser- 
ious Clifflalic  Changes 
Threaten  California. 

Lo.s  Angeles.  Cal.,  Aug.  24.— Along  the 
.«ilwre  of  thf*  Salton  sea.  away  down  In 
the  southwest  corner  of  the  I'lilied  States, 
a  battle  hais'  ^been  waging  for  the  past 
month  and  for  the  second  time  this  year, 
witli  wind  and  wave.s  on  the'  one  "hand 
threatening  to  demoli.sh  the  works  <»f 
man.  and  man  on  thp  other  hand  en- 
deavoring to  harne.s.s  and  hold  hi  check 
the  Unruly  elements. 

And,  after  working  almost  without  ces- 
sation for  thirty  days  or  mole,  wind  .md 
wave  have  linally  gained  the  ma.siery  of 
the  entire  flow  of  th«»  Colorado  river, 
which  is  pouring  into  the  S-ilton  .■<(•«. 

It  mfans  that  there  l.s  grave  danger  that 
the  Salton  sea  will  be  permanent,  and  im- 
portant climatic  changiM  in  Llie  .southern  • 
desert  country  will  re.'<ult.  The  gi e,n  delta 
at  th('  mouth  of  the  Colorado,  wliifh  has 
been  growing  rapidly,  has  upiiitreiitly 
dammed  the  mouth  of  the  .stream. 

If  the  channel  permanently  chanpfes.  It 
will  be  more  than  huinati  energy-  can  .ac- 
compli.sh  to  turn  the  river  back  to  Its  ©Id 
bed. 

The  Southern  Pacific  will  have  to  oon- 
stnjct  a  complete  new  track  at  least 
twenty-five  miles  long  around   the  .sea. 

In    order    to    understand    the    situ.ition, 
one  mu.st  bear  in  mind  a   few  facts  relat- 
ing to  the  Salton  sea.    This  body  of  water 
lies   in    Sati    Diego   county.      It    is    fed    by* 
the    Colorado   river. 

Three  years  ago  a  can.il  was  cut  from 
the  Colorado  river  to  the  Imperial  \  alley 
for  irrigation  purposes.  At  that  time  the 
water  in  the  river  was  very  low.  It  af- 
terwards fell  still  lower,  and  three  other 
canals  h;>d  to  l>e  cut  into  the  river  bank. 
all  ot  which  flowed  into  the  Hrst  In 
order  to  divert  more  water  for  irrigation, 
a  weir  was  afterwards  constructed  on 
the  river  below  the  la.st  opening.  No 
gates  or  locks  wpre  placed  at  the  entrance 
to   th*  canals. 

Tht^  river  rose  to  .stich  a  height  tn 
October.  1904.  that  it  .supplied  more  water 
than  the  ranchers  at  Imperial  could  con- 
trol, and  it  was  diverted  into  the  Salton 
sink.  The  river  formed  a  sandbar  along 
tlie  weir,  washing  large  ofiening.s  into 
the  canal.«<.  until  of  late  nearly  all  of  the 
water  from  the  Colorado  has  been  flowing 
into  the  sink. 

A  weird  sight  which  may  be  »e«»n  at  the 
pre.sent  time  is  pumice  stone  from  the 
long-extinct  volcanoes  floating  <m  the 
water.  The  stone  is  gray  in  color,  very 
light,  and  floats  on  the  water  in  large 
quantitif.-*.  often  in  the  shapf  of  large 
,bf>ulder«.  The  sea  is  about  %0  miles  long 
and  from  15  to  30  miles  wide.  The  lowp.st 
part  of  the  sink  is  280  feet  below. sea 
level,  and  Is  today  under  about  30  feet 
of  water. 

The  Southern  Pacific  tracks  parallel  the 
Salton  sea,  aad  have  l>een  dailv  ttireat- 
ened  with  destruction  for  a  month.  Often 
waves  have  washed  over  the  tracks.

MlnneapolLs,  Aug.  24. — Dr.  George  R. 
Koch  of  New  Ulm,  the  man  ac<iultteJ 
of  murdering  Dr.  L.  A.  Gerbhardt,  after 
three  trials,  came  to  Minneapolis,  yes- 
terday. 

Dr.  Koch  Informed  a  representative 
of  the  Tribune  that  he  was  here  for  th© 
purpose  of  locating  and  that  it  was  his 
intention  to  establish  himself  in  Min- 
neapolis as  soon  as  possible.  He  ox- 
plained    that    conditions    in    New    Ulm 

rendered  It  difficult  for  him  to  live 
longer  in  that  community,  though  the 
remainder  of  the  Koch  family  would 
continue  to  reside  there. 

"It  may  be  understood,"  said  Dr. 
Koch,  "that  while  1  have  been  acquitted 
of  the  charge  madt;  against  me,  I  con- 
sider that  one  of  my  principal  objects 
in  life  must  be  to  discover  and  secure 
the  adequate  punishment  of  Dr.  Geb- 
hardt's  murderer.  My  father,  who  is 
72  years  old,  has  spent  a  large  part  of 
his  fortune  in  my  defense  and  since 
my  innocence  has  been  established  feels 
that  he  is  well  reraid.  but  for  my  part 
I  can  discern  no  justice  in  a  legal  ma- 
chine wliich  compels  an  innoeent  man 
to  improvlsh  hini.seif  and  his  family 
in  defense  of  an  accu.sation  which  had 
not  the  slightest  foundation  in  ract." 

"Do  you  mean  when  you  say  that  you 
propose  to  follow  up  and  discover  the 
murderer  of  Dr.  Gebhardt,  that  you

Of  Regulations  RegfardingRed 
Lake  Indian  Lands. 

Crookston,  Minn.,  Aug.  24.— (Special 
to  The  Herald.)— United  States  land 
office  officials  are  enforcing  very  strict 
rules  and  regulations  with  regard  to 
the  payment  of  the  second  installment 
on  Red  Lake  Indian  lands,  purchased 
from  the  government  by  settlers  a 
year  ago,  and  in  many  instances  the 
result  has  been  the  forfeiture  of  the 
homestead-^rs'  rights  to  the  govern- 
ment for  non-payment  of  the  amount 
of  money  due  as  second  payment 
within  sixty  days  after  the  first  year 
has  expired.  One  homesteader,  who 
brou.ght  in  his  money  on  the  day  fol- 
lowing the  last  of  the  sixty  days  of 
grace,  was  turned  down,  and  the  case 
will  be  made  a  test,  all  of  the  jiapers 
having  been  forwarded  to  Washington 
to  obtain  a  ruling  of  the  higher  offi- 
cials In  the  matter.  ITntil  such  time 
a&  the  commission.' r  rules  on  the  case, 
all  s«xond  payments,  not  made  before 
the  expiration  of  the  sixty  days,  will 
cause  a  foiftiture  of  the  land  involved 
and  Its  reversion  to  the  government. 
At  least  that  will  be  the  ruling  of  the 
Crookston  office  in  the  matter,  but  it 
may  be  appealed  to  the  Washington 
authorities.  Five  hundred  of  the  sec- 
ond installments  have  already  been 
paid  in.  and  the  average  of  delinquen- 
cies and  feirfeitures  will  be  very  small. 
Three  commutation  proofs  have  already 
been  issued  on  the  lands  opened  a 
year  ago,  and  sold  at  public  auction 
m  this  city  and  at  Thief  River  Falls.

OLD  MAN  OF  U 
KILLS  BROTHER 

James  R.  York,  Beloved 

For  His  Kindness,  Is 

Murdered. 

Lawrenceburg,  Ky.,  Aug.  24.— William 
H.  York,  up  to  a  few  days  ago  one  of 
the  most  highly  esteemed  men  in  An- 
derson county,  was  arrested  on  his 
seventy-second  birthday,  charged  wlih 
the  murder  of  his  elder  brother,  Jaumes 
R.  York,  one  of  the  county's  oldest  and 
wealthiest  men,  beloved  for  his  unos- 
tentatious charity. 

J.  R.  York  was  killed  on  Friday  last 
at  the  home  of  a  niece,  Mrs.  Anna  Wal- 
lace. The  top  of  his  head  was  blown 
off  with  a  shotgun  as  he  lay  asleep  in 
the  hall,  the  assassin  firing  through  the 
front  door,  which  was  slightly  ajar. 

Onlv  a  short  time  before  his  death 
Mr.  York  had  divided  two-thirds  of  his 
$500,000  estate  between  his  two  nieces 
and  William  H.  York,  iiow  under  ar- 
rest, their  titles  to  be  ab.solute  at  his 
death.  At  night  Mr.s.  Wallace  and  her 
children  returned  from  the  fair,  here. 
to  make  the  awful  discovery  of  her 
uncle's  murder. 

When  Mrs.  Blrdwhistle,  another  niece, 
and  her  family  reached  home  and 
learned  of  the  murder,  she  was  horri- 
fied to  find  that  her  husband's  shotgun, 
which  had  been  left  loaded  In  its  ac- 
customed place  In  a  corner  near  tho 
fireplace,  had  been  taken  out  and  both 
barrels  discharged.  The  gun  had  been 
used  In  an  attempt  to  put  the  crime  on 
Mr.  Blrdwhistle. 

From  the  first,  su.splclon,  backed  up 
by  bloodhounds,  pointed  to  the  mur- 
dered man's  brother.  He  is  now  in  jail 
at  Shelbyville. 

CHAIN  OF  EVIDENCE 

In  Iowa   Murder   Case    Has 
Been  Strengthened. 

Dt-8  Moines,  Iowa,  Aug.  24.— The  bbdy 
of  Fritz  Westbrook,  the  department 
store  clerk  murdered  on  the  night  of 
July  7.  was  exhumed  from  the  cemetery 
at  Grlnnell,  yesterday,  and  a  thirty- 
two  calibre  bullet  removed  therefrom. 
.  This,  the  detectives  believe.  Is  the 
concluding  link  to  the  chain  of  evi- 
dence which  will  eventually  convict 
William  Den  Berger  and  All>ert  Lath- 
am of  the  Westbrook  murder. 

The  police  have  In  their  possession 
the  revolver  which  It  Is  claimed  Den 
Berger  carried  on  the  night  of  the  mur- 
der.

At  the  or^.-ning  the  tone  of  the  market' 
was  easy,  with  a  moderate  amount  of 
selling  by  pit  traders,  but  a  firm  senti- 
ment developed  almost  immediately.  Sep- 
tember st.irteb  i-sc  to  \tc  down  at  SOS® 
W^c,  but  with  the  advent  of  the  di: - 
quieting  n  ws  ro"^e  by  quick  stages  to 
(H\c.  Tli?re  was  a  marked  falling  off  in 
marketing  of  the  grain  by  farmers,  and 
this  added  zest  to  the  buying  movement.

these  dispatches.  It  offered  to  with- 
draw Article  9,  providing  for  the  pay- 
ment by  Russia  of  Japan's  bill  for  the 
cost  of  war,  on  conditions  that  Rus- 
sia would  accept  Article  5,  which  pro- 
vides for  the  cession  of  the  island  of 
Sakhalin,  so  modified  as  to  include  an 
arrangement  for  the  purchase  by  Rus- 
sia of  the  northern  half  of  the  island 
for  1,200.000,0«>0  yen.  In  addition,  it 
offered  to  withdraw  entirely  Articles 
11  and  12  (surrender  of  the  Interned 
warships  and  limitation  upon  Russia's 
sea  power  in  the  Far  East).  It  was 
President  Roosevelt's  compromise,  and 
Mr.  Witte  knew  its  contents  as  well 
as  Raron  Komura.  The  question  of 
whether  he  had  been  '  bluffing"  wa* 
put  to  the  test. 

Without  a  moment's  hesitation,  Mr. 
Witte  explained  that  the  modifica- 
tion proposed  was  meroly  a  sham,  a 
change  of  phraseology,  a  diplomatic 
attempt  to  "dorer  la  pilule,"  and  ask 
Russia  to  pay  war  tribute  under  an- 
other name.

SCORE  OR  MORE  ARE 
DROWNED  IN  FIERCE 
FLOOD  IN  COLORADO 

Awful  Cloudburst  In  Rhode  Canyon 
Washes  Away  Town. 

% 

Many  Houses  Are  Swept  Down  By 
the  Relentless  Torrent. 


Trinidad,  Col.,  Aug.  24.— According  to 
information  received  from  Hastings, 
early  today,  possibly  fourteen  persons 
were  drowned  in  the  flood  at  Tabasco, 
sixteen  miles  north  of  Trinidad,  yes- 
terday evening.  Seven  houses  occu- 
pied by  Austrian  and  Italian  laborers 
and  their  families,  were  swept  away. 
Tabasco  and  Berwyn  coal  mining 
camps,    having     together     about     2,000 

population,  are  located  in  Rhode  can- 
yon. Parties  leaving  Trinidad  for  the 
scene  weer  unable  to  go  through  on 
account  of  washouts. 

The  Colorado  Southern  branch  line 
to  Berwyn  was  washed  away,  and  a 
heavy  volume  of  water  rushed  down 
the  canyon  all  night,  making  it  im- 
possible to  penetrate  to  the  point  where 
the  loss  of  life  is  said  to  have  occurred. 
Rumors  are  in  circulation  that  twelve 
to  twenty  hou.ses  were  swept  down  the 
canyon,  and  twenty-five  to  thirty-five 
lives  lost.  These  reports  are  still  un- 
verified   at    noon    today. 

Traffic  on  the  Colorado  Southern,  the 
Santa  Fe  and  the  Denver  &  Rio 
Grande  roads  is  Interrputed,  owing  to 
the  washouts  in  this  vicinity. 


Trinidad,    Colo.,    Aug.    25.— A     cloud- 
burst in  the  vicinity  of  Rliode  canyon, 


through  which  ordinarily  a  small 
stream  of  water  runs,  converted  the 
canyon  into  a  raging  torrent  last  nighty 
which  swept  through  the  towns  of  Ber- 
v.ynd  and  Tobasco,  wrecking  every- 
thing in  its  path  and  drowning  at 
is  estim.ated  at  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars,  suffered 
mostly  by  the  Colorado  Fuel  & 
Iron  company  and  the  Colorado  South-' 
em  Railway  company.  The  former 
company  had  mines  and  coke  ovens 
scattered  all  along  between  the  two 
mining  towns  of  Berwynd  and  Tobasco 
and  although  they  were  situated  most-' 
ly  out  of  reach  of  the  flood  the  tram- 
ways connecting  the  different  proper- 
ties of  the  company  were  practically  al> 
wrecked  and  the  loss  in  this  particular' 
will  be  immense.  The  railroad  com- 
pany had  a  line  running  up  the  moun- 
tain and  the  road  was  nearly  com- 
pletely washed  out.  It  is  impossible  to 
get  accurate  neyvs  of  the  loss  of  lifo 
and  property. 

Relief  parties  have  gone  from  this 
city  and  neighboring  towns  but  cannot 
reach  the  canyon  for  several  hours. 

From  all  directions  are  coming  re- 
ports of  the  disastrous  effects  of  the 
storm  which  enveloped  Trinidad  and 
the  territory  adjacent  for  miles  but  no 
further  loss  of  life  than  at  Berwynd 
and   Tobasco  has  been   reported. 


THE  SUPERVISION 
OF  ALL  INSURANCE 

By  Federal  Authority  Is  Recom- 
mended By  Bar  Association. 


Narragan.'^ett  Pier,  Aug.  25.— The 
delegates  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
American  Bar  association  held  their 
final  sessions  here  today.  The  election 
of  oflficers  for  the  coming  year  was  the 
principal  schedule.  The  annual  dinner 
will   take  place  this  evening. 

The  special  order  for  today  was  the 
consideration  of  the  majority  report, 
presented  by  the  insurance  law  com- 
mittee. The  majority  report,  signed 
by  Ralph  W.  Breckenridge,  Burton 
Smith,  Alfred  Hemenway  and  R.  W. 
Mercer,    recommended      legislation     by 

congress,  providing  for  the  federal  su- 
pervision of  insurance,  the  repeal  of 
all  valued  policy  laws;  a  uniform  fire 
poli-.y,  the  terms  of  which  shall  be 
specifically  df lined;  the  repeal  of  all 
retaliatory  tax  laws;  stricter  incor- 
poration laws  in  the  several  states  in 
so  far  as  they  afftct  the  creation  of 
insurance  companies  and  a  federal 
statute  prohibiting  the  use  of  the 
mails  to  all  persons,  associations  or 
corporations  tran.sacting  the  busine.ss 
of  insurance  in  disregard  of  state  and 
federal  regulations.  The  report  says 
in   part: 

"The  officials  of  the  leading  com- 
panies, life,  fire  and  accident,  recog- 
nize the  steady  growth  of  the  senti- 
ment in  favor  of  national  supervision, 
and  they  generally  favor  it,  if  there- 
by the  state  departments  to  which 
j  they  must  now  make  returns,  will  be 
superseded.  The  leading  state  insur- 
ance commissioners  are  also  in  favor 
of    federal    supervision.      According    to 


tables  compiled  in  the  bureau  of  cor- 
poration.s,  twenty-eight  states  in  the 
year  ia02  received  from  insurance  com- 
panies, exclusive  of  taxes,  over  $5,000,- 
000  more  than  they  expended  in  the 
supervision  of  those  companies.  The 
injury  of  such  condition  is  obvious,  for 
it  lays  an  unnece.ssary  burden  on  ail 
who  seek  to  provide  for  their  families 
and  to  avert  disaster  from  fire  through 
Insurance.  It  is  estimated  that  the 
expense  of  federal  supervision  would 
not  be  over  10  per  cent  of  what  state 
supervision   now   co.<ts. 

"A  federal  regulation  requiring  an  ac- 
counting of  the  uses  made  of  the  im- 
mense sums  accumulated  through  the 
prudence,  sacrifice  and  thrift  of  mil- 
lions of  policy-holders  will  prevent  im- 
provident and  improper  Investments 
and  extravagant  management." 

The  minority  report,  presented  by  W. 
R.  Vance,  declares  that  no  reai;on  has 
been  shown  why  the  business  of  in- 
surance .should  be  regarded  as  inter- 
state commerce.  Therefore  the  report 
says,  it  is  clear  that  the  regulation  and 
control  of  the  business  is  beyond  the 
powers  of  the  federal  government.  It 
is  the  opinion  of  the  minority  that  fed- 
eral supervision,  if  it  were  constitu- 
tionalij-  possible,  would  probably  rem- 
edy many  of  the  existing  evils,  but 
that  such  supervision  is  not  possible 
without  a  constitutional  amendment. 
The  report  characterizes  existing  meth- 
ods of  state  regulation  as  "most  de- 
fective," as  they  are  ineflUcient  In  pre- 
venting "wild  cat"  companies  from 
engaging  in  the  business  and  are  need- 
lessly expensive  to  the  policyholders, 
who  in  the  last  analysis,  bear  the  ex- 
penses incident  to  the  business. 


SIXTY  DOLLAR  BANK  CLERK  AT 
PARIS  STEALS  OVER  $200,000 


New  York,  Aug.  25.— Paris  is  agog 
over  a  sensation  such  as  it  has  not 
enjoyed  since  the  Humbert  case,  says 
the  Herald  correspondent. 

Until  the  end  of  July,  Jean  Gallay 
was  a  punctual  employe  of  a  great 
Paris  bank,  earning  the  monthly  sal- 
ary of  $60,  out  of  which  he  maintained 
a  wife  and  two  children.  At  present 
he  is  said  to  be  a  fugitive  aboard  a 
chartered  ^eam  yacht,  which  left  Las 
Palmas,  Aug.  9.  for  Buenos  Ayres. 

Discoveries  of  clerical  manipulations 
in  the  bank's  books  indicate  an  alleged 
shortage,  amounting  to  about  $200,000. 
Word  was  received  yesterday  by  the 
police  that  the  yacht  had  arrived  at 
Bahia,  Brazil,  and  the  party  aboard 
was  under  arrest. 

For    some    months    prior    to    his    an- 


nual vacation,  which  began  Aug.  1, 
Gallay.  according  to  the  police,  had 
been  on  the  be.st  of  terms  with  a  well- 
known  French  actress.  Outside  the 
bank  he  is  said  to  have  used  various 
high-sounding  titles,  and  led  a  merry 
career.  All  this  was  learned  during 
an  investigation,  which  began  when 
Gallay  failed  to  return  from  his  va- 
cation on  the  appointed  day.  Pursuing 
their  chase,  the  detectives  learned 
that  the  clerk  had  chartered  a  steam 
yacht  and  sailed  from  Havre  with  two- 
women  and  a  large  supply  of  provis- 
ions.

Both  of  the  youthful  golf  experts  are 
members  of  the  Minlkahdi  club  of  Min- 
neapolis and  they  disposed  of  all  their 
opponents  in  the  state  championship 
match. 

When  the  first  half  of  the  final  round 
had  been  completed  at  2  o'clock  yes- 
terday afternoon,  Johnson  was  one  up 
on  his  opponent,  but  Legg  played  the 
better  golf  during  the  afternoon  and 
won  out  by  a  score  of  4  up  and  2  to 
play   on    the    thirty-six   holea. 

The-  afternoon's  play,  which  started 
about  3  o'clock,  was  followed  by  quite 
a  large  gallery  of  interested  spectator.^.

Developed  In  Murder  of  West- 
brook  at  Des  Moines. 

Aug.  25.— When  the 
police  officers  working  on  the  Westbrook 
murder  exhumed  the  remains  of  West- 
brook  at  Grlnnell.  they  found  deposited 
with  the  body  a  packet  of  fifty  love  let- 
ters    which   reveals   a   touching  romance. 

Westbrook  was  engaged  two  years  ago 
to  Miss  Anna  Hemming  of  Marshali- 
town.  The  engagement  had  not  bten 
announced  outside  of  the  family.  He 
received  the  letters  from  Miss  Hem- 
ming while  the  latter  was  in  Chicago 
a  year  ago  last  winter.  Miss  Hemming 
died  suddenly  In  Chicago  the  same  win- 
ter and  the  young  man  had  lived  a  brok- 
en-hearted existence  ever  since. 

Before  Westbrook  died  iK*  asked  that 
the  letters  be  placed  in  the  grave  with 
him  and  bound  with  scarlet  and  black 
ribbons,  the  Iowa  college  colors.  Misw 
Hemming  and  Westbrook  first  met  at 
low.-i  college.  Grinnell.  and  it  was  on 
the  campus  and  about  the  shaded  streets 
of  the  town  tliat  their  courtship  was 
carried  on.

New  York,  Aug.  25.— Miss  Ida  Minerva 
Tarbell,  the  woman  who  stripped  John 
D.  Rockefeller  and  the  Standard  Oil  com- 
pany bare  to  the  eyes  and  vmderstanding 
of  the  civilized  world,  after  the  bloating 
politicians  and  tho  doctors  of  sociology 
and  political  economy  had  failed— how 
good,  simple  and  sensible  she  seemed  sit- 
ting at  htr  green-topped  table  as  she 
talked  about  her  speechmaking  work! 

The    figure    was    slight    and    erect;    the 

face    earnest    and    strong;    the   hair  dark; 
tho  large,  gray  eyes  soft   and  eloquent. 

You  .see  such  countenances  among  t.'i2 
unaffected  Celtic  women  of  Irelayd  and 
Brittany. 

The  full  brow,  high  cheek  bones,  Ir- 
regular nose,  strong,  kindly  mouth  and 
small,  fine  ears  standing  out  from  the 
shapely  head— these  were  some  of  the 
characteristics  of  a  personality  central- 
ly expressed  by  the  wonderfully  sin- 
cere and  really  beautiful  gray  eyes. 

This  remarkable  American  woman.  In 
many  respects  the  most  inrtuentlal 
woman  of  her  times- Is  no  languishing, 
ro.se-cheeked  girl.  She  is  4S  years  old, 
has  written  many  books  and  has  trained 
herself  for  her  work  as  a  soldier  is 
tialned   for  war. 

She  wore  a  simple  white  dress,  black 
flounced,  and  a  black  chain  descending 
from  her  neck  held  a  black  fan.  There 
was  no  sign  of  jewelry  or  frivolous  or- 
nament about  her.  Yet  it  would  be 
hard  to  imagine  a  more  womanly,  sym- 
pathetic, intelligent  individuality  than 
this  modern  crusader. 

The  walls  of  the  room  were  gray- 
green;  the  frieze  dull  red.  Before  her 
were  photographs  of  famous  living  writ- 
ers; behind  her  shelves  crowded  with 
law  reports  and  statisticiil  works.  The 
one  distinctly  feminine  touch  was  a 
brass  kettle  and  a  blue  and  white  tea- 
set  on  a  table  in  the  corner. 

Miss  Tarbell  earns  about  $12,000  a 
year  bv  her  pen.  She  is  contented  with 
her  income. 

To  understand  how  she  has  looked  In- 
to the  face  of  organized  greed  with 
such  a  steady  gaze,  how  she  has  con- 
victed the  greatest  alliance  of  wealth 
and  cunning  «the  world  has  ever  seen, 
how  she  has  searched  out  and  unveiled 
the  crimes  and  cruelties  of  the  modern 
Industrial  and  financial  centralization, 
exposing  Its  pretense  and  claims  to 
honor,  and  how  she  has  made  the  rich- 
est man  in  the  world,  the  silent,  mas- 
terful leader  of  it  all,  writhe  under  her 
stroke— to  understand  these  It  is  neces- 
sary to  know  that  Miss  TarlHll  ap- 
preciates the  pitiless  power  of  facts, 
Joan  of  Arc  was  a  religious  emotion. 
Miss  Tarbell  Is  a  pair  of  eyes  and  a 
con.«ciencc. 

The  women  who  have  greatly  Influ- 
enced the  affairs  of  their  countries  In 
the  past  would  have  failed  in  the  task 
to  which   Miss  Tarbell  set  herself. 

In  all  the  years  of  her  new  historic 
investigation  of  the  Standard  Oil  com- 
pany, she  never  "slopped  over."  She 
undertook  a  man's  task  with  the  logic  of 
a  man.  Her  mo<1erate  statements,  cold, 
clear  a/ialvsis— looking  at  both  sides  of 
the  case  and  admitting  Incidental  merit 
In  her  terrible  recital  of  crime  and  op- 
pression—give  an  amazing  sense  of 
calm,  impersonal  justice  to  the  work  of 
a   woman. 

The  slightest  touch  of  hysteria  or  of 
"highfalutin,"  a  sign  of  bitterness  or 
passion,  a  too  high  note  of  color  would 
have  dammed  her  effort  to  bring  John 
D.  Rockefeller  and  his  works  to  the 
bar  of  pubic  opinion.  She  attacked  the 
most  complicated  problem  of  the  most 
complicated  civilization  in  history.  Leg- 
islatures and  courts  have  labored  on  it 
for  years.  Yet  it  remained  a  mystery. 
Its  lawyers  and  guardians  laughed  at 
the  nation.  Its  enemies  were  befogged 
in  a  cloud  of  contradiction  and  legal 
subtleties. 

This  was  no  case  for  womanly  Intui- 
tion. What  the  country  wanted  were 
facts,  facts,  facts. 
Miss  Tarbell  got  the  facts. 
Then  even  the  church— Mr.  Roekefel- 
lers  last  asylum— was  stirred  to  Us 
depths  and  some  of  its  leaders  uttered  a 
voice  that  turned  his  victories  to  dust.

To  reach  the  greatest  eminence  of 
wealth  ever  known  by  ^  human  being 
and  to  find  that  a  rjulet  American  wom- 
an has  turned  the  eyes  of  the  world  in 
scorn  upon   It! 

It  is  hard  to  find  a  parallel  to  the 
case  of  Mr.  Rockefeller  and  Miss  Tar- 
bell. 

The  genesis  of  this  gray-eyed  woman, 
whose  simple  statements  are  quoted  in 
legislatures  and  pulpits  against  the  oaths 
of  the  greatest  of  all  milllon.alres  and 
the  solemn  proclamations  of  the  most 
powerful  of  all  corfiorations.  is  not  with- 
out  interest    and   significance. 

She  was  born  in  Erie  county.  Pa.  In 
1857.  Her  father  was  a  school  teacher. 
So  was  her  mother. 

She  was  educated  In  the  common  and 
high  school  of  Tltusville.  Pa.  Then  she 
took  a  course  in  the  Allegheny  college. 
In  her  girlhood  her  father  became  an 
oil  producer  in  the  Bradford  district. 
She  lived  In  the  midst  of  the  unsuccess- 
ful revolution  against  Mr.  Rockefeller's 
early  methods.  The  oil  men  regarded 
him  and  his  associates  as  public  enemies. 
Slie  saw  her  father's  friends  and  asso- 
ciates crushed,  the  whole  region  ruined. 
Miss  Tarbell  became  one  of  the  edi- 
tors of  the  Chautauquan.  She  began  a 
novel  intended  to  arouse  the  country 
against  the  tyrannies  and  crimes  of  the 
Standard  Oil  company.  But  she  never 
finished  It. 

Then  she  went  to  Paris  to  deliberately 
nrenare  herself  for  serious  work.  She 
studied  history  and  methods  of  writmg 
history  iir^the  College  of  France  and  the 
Sorbonne.

I  She  knew  Daudet.  Dumas.  Masson  and

A  little  later  on  Mr.  McClure  called 
her  from  America  to  write  a  short  life 
of  Naooleon.

Then  she  came  to 
America  and  became  an  associate  editor 
of  the  magazine.  The  history  of  the  early 
life  of  Abraham  Lincoln  was  her  next 
work.

I  evidence  given  in  courts  and  before  legis- 

I  latlve  and  other  commissions.      The  facts 

are  all  accessible  to  me.  Yet  I  am  willing 

to    hear   everything   that   can   be   said   on 

the  other  side  and  will  be  glad  to  submit 

anvthlng     material    for    an     explanation.

It  is  a  record 
upon  questions  asked  by  men  who  knew 
little  of  the  subject  and  answered  by  men 
who  &Tf  pa.st  masters  in  concealing  the 
truth,  and*^ho  frequently,  if  they  were 
cornered  closely,  would  indulge  in  quib- 
bles and  evasions  of  a  very  questionable 

"This  material  had  never  been  brought 
together  in  any  complete  collection. 

"It  is  commonly  said  that  many  of  these 
printed  reports  were  collected  and  de- 
stroyed by  the  Standard  Oil  company.  I 
do  not  know  whether  this  Is  true  or  not, 
but  I  know  that  1  have  had  difficulty 
in  getting  copies  of  certain  official  re- 
ports. 

"1  have  often  been  asked  if  I  ever 
talked  over  my  material  with  members 
of  the  Standard  Oil  company.  I  have,  re- 
peatedli". 

"Indeed,  I  did  not  take  up  an  Important 
episode  in  the  whole  course  of  my  work 
without  first  discussing  it  with  one  of 
the  prominent  officers  of  that  comjiany. 
In  many  cases  which  I  took  up  they 
turned  over  to  my  use  considerable  new 

material.  ^     ^     ^    ■, 

"As  a  matter  of  fact,  when  I  started 
out  with  the  work  1  was  not  sure  whether 
1  should  end  In  being  more  against  than 
fur  the   Standard  Oil   company. 

"During  the  whole  course  of  my  work 
I  have  been  torn  between  admiration  of 
this  great  organization  and  indignation 
at  its  hard  dealings  and  vicions  prac- 
tices. . 

"There  le  no  question  in  my  mind  at 
all  but  that.  If  the  oil  Industry  had  been 
allowed  to  grow  without  the  introduction 
of  Standard  Oil  practices,  combination 
would  have  played  a  great  part  In  it. 

"There  would  have  been  a  Standard 
Oil  trust  and  probably  many  of  the 
men  who  are  now  in  it  would  have  been 
a  part  of  it. 

"But    this    Standard    Oil    trust    would 


not  have  been  a  monopoly.  There  would 
have  been  other  oil  trusts  or  combina- 
tions,  working  side  by  side  with  it, 

"1  feel  confident  that  in  the  course 
of  twentv  or  thirty  years  this  is  what 
we  are  going  to  see— several  combina- 
tions of  capital  handhng  the  oil  busi- 
ness Independently  of  each  other, 

"My  conclu,sion,  from  the  work  that  I 
have  done,  is  that  the  Stand.ard  Oil  com- 
pany is  the  great  power,  that  is  Is,  be- 
cau.se  It  has  had  the  advantage  of  ille- 
gal privileges  and  unscrupulous  practices. 
I  have  frequently  been  asked  why  I 
made  Afr.  Rockefeller  so  prominent  a 
figure  in  this  history.  Simply  because, 
so  far  as  I  can  see  the  Standard  Oil 
company  is  the  creation  of  Mr.  Rocke- 
feller. 

"The  principles  which  have  governed 
It,  which  have  made  it,  are  the  prin- 
ciples which  he  worked  out  very  early 
in  his  busine.ss  career,  and  which  were 
!  applied  by  him.  and  which  he  systema- 
tized into  something  like  a  code,  which 
all  his  associates  were  required  to  live 
up  to. 

I     "If  one  will  go  back  to  the  first  scheme 
which    attracted    public    attention    to    Mr. 
Rockefeller    he  will  find  applied  there  the 
peculiar  principles   which   have  made  the 
I  Standard  Oil   company   what   it   is. 

"People  sometimes   say:     'Why,    It   was 
la    mere    matter    of    taking    rebates;    that 
I  was  what  the  Standard  Oil  company  and 
everybody  took— rebates.' 

"There  is  a  good  deal  more  than  tak- 
ing rebates  in  this  business.  There  is 
'  a  drawback,  for  instance,  which  Mr, 
!  Rockefeller  exacted  from  the  railroads 
i  —a  species  of  business  graft  which  the  j 
I  interstate  commerce  people  tell  me  is  to 
: be  found  in  the  case  of  no  other  con- I 
I  cern  in  the  history  of  railroads.  ! 

"As  everybody  now  knows,   it  consisted  ; 
I  of    demands    that    the    railroad    pay    over  | 
to    the    Standard    Oil    company    a   portion 
I  of  the  freight  which  its  competitors  were  ] 
paving.      It    was    a    good    deal    as    if    the  1 
Standard    had   required   the   bankers    who 
had  charge  of  their  competitors'  funds  to 
pay    over    a    portion    of    the    regular    de- 
posits   to    them,    and   was   every   whit   as 
serious. 

"I  doubt  If  there  can  be  a  more  cor- 
rupting feature  to  a  great  organization 
than  the  spy  system,  which  Mr.  Rocke- 
feller certainly  inaugurated  in  the  Stan- 
dard Oil  company.  There  is  that  unholy 
claim,  which  from  the  first  was  his, 
that  the  oil  business  belonged   to  him. 

"No  one  can  study  carefully  the  his- 
tory of  the  concern,  I  believe,  without 
being  convinced  that  every  essential  fac- 
tor of  Its  success  originated  with  Mr. 
Rockefeller. 

"I  can  imagine  th.at  the  person  who 
knows  Mr.  Rockefeller  in  his  home,  his 
church  and  his  social  circle,  who  never 
has  studied  his  business  career  with  any 
care,  sees  in  the  man  a  very  different 
individual  from  the  one  I  have  portrayed, 
"But  it  is  Mr.  Rockefeller,  the  public 
character,  that  I  am  after;  not  the  man 
at  home — 1  have  nothing  to  do  with 
him. 

"There  has  been  some  crtlclsm  of  the 
sketck  as  unfair,  particularly  because  I 
mention  certain  unpleasant  facts  about 
Mr.  Rockefeller's  father.  I  have  been 
called  cruel  to  do  this.  Now.  from  tny 
nolnt  of  view.  I  would  be  much  more  un- 
fair not  to  have  done  it  than  to  do  It. 

"Mr.  Rockefeller  is  not  responsible  for 
hla  father:  but  what  he  is  certainly,  to 
a  degree,  explained  by  his  father.  No  on« 


can  make  a  fair  biographical  study  with- 
out considering  the  question  of  heredity 
and    of   early   influences. 

"There  have  been  idle  tales  told  In  tho 
nubile  orlnts  to  explain  my  reason  for 
doing  this  work.  I  l>elieve  one  gentleman 
claims  that  for  a  number  of  years  I  was 
a  beneficiary  of  Mr.  Rockefeller's;  that 
I  was  even  sent  abroad  by  him  to  c5m- 
oleae   my    education. 

"As  a  matter  of  fact,  I  never  saw  Mr. 
Rockefeller  but  once  In  my  life,  never 
exchanered  a  word  with  him,  and  what- 
ever education  I  have  came  through  my 
family  or   my   own  efforts. 

"The  Standard  men  with  whom  I  have 
had  dealings  (and  I  have  spent  hours  In 
the  Standard  OH  offices  discussing  the 
various  phases  of  this  work  and  examin- 
ing documents)  have  treated  me  with  uni- 
form courtesy  and  candor,  and  while  na- 
turally they  do  not  agree  with  me  in 
mv  conclusions  they  have  never  unduly 
tried  to  Influence   those   conclusions.'

MUST  REDUCE  TAXES. 

City  Comptroller  McCormick  is  out  with  a  stai'ement 
explain iiij?  that  tlie  city  cannot  avoid  increasing  its  tax 
rate  for  i(>\:;  over  that  of  1904-  He  presents  numerous 
items  and  figures  tending  to  prove  tliis  premise. 

The  Herald  has  not  analyzed  his  figures,  but  it  has 
analv^cl  hist  ve-ir's  tax  rafe.  and  if  there  is  to  be  an 
in.  ir  >~  •  m  It  this  year  it  is  going  to  be  altogether  pre- 
A  couple  of  months  ago  The  Herald  called 
attcnu  ,n  m  the  fact  that  the  11)04  tax  rate  was  larger 
tlian  thit  of  1003,  and  that  both  were  larger  than  they 
ought  to  I.e.  .\t  tlic  same  time  it  suggested  that  the  dif- 
ferent bodies  that  make  up  the  tax  rate  should  use  every 
possible  endeavor  to  get  the  rate  down  to  where  tf 
should  be.  Now  the  time  i.s  approaching  when  the  city's 
share  of  the  tax  rate  is  to  be  made  up.  and  the  city 
of:  ^  ire  explaining  that  it  is  a  physical  impossibility 
to  a\''hl  increa.sing  the  rave. 

Whether  it  is  a  physical  impossibility  to  avoid  m- 
creasing  the  rate  or  not,  it  should  under  no  circum- 
stances be  increased,  and  if  it  can  possibly  be  done  it 
should  be  reduced.  The  Duluth  tax  rate  is  altogether 
too  high,  and  it  is  growing  higher  because  of  just  such 
arguments  as  the  city  authorities  are  now  putting  forth. 
They  find  each  year  that  it  is  absohitely  necessary  to 
have  an  increased  amount'  of  money,  an  increase  greater 
than  the  increase  in  valuation  of  property  will  care  for. 
If  some  sudden  calamity  hould  cut  tiie  amounts  avail- 
able f'>r  the  different  departments  down  25  per  cent. 
The  Herald  ventures  the  prediction  that  they  would 
manage  to  get  along. 

The  1904  tax  rate  was  ;,.5'2  mills,  and  that  for  ig-DJ 
was  J  1. 4  mills.  .A  decent  normal  rate  would  b«;  30  mills, 
or  3  per  cent.  It  has  been  lower,  and  the  city  got  along 
just  a.'-   well. 

Four  elements  enter  into  this  fotal  tax  rate:  The 
state  tax.  the  county  tax,  the  Duluth  school  tax  and 
the  city  tax.  Tue  state  tax  rate,  with  which  local  offi- 
cials will  have  notliing  to  do,  will  be  slightly  higher 
than  it  was  last  year.  The  county  tax  levy  has  already, 
been  made,  and  the  county  officials  hav..'  contributed 
their  share  in  the  effort  toward  reduction.  The  entire 
county  rate,  however,  is  only  a  little  more  than  an 
eighth  of  the  total,  so  its  ability  to  reduce  the  total 
rate   is   limited. 

The  city  and  school  district  have  yet  to  make  their 
rates,  and  the  question  of  what  the  total  rate  will  be  is 
up  to  them.  Both  will  probably  argue,  as  usual,  that 
they  need  more  money,  and  even  if  they  content  them- 
selves with  last  years  rates  which  will  yield  tnem  more 
money  than  it  did  last  year  on  account  of  the  increased 
valuartons.  will  do  .so  with  reluctance.  Yet  between 
them  they  ought  to  reduce  the  rate  3'/^  mills,  to  get  it 
down  to  3  per  cent. 

.And  now   we  find  the  city  saying  that  "it  will  be   a 
pliysi.al    iri\ii<.->Ml)i!iiy    ti    avoid    increasing    the    rate." 
The   city  iiad  best'  change  its  mind  about  this.

Farso  Forum:  The  rush  to  secure  claims  wherever 
new  land  is  being  opened  for  settlement  shows  the 
growing  value  of  farm  land,  and  is  an  evidence  that  a 
gobd  farm  today  is  one  of  the  most  substantial  pieces 
of  proixrty  to  be  had,  and  one  that  will  constantly  be 
Increasing  in  value. 

It  is  remarkable  how  widespread  is  the  appreciation 
of  this  truth.  The  man  with  a  bit  of  land  is  a  man  who 
is  proof  against  most  of  the  attacks  of  misfortune.  Even 
if  he  lives  in  the  city  and  works  there,  even  if  he  is  in 
a  business  that  i.s  prosperous,  if  he  owns  a  piece  of  farm 
land  he  has  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  ill  fortune 
can  never,  except  by  depriving  him  of  his  health  and 
faculties,  take  away  from  him  the  means  of  a  livelihood. 
If  the  ui.r>t  comes  to  the  worst  he  can  always  grub  a 
living  out  of  the  bit  of  earth  he  owns. 

Thousands  of  city  men  look  with  envy  upon  the 
farmer.  Thousands  look  forward  to  a  day  when  they 
can  settle  down  somewhere  and  get  "back  to  the  soil." 
Many  a  busy  business  man  finds  time  to  dream  of  the 
day  when  he  can  give  up  his  business  cares  and  spend 
his  declining  days  in  the  wholesome  atmosphere  of 
farm  life. 

Among  those  who  labor  with  their  hands  upon  docks 

and  ditches  and  streets  there  are  many  who  indulge  this 

dream    ar.d  wIli  are  working  to  realize  it.     Used  to  hard 

work,   these    are    the   men   who   will    make    successes    of 

farming.     Even   if  they  do  not  become   rich  at  it,  they 

can  surely  get  a  living,  and  in  these  days  of  high  prices 

and  not    very  higli  wages,  they  are  lucky  to  do  that  in 

the  city;  they  seldom  do  much  more.

ENCOURAGING. 

Sleepy  Eye  Dispatch:  From  the  northern  part  of 
the  state  comes  much  complaint  over  the  lack  of  im- 
provement on  the  state  lands.  The  state  is  doing  noth- 
ing to  Increase  the  value  of  the  lands.  If  this  land 
were  ip  the  pos.session  of  individuals  or  corporations, 
taxes  would  be  levied  for  Improvements,  but  the  state 
is  holding  for  higher  prices  and  paying  no  taxes.  It 
would  seem  that  a  little  money  saved  in  other  direc- 
tions might  be  exi)ended  in  public  Improvements  up 
north  and  add  much  to  the  value  of  the  state's  hold- 
ings here. 

Thiis  comes  from  Brown  county,  from  Southern 
Minnesota,  and  it  is  an  encouraging  sign.  It  is  a  reflec- 
t  on,  in  almost  the  same  words,  of  what  The  Herald 
1  as  been  contending  for.  This  paper  has  striven  to  call 
attention  to  the  manner  in  which  the  state  is  overlook- 
ing its  opportunities;  partly  through  faulty  law,  partly 
through  faulty  administration  of  existing  law.  With 
\  ast  areas  of  swamp  lands  it  is  bound  by  its  promise  to 
the  federal  government  to  drain,  it  has  spent  almost 
nothing  in  drainage.  With  vast  areas  of  excellent  agri- 
(  ultural  lands  available  for  settlement,  it  has  held  them 
lip  to  await  higher  prices,  thus  holding  back  the  devel- 
opment of  Northern  Minnesota  and  consequently  I'hc 
l»rosperity  of  the  state  at  large. 

The  Sleepy  Eye  Dispatch  has  caught  the  idea  very 
nicely,  and  the  fact  that  it  is  published  in  Southern 
Minnesota,  whose  help  will  be  needed  to  bring  about' 
ihe  desired  results,  is  most  encouraging.  In  the  past 
hat  part  of  the  state  has  been  too  much  given  to  look- 
ing upon  this  part  of  t'he  state  as  a  more  or  less  untamed 
wilderness,  inhabited  by  steel  and  oil  trust  octupi  which 
threw  their  slimy  tentacles  about  everything.  There- 
fore some  of  their  statesmen  have  been  in  the  habit  of 
consistently  opposing  everything  Northern  Minnesota 
wanted,  and  the  result  has  been  a  growth  of  sectional- 
ism that  has  been  bad  for  the  state  at  large. 

Northern  Minnesota  is  simply  a  part  of  Minnesota, 
and  what  benefits  it  benefits  the  whole  state.  It  is  not 
a  matter  of  interest  only  to  the  northern  counties  that 
the  state  should  get  settlers  upon  its  lands;  it  should 
be  of  interest  to  the  southern  counties  as  well.  Much 
has  to  be  done.  A  wiser  set*  of  laws  must  be  framed 
for  getting  settlers  upon  the  state's  lands.  The  state 
authorities  should  be  able  to  do  effective  work  in  the 
cause  of  immigration,  and  should  be  disposed  to  work 
toward  settling  up  the  land  instead  of  holding  it  back. 

Northern  Minnesota  will,  of  course,  have  to  bear  the 
brunt  of  this  fight,  but  such  expressions  as  the  above 
lead  to  a  hope  of  substantial  support  from  the  southern 
counties.

It  is 
said,  is  he  satisfied  to  agree  with  the 
opinions  of  those  who  are  l>etter  acfiualnt- 
ed  with  what  any  particular  stream  af- 
fords  In   the   way   of  aport   for   the   man 

On  the  first  day  of  his  visit  Mr.  May 
was  much  taken  with  the  promises  held 
forth  by  the  creek  passing  Mr.  Cleveland's 
place,  and  nothing  would  do  but  that  he 
must  get  his  fishing  tackle  together  im- 
mediately after  dinner  and  have  a  try. 
He  fished  the  greater  part  of  the  aftex- 
noon  and  hooked  three  big  ones,  but  he 
had  no  landing  net  along  and  all  of  them 
got  away,  although  he  waded  in  the  water 
nearly  to  his  chin  at  one  point  the  better 
to  land  one  of  the  big  fellows,  according 
to  the  story  told  by  Mr.  Cleveland.  After 
that.  It  Is  said.  Mr.  May.  for  five  con- 
.secuttve  mornings,  was  up  at  dayllfeht  try- 
ing for  trout,  but  with  poor  success. 

"1  am  very  sorry  that  I  was  unable  to 
he  present  at  the  recent  national  fly-ca.st- 
Ing  tournament,  held  at  Chicago."  said 
Mr  May.  "Not  that  I  wanted  to  Join 
the  ranks  of  the  casters  so  much  as  the 
fact  that  I  desired  to  watch  the  other 
fellows  at  their  work.  The  longest  cast. 
I  believe,  was  119  fe.U.  The  record  Is  13t> 
feet.  It  Is  not  so  much  the  length  of  the 
cast  that  counts.  In  actual  fishing,  ac- 
curacy and  delicacy  is  the  whole  thing. 
A  long  cast  In  an  ordinary  trout  stream 
aviUla  a  man  little  if  he  cannot  land  his 
fly  exactly  where  he  wants  to.  He  may 
have  to  throw  it  fifty  or  sixty  feet  and 
send  it  sailing  through  a  very  narrow 
space  between  two  bu.-hes.  A  few  inches 
to  either  side  not  only  spoils  his  cast,  but 
the  mtst.nke  will  very  likely  result  in  a 
bad   tangle  as   well. 

"In  fisliing  for  trout  I  use  a  6-ounce 
rod  and  about  seventy-five  feet  of  line.  It 
Is  very  seldom  that  I  have  the  line  out 
to  its  full  length.  This  is  not  necessary. 
A  person  can  handle  a  fish  much  better 
on  a  shorter  line.  In  fishing  down  stream 
one  does   not   need   any   great   length   for 

casting."

But  It  goes  without  .say- 
ing that  Southerners  are  not  going  to  give, 
aid  and  encouragement  to  the  head  of  a 
negro  school  who  teaches  social  equality, 
either  by  precept  or  example.

Higli  Prices  of  Lumber 
Will  Stimulate  Win- 
ter's Operations. 


"Summer  logging  operations  are 
practicaJly  at  a  standstill  in  the 
northern  district,  and  there  will  be 
little  doing  along  that  line  for  about 
a  month  or  six  weeks,  when  some  of 
j  the  loggers  will  make  an  early  start 
on  their  winter  logging  operations," 
I  said  a  prominent  local  lumberman 
this    morning. 

Taken  all  in  all,  the  conditions  for 
summer  logging  have  been  fairly 
good  in  most  localities  In  the  white 
pine  north,  but  there  have  been  a  few 
districts  where  the  excessive  rainfall 
early  In  the  season  caused  the  woods 
to  become  too  wet  for  satisfactory 
working  conditions.  In  the  sandy 
country,  much  of  which  is  found  in 
the  North  Wisconsin  pineries,  the  log- 
gers were  not  so  much  hindered  be- 
cause of  the  water,  and  they  have  been 
able  to  accomplish  a  great  deal.  Dur- 
ing July  and  the  early  days  in  August 
the  mosquitoes  made  life  almost  un- 
btarable  in  many  of  the  summer  log- 
ging localities,  but  the  contractors  re- 
po!t  that  the  pests  have  been  disap- 
pearing rapidly  of  late,  and  that  while 
there  is  still  a  few  to  be  found,  they 
would  not  seriously  Interfere  with  the 
work.  One  logger  humorously  remarks 
that  the  Minnesota  mosquitoes  must 
have  read  the  papers  and  started  for 
the  yellow  fever  country  in  the  South. 
l^abor  has  not  been  any  too  plenty 
in  the  woods  this  summer,  on  account 
of  the  large  amount  of  contract  work 
under  way  in  other  lines,  and  the 
wages  paid.  Wages  in  the  woods  have 
been  at  the  top  notch  all  summer,  and 
there  has  been,  up  to  recently,  a 
steady  df>mand  for  men  for  logging 
work.  When  there  is  plenty  of  other 
work  to  be  had  at  good  wages  the 
summer  lodging  contractor  finds  it  no 
easy  matter  to  get  men  to  stay  In  the 
woi>ds  all  through  the  warm 
and  this  season  proved  no  exception. 
So  hard  did  some  of  the  contractors 
find  it  to  hold  their  men.  even  after 
they  got  them,  that  a  standing  order 
was  kept  with  the  employment  agen- 
cies with  a  view  of  getting  a  new  sup- 
ply of  labor  to  fill  the  vacancies  left 
by  the  men  jumping  thtMr  jobs.

OIL  WELLS  AT 
FERGUS  FALLS 


To    Determine   Whether 

Oil  Exists  In  Paying 

Quantities. 

Fergus  Falls.  Minn..  Aug.  25.— (Special 
to  The  Herald.)— Fergus  Falls  is  on  the 
verge  of  an  oil  and  gas  boom  at  present, 
and  there  are  good  grounds  for  the  be- 
lief that  the  city  will  soon  be  the  center 
of  a  new  and  profitable  business. 

Some  months  ago,  parties  who  were 
boring  for  water  near  Foxhome,  about 
six  miles  west  of  Fergu.s  Falls,  struck 
season,  ^as.  but,  as  they  had  no  u.se  for  it,  plug- 
ged up  the  hole.  Within  a  few  weeks  ex- 
perts have  been  looking  over  the  ground, 
and  report  that  the  general  appearance 
of  the  country  around  Fergus  Falls  in- 
dicates that  oil  exists  below  the  surface. 
They  have  also  found  several  places 
where  farmers  near  Fergus  Falls  have 
struck  gas  while  boring  for  water,  and 
have  plugged  up  the  holes. 

More  than  this,  the  experts  have  traced 
the  oily  scum  on  the  Red  Hiver  to  a  hole 
In  the  bed  of  the  river  In  Fergus  Falls, 
out  of  which  a  small  stream  of  crude  oil 
is  always  flowing,  and  they  have  also 
discovered  a  well  in  town,  the  water  in 
which  Is  so  oily  that  it  can  not  l>e  u.sed. 

All  these  indications  point  so  definitely 
to  oil  In  the  earth  below,  that  many  be- 
hove It  can  b«  o>)tained  in  paying  quan- 
tities, and  a  stock  company  is  now  In 
process  of  formation  to  assist  In  testing 
the  water. 

Parlies  now  on  the  ground  with 
machinery  for  drilling,  have  obtained  the 
lease  of  lots  in  the  city,  and  will  com- 
mence at  once  to  drill  test  wells. 

That  there  are  reservoirs  of  oil  and  gas 
in  tlds  section  hag  already  been  demon- 
strated. The  question  to  be  settled  now 
is,  whether  they  exist  in  sufficient  quan- 
tities to  make  the  production  pay.

HIKED  GIKLS 

Scarce  In  Kansas  and  Prefer 
City  Life. 

Topeka,  Kan.,  Aug.  25.— "Hired  girls 
all  prefer  to  work  in  town,"  said  T.  B. 
Gerow,  state  free  employment  direc- 
tor. "They  cannot  be  Induced  to  go  to 
the  country  to  work.  I  have  never  yet 
been  able  to  supply  the  demand  for 
hired  girls  in  the  country.  Working 
women  say  that  country  life  is  too 
monotonous.  The  hours  of  work  are 
about  twice  as  long  as  they  are  In  the 
city  and  there  is  no  Thursday  after- 
noon off  each  week.  Wages  in  the 
country  are  not  so  good,  either.  A 
farmer  thinks  it  is  awful  if  he  has  to 
give  more  than  $3  a  we«k  for  a  hired 
girl.  City  folks  pay  from  $4  to  $6  with- 
out a  murmur.  Come  to  think  of  it, 
you  ca.n't  blame  women  for  preferring 
work  in  the  city."

STATISTICS  SHOW 


That  German  Children   Are 
Taking:  to  Suicide. 

Berlin,  Aug.  25.— Some  curious  sta- 
tistics relating  to  suicides  In  Germany 
are  published  by  the  government  sta- 
tistical department  here.  From  theea 
It  would  appear  that  during  the  paat 
few  years  the  number  of  suicides  has 
been  steadily  Increasing,  both  amon^ 
men  and  women,  although  so  far  the 
men  exceed  the  women  in  the  propor- 
tion of  four  to  one.  It  Is  terrible  to 
read  that  suicides  among  school  chil- 
dren are  largely  increasing,  especially 
just  before  and  after  examinations.  In 
the  year  under  review  sixty-nine  chil- 
dren under  15  years  of  ag^e  took  their 
lives.  The  age  when  most  suicides  oc- 
cur among  men  is  between  50  and  60, 
and  among  women  between  20  and  30. 
Most  suicides  occur  in  the  spring  and 
fewest  in  December.  In  nine-tenths  of 
the  cases  the  methods  adopted  are 
drowning,  hanging  and  shooting.  There 
are  comparatively  few  instances  of 
the  use  of  poison,  which  is  the  means 
chiefly  chosen  by  women.  Women, 
says  the  report,  show  an  inveterate 
dislike  to  select  any  mode  of  death 
which  might  disfigure  their  faces. 
Among  men  it  is  need  of  pecuniary  em- 
barrassment which  drives  most  to  take 
their  own  lives.  This  factor  also  plays 
an  important  part  with  women,  but,  In 
addition,  a  strong  body  of  them  are 
urged  to  suicide  by  unrequited  af!Ceo- 
tion.

CANDIDACY  OF 
HENRY  FRICK 

For  Senator  May   Split 
the  Party  In  Penn- 
sylvania. 

Pittsburg,  Pa.,  Augl  25.— Although 
there  are  few  prominent  politicians  In 
the  city  at  the  present  time,  the  publi- 
cation of  the  story  to  the  effect  that 
Henry  C.  Frick  would  succeed  Boies 
Penrose  as  United  States  senator  has 
created  a  stir. 

Politicians,  as  a  general  rule,  who  are 
liere  try  to  belittle  the  story.  It  is 
pointed  out  that  Western  Pennsylvania 
already  has  one  represeiUative  in  tho 
Btnate,  and  that  it  would  not  be  likely 
that  another  would  be  selected  from 
this  end  of  the  state. 

The  F^ittsburg  Disi>atch.  indt  pr  ii'lt -it 
Republican,  prints  a  story  to  the  et- 
fecc  that  Mr.  Knox  has  decided  tu  for- 
sake the  Western  end  of  the  state  as  hts 
fulurt!  home,  as  was  intimated  in  the  I 
newspapers  some  time  ago.  and  livr  in 
Vallt  V  Forge,  his  present  summer  tiome. 
ITils  "would  settle  that  question  in  t 
satisfactory  way.  and  leave  the  West- 
ern en-l  of  the  state  to  be  represent- 
ed by  Mr.  Frick.  Tlie  Dispatch,  how- 
ever, does  nut  t.ike  the  subject  in  a 
very  serious  light. 

The  Pittsburg  Times,  the  regular  Re- 
publican organ  of  the  city,  which  was 
owned  bv  Senator  C.  L.  Magee,  prints 
a  hot  editorial  on  the  subject  under  the 
caption,  'TL.  Voti  rw  Will  Do  It."  in 
the  courst   ot  •.-.  hiili  it  ?ays: 

"Without  attacliing  too  great  import- 
ance to  the  current  story  that  Senator 
Boles  I'enrose  will  voluntarily  retire  at 
the  close  of  his  present  term  and  that 
certain  corporate  interests  have  decide! 
upon    Henry   C.   Frick  of   Pittsburg  as 
his  successor,  it  may  be  timely  to  call 
attention  to  some  plain  facts.    Pennsyl- 
vania and  the  whole  country  are  on  the 
«ve  of  great  changes  In  political  affairs. 
"There  Is  a  man  in  the  White  House 
-whom   the   old   political   leaders  cannot 
control,   and  of  whom  they   are  afraid. 
The  people  are  not  afraid  of  him.     He 
■^presents    to    them    higher    Ideals    and 
ttands    for    better    things.      He    fears 
neither   corporations   nor  labor   organi- 
sations,   but    takes    as   his    platforrn    a 
declaration    the    humblest    can    under- 
itand— A   square   deal    for   every   man. 
rich  or  poor."     He  Is  against  graft;   h» 
l8   against   corruption;    he     stands     for 
»urity   in   politics  and  honesty  in  gov- 
•rnment.    The  people  are  with  him. 

•Here  In  Pennsylvania  a  great  party 
unswerving  in  its  allegiance  to  Republi- 
can principles,  has  seen  itself  betrayed 
In   the   house  of  its  friends.     It  by  no 


means  follows,  however,  that  the  Re- 
publican party  Is  then  going  to  hand 
itself  over  to  others  possessed  of  no 
higher  ideals  of  civic  spirit  and  public 
duty  than  have  ihose  whose  conduct 
makes  the  change  necessary.

First  Time  Such  a  Feat 
Has  Ever  Been  At- 
tempted. 


Stella,   Wash.,  Aug.   25.-Thls   little    city 
on   the  Columbia  river,  the  birthplace   of 
the  immense  log  rafts  which  have  brought 
worldwide    fame    to    the   picturesque    aTid 
daring  methods   of  lumber   transportation 
on  the  Pacinc  coast,  is  just  now  all  agog 
over   the    prospect    that    her   expert   raft 
builders  will  have  an  opportunity  to  out- 
do   themselves    by    building    the    largest 
raft  the  world  has  ever  seen.    The  record- 
breaking    raft,    which    is    now   projected, 
will    contain    more   than   10,000,000    feet    of 
lumber  and  will  be  fully  one-fourth  larger 
than    the   biggest   log   leviathan  previous- 
ly  constructed.  ^  .,.    ^ 
Still    more    interesting   is   the    fact    that 
this   new   raft  is  to  be  towed  across    the 
Pacltic   from   San    Fnuiclsco   to  Shanghai,  ; 
China— the    first     time    such    a    feat    has 
l>een   attempted.     A  number  of  the  mon- 
ster  log  ratts   have,    within   the  past    few  , 
years,    b»  eu    towed    from       ports    in    the 
Pacific    Northwest   to  San   Francisco,   but 
this    will    be    the    first    attempt    to    send 
one    of   the   ponderous    craft   on   a   trans- 
oceanic voyatje.     Two  of  the  most  power- 
ful    tugl)0ats       on       the     Western    coast , 
will    undertake    to    drag    the    logs    to    the  | 
Orient,   and   the    odd    fleet   will      be      ac- , 
companied   on   its  long   vayoge   by   a  col- 
li»'r    or   oil   steamer    with    fuel    for       the 
tugs. 

Already    ship   owners,    vessel       masters 
and  seafaring  men,  who  have  to  do  with 
navigation    on    the    Pacific,    are   decidedly 
worried   over   the  news   that   the   big   raft , 
is  to  attempt  to  journey  to  the  Far  East, 
and  are  urging  tliat  some  steps  be  taken  , 
to  prevent  the  monster  tow  from  putting  ; 
to  sea.    As  a  matter  of  fact,  all  the  mon- 
ster rafts  which  have  from   time  to  time 
been   towed  along  the  Pacific   coast   have 
been  brought  safely   to  port,   with  the  ex-  , 
oeption  of  one  or  two  of  the  first,   which  ; 
were  put  together  when   tl^e  builders  did 
not  have  as  perfect  a  knowledge  as  they 
have  now  of  the   l>est      way  to      fashion 
them.     Nevertheless,   tlie  mariners  on   the 
world's    greatest    ocean    declare    that    the 
raft  en  route  to  Chi«a  will   be  a  positive 
menace  to  navigation. 

In  the  construction  of  the  trans-PacInc 
raft  there  will  be  utilized  what  is  known 
as    a    floating    cradle— an       improvement 
which  is  largelv  responsible  for  the  pres- 
ent development   of   this    unique  industry. 
The  cradle,   to  provide   which  costs   the 
raft   builder   thousands   of   dollars       as   a 
preliminary    investment    ere    he    even    be- 
gins his  real  raft  work,  consists  of  a  Icmg 
series    of   Immense   half   circles   of   wood, 
held    in   place   by    strong   ribs,    the   whole 
structur3  being   securely   bolted   together. 
It  looks  for  all  the  world  like  the  skele- 
ton  framework  of  a  great  ship  In  course 
of  construction— a  big  one,  mind  you,  for 
one    of    these    cradles    Is       linger       than 
the    largest    ocean    liner— and    the    resem- 
blance   is   still    further   suggested   by    the 
fact   that   the   span  of  the   semicircles   of 
wood  grows  less  as  either  end  of  the  cra- 
dle  is  approached,   just   as  a  ship  tapers 
to  stem  and  to  stern,  this  arrangement  be- 
ing resorted  to  in  order  to  give   the   dis- 
tinctive cigar  shape  to  the  raft  for  which 
the  cradle  serves  as  a  mould. 

As  the  accumulation  of  logs  increases, 
the  cradle,  of  course,  sinks  deeper  and 
deeper    into    the    water.      At    the    begin

Rome,  Aug.  25  —An  amusing  Incident 
occurred  during  u  debate  in  the  house  of 
assembly. 

A  gentleman  er  tered.  and  taking  a  seat 
on  the  front  oppo  litlon  bench,  vociferously 
applauded  the  n  Inister  of  public  works, 
whose  si>eech  tie  opposition  were  at- 
tempting to  shoi  t  down. 

The  minister,  apparently  flattered  hy 
this  mark  of  app  o\'U  from  the  opposition 
benches  address*  d  the  greater  part  of  his 
remarks  to  his  admirer. 

This  exasperated  the  opposition,  who 
called  upon  him  o  go  over  to  the  govern- 
ment.

Meanwhile  the  work  of  binding  to- 
gether this  great  bundle  of  sticks  has 
been  continually  in  progress.  As  a 
backbone  for  the  wooden  fish  a  mam 
chain,  with  links  of  iron  several  Inche? 
in  thickness,  is  run  fore  and  aft  through  i 
the  raft  from  end  to  end.  Cros.'«lng  this  i 
chain  at  right  angles  and  connected 
with  it  are  cross  chains  of  slightly 
smaller  size,  and  these  In  turn  are 
joined  at  either  side  of  the  raft  to  en- 
circling chains  which  are  wound  about 
the  log  mass  at  Intervals  of  twelve  feet 

or  less.  .  ,     V.   .        i_ 

The  effect  of  this  system  of  chains  is 
to  inclose  the  log  structure  In  a  llexible 
cage,  and  the  strain  Is  equally  communi- 
cated  to  all  parts. 

After  the  raft  Is  fully  completed 
comes  the  problem  of  launching,  and 
here  a  surprise  is  in  store  for  the  un- 
initiated. The  cradle.  It  appears.  Is  in 
reality  two  structures  and  whereas  It 
has  l>€en  stanch  enough  to  bear  the 
tiiousands  of  tons  weight  of  the  raft 
under  construction  the  mere  drawing 
of  key  pins  serves  to  sever  it  in  twaui 
throughout  Its  length  and  as  the  two 
sections    are    drawTi   apart    the    raft    falls 

Into  the  water.  , 

Then  a  manila  rope  as  thick  as  a  man  s 
body  is  attached  to  the  raft  and  the; 
voyager  Is  ready  for  her  cruise  on  river 
and  bay  and  ocean.  A  tug  takes  her 
down  the  river  with  a  stern-wheel  steam- 
er at  the  after  end  to  aid  In  steering  in 
the  narrow  cliannel,  but  when  the  open 
sea  is  reached  two  tugs  take  charge  of 
the  raft. 


Docs     Not    Remember 
Single  Detail  of  Awful 


Crime. 


Up  to  date  the  largest  raft  ever  con- 
structed was  one  built  at  this  port  some 
months  since,  and  which  was  oyer  7W 
feet  in  length  and  more  than  BO  feet 
wide,  and  which  drew  Z2^  feet  of  water 
This  raft  was  bound  to8.et.her  by  120 
tons  of  Iron  chain,  containing  600,000  lin- 
eal feet  of  piling.  the  equivalent  of 
8.000,000  feet  of  lumlier.  board  measure, 
and  was  valued  at  *t>0,(K)O. 

Some  of  the  rafts  dl.'^patched  from 
here  In  the  past  have  required  from 
eight  to  ten  months  for  their  construc- 
tion, but  owing  to  the  Improvements  In 
methods  which  have  been  made.  It  la 
believed  that  the  raft  for  China  can  be 
completed  in  considerably  less  time, 
despite  its  excessive  size.

DESPERATE  BATTLE 

Of  Woman  With  a  Maddened 
Groundhog:. 

Huntington.  W.  Va.,  Aug.  25.— As  the  re- 
sult of  a  desperate  battle  with  a  mad- 
dened groundhog,  Mrs.  S.  G.  Rose  of 
Central  City  is  confined  to  bed.  The  ani- 
mal had  entered  th^  yard  of  her  residence 
and  became  engaged  in  combat  with  two 
voung  collie  dogs,  killing  one  and  was 
fapidU'  petting  the  better  of  the  other, 
when  Mrs.  Rose  appeared  armed  with  a 
heavy  poker.  She  attacked  the  brute. 
The  hog  turned  on  her.  sinking  Its  fangs 
Into  her  ankle.  It  followed  up  tlie  attack 
by  biting  her  on  the  legs,  cutting  gashes 
two  inches  long  and  an  inch  deep.  She 
finally  killed  the  animal. 


Pittsfleld,  111.,  Aug.  25.-IS  it  possible 
for  a  man  to  run  amuck  on  a  train,  kill 
a  wholly  unoffending  person  and  wound 
another  and  then  not  remember  a  single 
detail   of   his   awful   crime? 

Eugene  Peltzman,  now  In  jail  here  for 
the  murder  of  Dr.  Marion  Warner,  a  den- 
tist,  at  Secor,  III.,  asserts  that  this 
strange  psychological  experience  has 
come  to  him.  Though  the  evidence  that 
he  killed  Warner  is  irrefutable,  he  insists 
he  has  absolutely  no  recollection  of  the 
tragedy. 

The  murder  was  committed  on  a  C. 
&  A.  excursion  train  on  Us  w-ay  from 
Peoria  to  Kan.-^as  City,  about  1:J0  on  the 
morning  of  Aug.  &•,,,_,,       .  tu 

Miss  Effie  McDonald  of  Glassburg.  III., 
was  also  shot  in  the  arm  by  Peltzman 
and  suffered  a  slight  flesh  wound. 

From  the  testimony  of  all  the  passen- 
gers It  was  learned  that  Peltzman  was 
under  the  influence  of  liquor  as  he  was 
flourishing  his  revolver  and  had  been 
awakening  the  piissengers  and  other- 
wise annoying  them.  After  the  tragedy 
he  was  shot  at  by  the  porter  but  the 
ball  struck  his  watch  and  lodged  in  the 
case  He  was  arrested  after  a  hard 
fight    with    the    train    men    and    passen- 

^\viien  the  train  arrived  at  Louisiana, 
Mo.,  Peltzman  was  turned  over  to  the 
authorities  and  the  body  of  Dr.  >%  ar- 
ner  was  removed.  The  excursion  was 
held  for  two  hours  while  an  Inquest  pro- 
ceeded over  the  remains  of  Warner  which 
were  afterwards  taken  in   charge  by   the

The  victim.  Dr.  Warner,  was  on  his 
way  to  visit  in  Kansas  City,  where  he 
hadf  formerly  practiced. 

Peltzman  is  24  years  old,  C  feet  tall, 
and  welKhs  188  pounds  He  Is  of  pleas- 
ing appearance.  His  home  is  in  Hope- 
dfUe,  111.,  where  his  parents  reside.  It 
Is  a  smal  town,  20  miles  southwest  of 
Bloomlngton.  He  is  an  only  son  of 
Henry  Peltzman.  who  is  a  carpenter  m 
the  C.  &  A.  shops  at  Bloomlngton.  He 
has  one  sister.  His  father  and  mother 
are  members  of  the  Preshvterian  church 
at   that  place  and  eminenUy  respectable. 

Eugene    went     to    th«    public      schools 
through    the   seventh    part   of   the   eight 
grade.     He   served    a   three-year   tfrm   in 
the    reform    school    at    Pontiac,    111.,    for 
burglarv.     After    being    there   awhile,    he 


FORMER  MILLIONAIRE 


To  Start  Anew  at  Seventy- 
Two  Years. 

Paris,  Aug.  25.— "I  am  an  old  man  of 
72.  I  have  fought  many  battles  in  my 
time.  And  I  will  fight  many  more,  and 
win  them  too.     I  never  throw  the  handle 

after  the  hatchet." 

Such  is  the  spirit  of  M.  Jaluzot,  the 
veteran  speculator  whose  enormous 
lo.sses,  said  to  amount  in  all  to  well 
over  $3,000,000.  paralyzed  the  sugar  mar- 
ket and  brought  downfall  and  ruin  in 
their  trail.

CONVICTS  SCARCE 

In  Mississippi  Owing:  to  the 
Yellow  Fever. 

Jackson,  Miss.,  Aug.  25.— Practically 
every  circuit  court  session  due  to  as- 
semble in  Mississippi  within  the  next 
thirty  days  has  been  pretermitted,  on 
account  of  the  quarantines.     In  many 


instances  the  orders  pretermitting  the 
terais  were  made  by  the  circuit  judges 
at  the  instance  of  the  board  of  super- 
visors and  members  of  the  bar  in  the 
various  counties,  the  latter  believing 
that  it  would  be  difficult  to  handle 
their  litigation  properly  while  restric- 
tions on  travel  are  such  that  In  many 
cases  It  would  be  impossible  to  secure 
the   attendance   of   witnesses   desired. 

Tlie  postponement  of  the  court  terms 
w^il]  mean  a  drop  in  the  penitentiary 
population  during  the  next  thirty 
days.  Usually  August  is  a  very  heavy 
criminal  month,  but  Traveling  Sergt. 
Dodds  of  the  penitentiary,  does  not 
expect  to  bring  In  over  a  half  dozen 
convicts  within  the  next  month. 

The  delayed  court  terms  will,  of 
course,  mean  a  consequent  delay  in 
getting  appeal  cases  to  the  supreme 
court  at  the  next  term,  which  convenes 
in  November,  and  the  dockets  of  that 
tribunal  will  not  be  overburdened  at 
the  beginning  of  the  session. 

HANDS  FROZEN 

By  Snowballs  In  Au§:ust  In 
Colorado  Moiintains. 

Denver.  Colo.,  Aug.  25.— One  of  the  most 
peculiar  cases  that  has  ever  come  under 
the  observation  of  a  Denver  physician 
came  to  the  office  of  Dr.  H.  H.  Martin 
this  week.  Mrs.  George  Rold  of  Chicago 
waM  up  on  Rollins  pass  on  the  Moffat 
road  and  disported  in  the  snow  until  the 
train  went  to  Arrohewad  and  turned  on 
the   ■•wye"    and   started   back   to   Denver. 


It  leaves  the  passengers  two  hours  and 
forty  minutes  on  the  bleak  top  of  the 
pass,  and  all  around  is  a  wide  expanse  of 
snow.  The  temptation  to  make  balls  of 
tlie  summer  snow  to  pelt  her  companions 
was  too  great  to  be  resisted,  and  Mrs. 
Rold  enjoyed  the  novelty  to  the  full. 
When  she  boarded  the  train  for  home 
she  had  not  been  out  of  tlie  rtaah  of 
snow  for  a  minute  during  the  entire 
time  the  train  had  been  at  the  top  of  the 
divide.

Portland.  Ore..  Aug.  25.— After  two 
days  devoted  to  deliberating  In  sections, 
the  National  Irrigation  congress  as- 
sembled   in    general   session   yesterday. 

Chairman  George  E.  Barstow  pre- 
sented the  report  of  the  nominating 
committee,  recommending  the  follow- 
ing officers  for  the  ensuing  year: 

Governor  George  Pardee,  California, 
president;  1*  W.  Shurtliff,  Utah,  first 
vice  president;    H.   B.   Maxon,   Nevada, 

secretary. 

Issue  was  made  over  the  selection 
of  Maxon  as  secretary  by  F.  J.  KJesel 
of  Oregon  on  personal  grounds,  and 
the  congress  referred  the  report  back 
to  the  committee  with  instructions  that 
it  endeavor  to  agree  on  a  nomination 
for  secretary. 

When  the  matter  of  selecting  a  meet- 
ing place  for  the  next  session  came 
before  the  congress  invitations  were 
tendered  by  Chicago,  Bi.smack,  N.  D. ; 
Denver,    Spokane   and    Boise. 

William  E.  Curtis  of  Chicago  made 
an  address  on  "Irrigation  in  India,"  de- 
scribing the  irrigation  projects  insti- 
tuted by  the  British  government. 

A  motion  to  adopt  the  report  of  the 
committee  on  resolutions  was  followed 
by  the  intnaduction  of  an  amendment 
to  a  resolution  endorsing  the  present 
reclamation  law,  especially  those  pro- 
visions which  afford  an  opportunity  for 
home  making.  This  amendment  advo- 
cated a  repeal  of  that  portion  of  the 
national  iriigation  law  which  compels 
the  disposal  of  any  acreage  in  excess 
of  160  acres  in  the  possession  of  the 
land  holder.  The  motion  was  bitterly 
attacked  by  supporters  of  the  small 
land  holders  and  after  a  spirited  de- 
bate it  was  defeated  and  the  report 
was   adopted   as   presented. 

In  substance,  the  more  Important  reso- 
lutions follow:  Endorsement  of  state- 
hood for  the  territory  of  New  Mexico, 
and  joint  statehood  for  Oklahoma  and 
Indian  Territory.  The  congress  believes 
that  too  much  capital,  public  and  private, 
cannot  be  invested  In  the  reclamation  of 
arid  lands,  and  therefore  declare.s  that 
the  government  should  not  unnecessarily 
Interfere  with  or  prevent  private  enter- 
prise from  building  reservoirs  and  other 
works  for  reclaiming  arid  lands.  AnoFlier 
resolution  of  much  the  same  purixjrt  de- 
clares that  government  as  well  as  private 
enterprl.se  should  both  be  extended  to  the 
utmost,  and  believes  that  government  en- 
terprise should  not  unnece.ssarily  inter- 
fere with  private  enterprise,  nor  should 
private  enterprise  unnecessarily  interfeie 
with  or  prevent  govenment  enterpri.se 
from  building  reservoirs  and  other  works 
for  reclaiming  arid  lands.  In  order  to 
encourage  beet  sugar  production  In  the 
irnlted  States,  the  congress  a.s.serts  Its 
oppo.^^ltion  to  the  granting  of  further  con- 
cessions to  tropical  Islands.  The  resolu- 
tion ndvocates  federal  legl.slatlon  in  be- 
half of  the  indu.stry.  It  is  the  proposition 
of  the  congre.«  that  the  national  Irri- 
gation law  should  be  so  extendi-d  as  to 
Include  the  State  of  Texas  within  Its  pro- 
visions. A  confusion  .said  to  exist  In  the 
minds  of  many  people  on  the  subject,  the 
congress  declares  that  there  is  not,  nor 
ha.s  there  been  any  connection  whatever 
betwet»n  the  national  Irrigation  congre."?s 
and  the  national  irrigation  as.soclatlon.  It 
announces?  that  no  person  or  company 
Is  authorized  to  collect  money  in  behalf 
of  the  congress.  The  congress  also  fa- 
vors the  early  reclamation  of  .small  tracts 
of  land  whenever  the  cost  per  acre  of 
reclamation  does  not  exceed  the  cost  per 
acre  of  larger  enterprises  of  similar  char- 
acter.    The   Federal   congress   Is   urged   to

carry  out  the  purposes  o£  the  national 
irrigation  law.  Tlie  congress  endorses 
the  effective  and  business-like  adminis- 
tration of  the  forestry  bureau,  tlxe  effi- 
ciency of  the  work  of  the  reclamation 
service,  but  recommends  that  the  recla- 
mation service  and  Its  representatives 
co-operate  with  state  officers  in  matters 
affecting  the  state's  landed  interests.  The 
re.solutions  commend  the  work  of  the  ex- 
periment stations  of  the  department  of 
agriculture  and  the  United  States  weath- 
er bureau  for  its  assistance  to  the  recla- 
mation service.  •, 

The  congress  exprWBes  a  high  ap- 
preciation of  the  national  irrigation 
law,  commending  especially  Its  benef- 
icent provisions  for  home  making  and 
urges  the  speedy  completion  of  the 
present  government  projects  now  un- 
der construction. 

In  order  to  remedy  the  unsatisfactory 
provisions  of  the  constitution  of  the 
congress  which  compels  it  to  conduct 
its  deliberations  in  sectional  meetings, 
the  constitution  was  amended  so  as  to 
provide  for  a  general  ses.sion  each  day 
during  the  convention,  but  the  congress 
may,  If  it  deems  best,  also  conduct  sec- 
tional  meetings. 

The  chairman  of  the  nomination  com- 
mittee to  which  was  referred  the  mat- 
ter of  the  selection  of  a  nominee  for 
a  secretary,  announced  that  his  com- 
mittee had  finally  agreed  on  Mr.  Maxon. 
A  .spasmodic  attempt  to  defeat  Mr.  Max- 
on was  nipped  In  the  bud  and  the  com- 
mittee's report  as  submitted  was 
adopted. 

The  reports  of  the  chainnan  of  the 
different  sections  were  submitted  and 
the  thirteenth  annual  session  ended.

Mrs.  Anna  Slayton  Seeks 

Divorce  From  Isaac 

Slayton. 

Alleging  that  her  husband.  Isaac 
Slayton,  treated  her  with  great  cruelty 
and  threatened  to  kill  her,  Mrs.  Anna 
Slayton  of  Eveleth  has  instituted  di- 
vorce proceedings  In  district  court.

ANGLO- JAP 
TREATY  SIGNED 

London,  Aug.  25.— The  Associated  Pre33 
has  gofid  reason  for  stating  that  a  new 
.■\ngk'-Japanese  treaty  or  alliance  has 
been  signed.  The  foreign  office  deoHirs 
to  give  official  confirmation  or  denial 
but  the  Associated  Press  understands  the 
treaty  was  signed  .some  days  ago.  There 
is  no  reason  why  it  should  not  be  signed 
prior  to  the  conclusion  of  the  Poitsmouili 
conference  as  the  action  of  that  confer- 
ence will  not   affect  its  terms. 

The  new  treaty  is  broader  in  scope  in 
some  respects  than  the  former  treaty, 
notably  where  it  Includes  the  recognition 
by  Great  Britain  of  a  Japanese  protecto-  i 
rate  over  Korea  and  on  other  points  ' 
which  it  was  not  necessary  to  include  in 
the  old   treaty. 

In  sonif  respects  the  new  treaty  con- 
tains limitations  as  compared  with  ^he 
old  treaty.  For  Instance,"  the  latter  con- 
tained a  clause  to  the  effect  that  in  case 
of  a  combination  of  the  powers  against 
Great  Britain.  Japan  would  be  obliged  to 
asPslst  her  ally,  while  the  clause  in  the 
'  new  treaty  tiniy  re(|uins  the  assistance 
of  Jauan  so  far  as  the  British  colonies 
in  the  Far  Ejist  and  the  Pacific  are  con- 
cerned. The  Associated  Press  under- 
stands that  the  terms  of  the  new  treaty 
were  fully  agreed  on  before  parliament 
adiourned.  but  It  was  also  agreed  that 
the  official  announcement  of  its  signa- 
ture and  of  its  full  terms  should  be  de- 
ferred until  after  the  conclusion  of  the 
Portsmouth    conference.

ATTEMPT  TO  WRECK 

NORTHWESTERN  TRAIN. 


CRIB  IS  NOW 
IN  ITS  PLACE 

First  100-Foot  Section  at 

Superior  Entry  on 

Lake  Bed. 

"By  5  o'clock  yesterday  afternoon  we 
had  successfully  completed  the  sinking 
and  decking  of  the  flr.'Jt  section  of  the 
protection  cribbing  at  the  outer  end  ot 
the  south  pier  at  Superior  entry,"  said 
Assistant  I'nltcd  States  Engineer  Clar- 
ence Coleman  today. 

The  work  involving  the  sinking  in  place 
of  the  big  timber  frame  work  is  no  small 
matter,  and  the  safety  of  the  structure 
depends  largely  on  the  rapidity  with 
which  It  is  placed  on  the  lake  V>ed.  If  a 
storm  should  come  up  while  the  big  100- 
foot  sections  are  being  towed  out  to  place, 
the  chances  are  that  they  would  be  de- 
stroyed, after  all  the  work  that  has  been 
spent  on  them  in  the  past  .several  weeks. 

In  all  there  will  be  four  loO-foot  sections 
of  the  cribbing.  A  second  section  is  iieing 
prepared  and  will  be  sunk  In  position  to- 
night or  tomorrow. 

The  work  of  .linking  the  first  crib  began 
at  5  o'clock  yesterday  afternoon.  Seven- 
teen hours  later  the  structure,  filled  with 
Z.*yfki  cubic  yards  of  sand,  was  resting  on 
the  lake  bed  several  hundred  feet  out 
from  the  end  of  the  old  south  bier,  .ipd 
the  decking  was  finished  at  5  o'clock 
yesterday  afternoon.  The  cribbing  ex- 
tebds  to  a  depth  of  26  feet  below  the 
surface  of  the  water  and  four  feet  above. 

When  it  becomes  necejssary  to  remove 
the  cribbing  the  sand  will  be  pumped  out 
and  the  timber  structure  will  again  be 
floated.

emption of  all  cardinals,  according  to 
the  Laws  of  Guarantees,  from  the  ob- 
ligation of  making  a  personal  appear- 
ance in  civil  or  criminal  courts  before 
the  Italian  tribunals.  The  case,  how- 
ever, proceeded,  notwithstanding  the 
cardinal's  absence,  and.  perhaps,  be- 
cause of  it,  was  decided  in  favor  of  the 
heirs  only  a  few  days  ago.

The  contributions  of  the  late 
pope  to  Roman  Catholic  institutions, 
such  as  schools,  workmen's  clubs,  poor 
churches  and  poverty-stricken  clergy- 
men,' which  amounted  to  nearly  $"300,- 
000  a  year,  Pius  X  has  entirely  sup- 
presst-d,  saying  that  the  money  sent 
to  the  Vatican  from  all  parts  of  the 
world  is  the  general  property  of  the 
church,  and  Is  not  to  be  expended  for 
the  exclusive  boneflt  of  Roman  or 
Italian  charities  and  Institutions.  He 
has  also  withdrawn  all  the  subsidies 
granted  in  former  years  to  the  several 
organs  of  the  Catholic  press  In  Italy, 
and  the  first  of  next  month  will  see 
the  end  of  many  such  publications, 
whose  circulation  and  advertising  is 
not  sufllcient  to  pay  their  running  ex- 
penses without  financial  assistance 
from  the  Vatican.

THE  CHICAGO  MARKET. 


Superior  Is  now  claiming  that  cars  con- 
signed to  grain  men  of  that  city  are  held 
I  up  at  Duluth  and  given  Minnesota  inspec- 
tion. The  following  was  sent  out  over 
the  Associated  Press  from  Superior  last 
night: 

"It  was  learned  today  that  State  Sena- 
tor George  M.  Y'oung  of  North  Dakota 
had  taken  up  the  grain  inspection  mat- 
ter with  United  States  Attorney  General 
Moody.  The  state  senator  asks  the  at- 
torney general  as  to  the  rights  of  Min- 
nesota inspectors  and  the  railroads  to  do 
certain  things,  and  asks  him  to  take 
vigorous  action  In  the  matter  If  he 
should  find  that  the  provisions  of  the  In- 
terstate commerce  act  are  being  violated. 

"The  reference  of  the  matter  to  the 
attorney  general  comes  from  the  fact 
that  cars  of  grain  consigned  from  Dakota 
to  Superior  have  been  held  up  at  Duluth 
and  given  Minnesota  inspection  without 
their  being  ordered  for  Minnesota  Inspec- 
tion. The  consignees  of  the  grain  are 
Superior  commLsslon  men  and  have  been 
given  no  official  Information  as  to  the 
whereabouts  of  their  grain,  although  it 
was   billed   here. 

"Senator  Y'ouiig  says  he  thinks  this  Is 
in  violation  of  the  pi-ovislons  of  the  In- 
terstate commerce  act.  as  Interference 
with  the  rights  of  shippers,  and  asks  that 
If  the  attorney  general  finds  such  is  the 
case  he  proceed  In  the  matter." 

An  Investigitlon  Indicates  that  there  Is 
nothing  upon  which  to  found  the  charge 
made  and  there  is  not  the  slightest  rea- 
son to  believe  that  the  attorney  general 
will   find   any   cause   for  action. 

The  Northern  Pacific  railroad  has  is- 
sued a  circul.^r  to  Its  agents  stating  thf't 
all  cars  consigned  to  Superior  to  be  given  i 
Wisconsin  Inspection  will  be  sent  there, 
but  that  in  case  they  are  not  co-aslgned  to 
that  point  they  will  be  sent  to  the  com- 
pany's yards  In  Duluth  according  to  In- 
structions in  effect  for  some  time.  This 
rule  is  being  observed.  The  road  has  been 
bringing  cars  to  Duluth  and  then,  if  the 
consignee  wi.-hed  them  given  Wisconsin 
inspection,  has  switched  them  to  Sui>erlor 
fiee  of  charge.  If,  however,  the  con- 
signee then  wished  them  sent  back  to 
Duluth  to  be  inspected  urider  Minnesota 
inspection  he  had  to  pay  the  switchnig 
charge. 

Every  now  and  then  cars  come  Into  the 
yards  for  which  claimants  do  not  appear. 
The  railroad  then  sends  the  numbers  of 
the  cars  to  the  board  of  trade  and  they 
arc  posted  there  as  behig  unclaimed.  In 
the  ousy  season  there  are  sometimes  is 
hiuh  as  fifteen  or  twenty  cars  posted  at 
one  time.  At  the  present  moment  there 
are  two  cars  postea  on  the  Duluth  boarl 
as  unclalnr.ed.  It  Is  quite  possible  that 
these  arc  the  cars  the  Superior  men  are 
looking  for. 

Neither  the  railroads  nor  the  Duluth 
board  of  trade  are  making  the  slightest 
effort  to  prevent  cars  from  being  Inspect- 
ed under  Wisconsin  inspection.  That  Is 
purely  the  business  of  the  consignee.  The 
members  of  the  Duluth  board  have  noti- 
fied the  railroad  companies  that  all  grain
